of facilities at most 
neighborhood parks. 

Economically, the city 
benefited by the sale of more 
than $1.5 million worth of 
property at the Fort Harrison 
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Industrial Park and Lamb said 
he expected further growth at 
the northeastside industrial 
complex. 


Lamb said a committee 
reorganization hill he and 
Neaderhiser introduced early in 
1976 had a positive affect on City 
Council matters.

Smock has ruled the public 
hearing “illegal” because it had 
not been advertised as required 
by state law. Such public hear- 
ings must be advertised in two 
publications at least 17 calendar 
days before they are conducted. 

Consequently, the 13-cent 
hike in city sewage rates is not 
in effect since the hearing was 
not in compliance with Indiana 
Statutes. 

Neaderhiser said a public 
hearing would be conducted in 
February, provided proper 
advertisement of the meeting is 
made.

A life-long resident of Terre Haute. 
Neaderhiser told The Star he would draft 
legislation whereby two members of the 
City Council would serve as ex-officio 
members of the Board of Public Works. 

"I think we should have more liason, a 
more closer contact with the Board of 
Public Works and Safety. I have received 
assurance from the mayor and the 
members of the Board of Public Works 
that two members of the City Council be 
appointed ex-officio members of the 
Board of Public Works,” said 
Neaderhiser, who served as president of 
the City Council in 1972. 

Neaderhiser said the two appointed 
councilmen would be expected to attend 
all meetings of the Board of Public Works 
and would then report back to the City 
Council, informing councilmen of all 
matters taken into consideration.

Board of Public Works and said he hopes 
the action will “bridge a communica- 
tions gap” between the two groups. 

Neaderhiser has spoken out against 
the method of communications between 
the City Council and the Board of Public 
Works and has claimed ‘often the left 
hand isn t aware of what the right hand 
is doing.” 

The Board of Public Works is primari- 
ly responsible for the awarding of most 
project contracts involving city tax 
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dollars. Neaderhiser wants the City 
Council to be better informed on board 
matters and will have either one or both 
councilmen report back to the entire 
council. 

Neaderhiser is to be an alternate ex- 
officio member and will attend sessions 
when Chalos or Kirchner are unable to 
do so. Ex-officio members cannot vote 
on board matters and will serve only ina 
liason capacity. Voting members of the 
Board of Public Works include the city 
controller, city attorney and city 
engineer. 

Councilman Bill Jarvis, who has 
questioned a number of bid lettings by 
the board, said at Thursday night’s City 
Council meeting,” There’s a possibility 
this can help. . .but I doubt it.” He 
voted in favor of the resolution naming 
the two ex-officio members. 

President Neaderhiser responded to 
Jarvis’ remark, stating,” Yes, it may not 
work. But I believe it’s a step in the right 
direction and we'll give it a try.” 

In other business, the City Council un- 
animously approved a bill authorizing 
the sale of city industrial property to 


Quality Electric. Company. The firm, 


payed $20,000 for the real estate. 

Councilman C. Eugene Trummel spon- 
sored two traffic ordinances which were 
both passed Thursday night. Stop signs 
will be installed at the intersection of 
Mariposa Drive and Barton Avenue’ and 
yield signs will be placed at the west- 
bound lane at Mariposa and 22nd Street.

Appropriations totaling more 
than three-quarters of a million 
dollars were introduced at the 
Thursday night meeting of the 
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Terre Haute City Council and 
there is a better than average 
chance most of the money re- 
quests will be approved at next 
month's council meeting. 

Only a handful of interested 

‘Terre Haute citizens braved icy 
weather conditions Thursday 
night to.attend a rather routine 
session, but the tax dollars will 
be spent in February and | 
hopefully a sizeable crowd will 
be in attendance to voice sup- 
port in or opposition to the ap- 
propriation ordinances. 

One controversial ordinance 
introduced Thursday night was 
a $489.297 request from the city 
park and recreation depart- 
ment. The appropriation bill 
asks for funds to construct 
gates at certain city pools, a 
shelter at Rose Park and 
maintenance equipment at Rea 
Park, however the major por- 
tion of the funding request is 
for equipment maintenance, 
restaurant and pro shop) to be 
used at Terre Haute’s new golf 
course, Hulman Links. 

There is expected opposition 
to the ordinance, primarily 
councilmen Pete Chalos and 
Bill Jarvis, however the fate of 
the money request probably 
lies in the hands of local tax- 
payers. Observers contend the 
$489,297 appeal will probably be 
passed by the City Council, un- 
less there is a great deal of op- 
posing feedback given by city 
residents. The bill is expected 
to draw support from area 
sports enthusiasts. 

‘Councilmen John S. “Pete” 

Lamb, chairman of the com- 
mittee assigned to study the ap- 
propriation ordinance, told the 
Star, City Council commit- 
teemen, park department per- 
sonnel and local government of- 
ficials intend to visit with park 
superintendents of other large 
cities and discuss what equip- 
ment is necessary to furnish 
and maintain a golf facility 
such as Hulman Links.” 


Lamb said he and other 
persons would soon visit with 
the park superintendent at 
Indianapolis to discuss matters. 

The City Council will have to 
do the ‘ole “‘play it again Sam” 
bit when it reconsiders "a 
general ordinance regulating 
city sewage rates. During a 
special session in December, 
the City Council passed a bill 
allowing for a 13-cent increase 
in local sewage rates, however 
the council action was ruled 
“iNegal’’ because a proper 
public hearing on the topic was 
not conducted. 

City attorney James Smock 
said the public hearing which 
preceded a December council 
meeting was not legal because 
the meeting had not been 
advertised in local publications 
within 17 days prior to the ses- 
sion. 

The hearing will be con- 
ducted Feb. 3 at 6:30 p.m. in 
City Hall and interested 
citizens are urged to attend. 
The ordinance to change the 
Sewage rates is slated for final 
action at the Feb. 10 City Coun- 
cil meeting. 

A special ordinance in- 
troduced Thursday night by 
councilman Chalos would re- 
quire riders of ‘‘mopeds,” 
when powered by gasoline, to 
wear) helmets. Mopeds are 
vehicles which can be operated 
by a gasoline motor or by 
pedaling as a bicycle. 

Currently, laws do not re- 
quire moped riders to wear 
helmets while in operation. 

Chalos said nroped riders,’ 
operating the vehicle by human 
power only, shall be legally 
obligated to observe the “rules 
of the road,” while mopeds, 
powered by gasoline, shall be 
deemed motorcycles and shall 
be subject ot helmet laws. The 
bill will be voted on in 
February.

The Terre Haute City Council 
members were informed Thursday that 
they will have to re-consider a sewage 
rate increase approved late in 
December. 

City Council President P 
Neaderhiser told members of the council 
during the January monthly meeting 
Thursday night at City Hall that the 
public hearing held before the rate in- 
crease vote was illegal because it had 
not been advertised before the hearing. 

The City Council had approved a 13- 
cents per 100-cubic feet of water used 
rate increase in a meeting Dec. 28 after 
a 75-minute public hearing. Less than 25 
of the more than 88,000 customers of the 
Terre Haute Sewage Treatment Plant 
appeared to express their views on the 
proposed increase. 

The public hearing scheduled before 
the new vote on the matter has been set 
for Thursday, Feb. 3, at 6:30 p.m. inthe 
City Hall courtroom. 

The hearing must be advertised twice 
in two newspapers at least 17 days 
before the meeting. 

In other business Thursday night, the 
council passed a resolution sponsored by 
President Neaderhiser for two coun- 
cilmen to serve as ex-officio members of 
the citys Board of Public Works and 
Safety. 

Councilmen Pete Chalos and Larry 
Kirchner were appointed to those posi- 
tions, with Neaderhiser to be an alter- 
nate.

Opposition to the bill is expected to 
come from at least two city councilmen, 
Pete Chalos and William Jarvis, who 
have stated there are more pressing 
needs for which local tax dollars can be 
spent.

The Terre Haute City Council is 
scheduled to meet for its regular 
monthly meeting Thursday night in what 
is expected to be a lengthy session. 


Among several items of business on 
the agenda are an ordinance to ap- 
propriate nearly a half-million dollars, 
for the Park and Recreation Department 
and an ordinance to increase the sewage 
rates by 13-cents per unit used. 


The council meeting is to be at 7:30 
p.m. in the City Hall Courtroom. 

A hearing has been scheduled for 6:30 
p.m. Tuesday for public discussion of the 
proposed sewage rate hike (see related 
story). 

The Park and Recreation Department 
ordinance of $489.297 is expected to raise 
much discussion from at least two coun- 
cilmen who have previously stated their 
disapproval of the proposed use of much 
of the money — for items at the new 
municipal golf course. Hulman Links at 
Lost Creek. 

Councilman John S. ‘*Pete’’ Lamb, 
chairman of the council's finance com- 
mittee, reported to The TRIBUNE this 
week, though, that his committee will 


have a favorable A EE A on the 
ordinance with an amendment. 

The committee “worked closely” with 
the Park and Recreation Department to 
be able to reduce the proposed amount 
by $60,000 to $430,047, according to 
Lamb. 

Lamb, rounding off totals, listed the 
designated expenditures: $135,000 for 
maintenance equipment, repairs and 
materials for the entire park system, in- 
cluding pools and neighborhood parks; 
$20.000 for a fairway watering system at 
Rea Park which he said ‘has been 
needed for a long time”; $145,000 for in- 
ventory for the new Hulman Links golf 
course of which over half will be for golf 
carts which Lamb termed ‘‘money- 
making items’’; and the remaining 
$130,000 for the purchase of new 
maintenance equipment for both Rea 
and Hulman Links golf courses. 

Lamb said he and other city coun- 
cilmen‘ visited golf course 
superintendets at two of Indianapolis’ 
top golf courses and asked them to check 
the list of proposed items listed by the 
local Park and Recreation Department 
for the new course. He reported they 
said the lists were ‘‘very well done” and 
were “not extravagant.” 

The superintendents of those golf 
courses said they had heard “‘nothing but 
good reports of the whole Hulman Links 
project from its inception to the 
present,” according to. Lamb. 

With the appropriation to be con- 
sidered Thursday night to be out of 
federal revenue sharing monies and 
other funding for the project from Mr. 
and Mrs. Tony Hulman, cigarette tax 
capital improvement monies and the 
U.S. Bureau of Outdoor Recreation, 
Lamb said, “Td like to emphasize no 
local monies from the general fund have 
been used in the building. furnishing or 
completion .of this much needed 
facility.” 

Councilman Pete Chalos told the The 
TRIBUNE he will vote against the ap- 
propriation ordinance. 

“It is nice to have recreational 
facilities, but I think we all must live 
within our income level," Chalos said.

The Terre Haute City Council 
met in a relatively-short 
meeting Thursday night. ap- 
proving four ordinances and two 
resolutions. 

An ordinance amending an or- 
dinance from 1961 which 
regulates the use of public and 
private sewers and drains 
received the most discussion 
during the hour-long session 

That ordinance passed on an 
eight-to-one vote. with several 
councilmen pointing out that the 
ordinance had to be passed in 
order for the Terre Haute 
Sewage Treatment Plant to re- 
tain its operating permit. ac- 
cording to Environmental 
Protection Agency standards. 

Councilman Pete Chalos. who 
subsequently voted for the or- 
dinance because of the EPA re- 
quirements, said he questioned 
at least two aspects of the or- 
.dinance. 

One. which he said he may br- 
ing up in the form of an amend- 
ment at the April meeting, was 
that the ordinance read that the 
regulating agency “may re- 
quire that any person discharg- 
ing or proposing to discharge 
wastewater into a community 
sewer file a periodic discharge 
report. Chalos pointed out that 
such a report would require the 
installation of a meter, which he 
said could be expensive for a 
norma! homeowner. He added 
that he feels this should be 
changed to business or industry, 


since the ordinance is designed 
basically for those bigger users. 

Another point he made was 
that he felt the penalities 
atlowed. $50.000 fine for each 
day the user does not meet EPA 
requirements. ts too large for a 
council to administer 

Council William Jarvis cast 
the only dissenting vote on the 
ordinance. though. saying he 
has “misgivings” on the opera- 
tion of the plant and would not 
vote for anything there until 
“action is taken” there. 

Three councilmen, Chalos, 
Jarvis and Thomas Lenahan, 
voted against a $9.000 ap- 
propriation ordinance to match 
federal funds to provide design 
and planning for development of 
a linkage between Indiana State 
University. downtown Terre 
Haute and the near southside. 
The ordinance passed with the 
other six councilmen voting in 
favor of it. 

Another appropriation or- 
dinance. for $2.200 for the in- 
stallation of an alarm system at 
the Highland Lawn Cemetery, 
passed without a dissenting 
vote.

An active Democrat party 
worker and. dnsuccessful can- 
didate for the nomination for 
Terre Haute city councilman- 
at-large in the 1975 primary 
election Wednesday criticized 
the method being used to fill a 
vacancy on the council.

month. Two other names, Gary 
Potts and Joe Clark, have sur- 
faced as possible replacements. 


Also, John Crittenden, pro- 
fessor of political science at 
Indiana State University, could 
gain.a nomination for the seat, 
but City Hall sources indicate 
he does not have enough sup- 
port to win. 


Potts, general manager of 
American Cablevision, has 
been the most vocal of the three 
possible candidates. Potts has 
been critical of Mayor William 
J. Brighton and his alleged tac- 
tics to hand-pick his favorite 
candidate, believed to be Miss 
Spork. 

Clark, on the other hand, 
seems to be the “compromise 
candidate.” He finished the 
term of former city councilman 
Gene Butts when he resigned to 
take a job out of state. Clark 
has support of city councilmen 
for and against Mayor Brighton 
and his so-calied “political fa- 
voritism.”” 

Spork. Potts and Clark are 
Democrats. 

In interviews with The Star, 
Spork, Potts and Clark an- 
swered the following questions: 

Why are you interested in 
seeking a position on the Terre 
Haute City Council? 

SPORK:‘‘Any citizen should 
be interested in the wants and 
needs of their community. I 
have worked my entire life and 
I am well aware of the working 
person’s problems. I would be 
quite proud and priviledged to 
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serve on the City Council where 
I could do things to serve the 
people. I will have an open 
mind in making decisions, re- 
gardiess of my political party 
affiliation. Mayor Brighton and 
I- have been friends for many 
years and I do not denounce my 
friends. I do not believe Mayor 
Brighton owes me anything and 
I don’t owe him anything. I am 
capable of making decisions by 
myself and I intend to do so if 
I am chosen.” 

POTTS:“ I think the City 
Council needs an independent, 
open-minded individual to rep- 
resent the people. This I can 
offer. I have no obligation to 
any political figure and I can 
work for the people of Terre 
Haute without the interference 
of party politics.” 

CLARK: I'm always in- 
terested in doing something for 
the people of Terre Haute. The 
more I can help, the better I 
feel. We’ve seen many positive 
things done in Terre Haute, yet 
there are many more projects 
we can undertake. For sure, if 
selected, I will try to introduce 
legislation to open up all of 
Maple Avenue so motorists 
won't have to drive two and 
one-half miles out of their 
way.” 

Would you have voted for 
appropriation ordinances to’ 
construct the new golf course, 
Hulman. Links? 

SPORK: “ I don't really 
know. Not being a part in the 
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discussions and not being well- 
read on all the issues involved, 
I can’t honestly say whether I 
would have voted for or against 
the appropriations.” 

POTTS: “No. I believe the 
citizens of Terre Haute and 
members of the Terre Haute 
City Council. were lied to by 
those persons pushing the 
project. Some councilmen have 
documented evidence that costs 
of building a golf course similar 
to Hulman Links are well below 
the amount of money we have 
spent. I'm not against recrea- 
tional activities, but I am 
against spending tax dollars 
needlessly.” 

CLARK: “Yes. The golf 
course was one thing we really 
needed. It will attract tourists 
to our city and, in time, will 
generate revenue. I don’t think 
Spending money on Hulman 
Links was a waste of tax 
dollars. I would like to see 
more many spent on recrea- 
tion, especially money to build 
more city tennis courts.” 

Would you have voted for an 
increase in the city sewage 
rate? 

SPORK: “Again, I can't hon- 
estly say. I am not aware of the 
issues at hand. However, any- 
thing that can save the 
taxpayer’s dollar I am in favor. 
Thé tax rate is too high and 
something needs to be done 
about it.” 

POTTS: “ No. Under the 
conditions by which this rate 
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hike was proposed I would not 
have voted in favor of it. There 
were many unanswered ques- 
tions about this issue and most 
of the questions remain un- 
answered now. We need to take 
a closer look at the spending 
practices in all city depart- 
ments.” 

CLARK:" No. The people I 
talked to about the sewage rate 
hike were opposed to it. I would 
have voted the way the people | 
wanted me to do...against the | 
rate increase. I attended the | 
public hearings and I realized | 
such an increase in the sewage 
rate would burden those people | 
on fixed incomes.” 

What needs are still to be 
met by the City Council? 

SPORK: ‘ Repairs to city 
streets are needed. Also, we 
must do everything possible to 
create jobs. We must promote 
our city, its businesses and in- 
dustry.” ` 

POTTS: “ I don't think the 
city has met its fiscal responsi- 
bility. In many cases, we have 
negligently spent our tax 
dollars. We must consider what 
is best for the people and in- 
volve the public in our decision 
making process.” 

CLARK:”’ The one main is- 
sue I would like to see the City 
Council consider ia the re-open- 
ing of Maple Avenue. Since 
parts of it were closed it has 
created many problems for mo- 
torists. This, to me, is an im- 
portant need still to be met.”

Whether or not Fruitridge 
Avenue is considered a “city 
street to get people to their 
jobs” or a ‘‘five-lane million 
dollar highway to bypass Terre 
Haute,” there will be a change 
in the speed zone there between 
Sixth Avenue and Fort Harrison 
Road. 

By a 5-3 vote, the Terre 
Haute City Council passed an 
ordinance to increase the speed 
zone to 45 m.p.h. at the section 
north of the overpass. The 
former speed zone was 40 
m.p.h. 

Councilman John “Pete” 
Lamb sponsored the traffic bill 
and said the former speed zone 
was suited for “horse and 
buggy.” 

“We are dealing with a five- 
lane million dollar highway 
that is zoned for horse and 
buggy miles per hour. This is 
the first section of a transporta- 
tion belt around Terre Haute 
and it’s a little old-fashion for a 
highway like this to have a 40 
m.p.h. speed zone,” Lamb re- 
marked. 

The ordinance met opposition 
from councilmen Pete Chalos, 
William Jarvis and Larry 
Kirchner. Chalos and Jarvis 
argued Fruitridge Avenue was 
simply a “city street” and 
should be regulated as one.

said,” Mathematically, to in- 
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crease the speed zone from 40 
to 45 miles per hour would save 
a motorists driving to Columbia 
Records 10 seconds. To in- 
crease the speed zone would 
jeopardize safety and I can’t 
see doing this for 10 extra sec- 
onds. The ninth largest school 
in the state of Indiana is located 
on this road and to increase the 
speed zone would create a great 
number of safety problems.” 


Jarvis remarked,” This is a 
city street and no other city 
street has a speed zone in ex- 
cess of 40 miles per hour. This 
road isn’t a speedway. The ov- 
erpass was built to avoid rail- 
roads not to create a race 
track. If we increase the speed 
zone to 45 m.p.h. then motorists 
will just drive five more miles 
faster than they now do and few 
of them now obey the 40 m.p.h 
speed zone.” 


Among new business in 
troduced on first reading 
Thursday was a $500,000 ap- 
propriation ordinance for city 
street repairs. Councilman 
Larry Kirchner suggested spe- 
cific streets to be repaired be 
identified in the ordinance. In 
past, city councilmen have in- 
formally submitted lists of 
streets they would like to see 
repaired, but the final decision 
was left in the hands of the city 
street department and Mayor 
William J. Brighton. Kirchner 
said the streets should be 
named in the ordinance to as- 


sure the city councilmen’s re- 
quests were considered. 
Another bill which will draw 
much interest next month is 
one approving an agreement 
between the city of Terre Haute 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul and Pacific Railroad 
Co. The ordinance calls for an 
agreement on maintenance and 
use of the railroad tracks which 
serve the Fort Harrison In- 


dustrial Park.

Former Vigo County Recorder Norma 
Spork was elected to the Terre Haute 
City Council Thursday night- by a: tie- 
breaking vote cast by Mayor William J. 
Brighton. 

Spork was elected to fill the vacancy 
left by the resignation of former 
councilman-at-large Thomas H. 
Lenahan, who resigned April 1 to take 
employment in another city. 

The election was conducted in a spe- 
cial council meeting followed by the 
regular monthly council session for 
April. 

Spork, nominated by Councilman Asa 
Malooley, and Gary Potts, nominated by 
Councilman Larry Kirchner, both re- 
ceived four votes each in voting by the 
council members. According to statute, 
in the case of such a tie vote, the mayor 
casts the deciding vote. 

Explaining his vote for Spork, Mayor 
Brighton said she had been “involved in 
the political world in the community for 
a long, long time,” working in both City 
Hall and county offices. He added that 
Spork has been an active Democratic 
party worker, adding because of that 
work “she has as good awareness of 
public desires and needs as any other 
person in the community.” 

Spork was appointed to complete the 
term of Leonard P. “Tubby” Kirchner, 
Vigo County recorder, after his death. 
She ran for election to that position in 
the last county election, but was de- 
feated. 

Potts, general manager of American 
Cablevision, ran unsuccessfully for the 
council seat from the Second District in 
the last city election. He was defeated 
by the sole Republican member on the 
council, C. Eugene Trummel. 

Seventeen persons expressed an in- 
terest in the position, according to Coun- 

2cil President Jack Neaderhiser. 

Spork, explaining her reasons for 
wanting to be on the council, said she 
wanted to serve on the City Council 
“ever since” she could remember. 

Talking of her work in politics in the 
community, Spork said, “I’ve tried to 


help people — people in this community. 
To me, that’s a lot.” 

Voting for Spork were councilmen 
Malooley; President Neaderhiser; Ken- 
neth Thomas; and John S. “Pete” 
Lamb. Votes for Potts were from 
Kirchner, William Jarvis, Pete Chalos 
and Trummel. 

Spork was sworn into office by County 
Court Judge Robert Howard Brown. 

By a motion of Councilman Trummel, 
Spork was allowed to sit in on the 
following monthly meeting without cast- 
ing any votes due to the fact that she had 
not had a chance to study the issues. 

Action taken by the council in the 
April meeting included the increase of 
the speed limit on North Fruitridge 
Avenue between Sixth Avenue and Fort 
Harrison Road from 40 to 45 miles per 
hour.

cedures for city sewage ser- 
vices was expressed by local 
citizens during the Thursday 
night meeting of the Terre 
Haute City Council. 

One citizen said it is “‘prac- 
tically impossible to get your 
sewage bill corrected when 
mistakes are made” and added 
“no one in the sewage billing 
office seems to. know anything 
about the: billing procedures 
used.” 

Questions were raised about 
fees charged for city sewage 
services when a local water 
well user said her quarterly bill 
increased when-sewage bills of 
most residential users de- 
creased. She said she had de- 
layed paying the sewage bill 
because she was not informed 
of increased charges. She said 
officials of the sewage billing 
office and the sewage disposal 
plant could not explain the in- 
crease. 

Councilman Pete Chalos, 
who voted against a previous 
sewage rate hike in March, said 
billing problems concerning 
water well users will probably 
be solved when the City Council 
passes an ordinance he. in- 
troduced Thursday night. 

The ordinance provides that 
water well users and those per- 
sons using water from non- 
metered services will pay $12 
per quarter or $48 per year for 
city sewage services. Some 
well ‘isers now pay as much as 
$16, but the Chalos ordinance 
will establish the flat rate. 

The Chalos ordinance will be 
voted on at a June 9 meeting of 
the Terre Haute City Council 
and a public hearing concerning 
the sewage rate change will be 
conducted at 7 p.m., one half- 
hour prior to the City Council 
meeting at City Hall.”

Improperly parked . motorists 
must pay a one dollar fine in 
addition to a tow-in bill for 
violating the law. 

A resolution was adopted by 
the City Council which author- 
izes the mayor to seek reim- 
bursement of $100,568 from the 
Urban Mass Transportation Ad- 
ministration.

A delegation from the Hyte 
Center attended the City Coun- 
cil meeting and voiced their 
concern for city assistance in 
funding the operation of the 
youth center.

Terre Haute. uncil 
ace took action on two 
smaller appropriation or- 
dinances while holding two ma- 
jor appropriations ìn commit- 
tees for further study. 

About a half hour of the one 
and a half hour meeting was 
spent, though, discussing the 
sewage rate for well users, a 
matter on which a special or- 
dinance was introduced on first 
reading Thursday with a vote 
expected in the next monthly 
meeting on June 9. 

The appropriation ordinances 
approved were for $15,000 for 
the Terre Haute Humane Socie- 
ty and $10,000 for the Engineer- 
i epartment. 

Mia Pii nane Society ap- 

propriation was passed in e 

to help the local society throug 

current financial difficulties, 
according to City Council Presi- 


dent Jack Neaderhiser. He said 
the society annually receives 
money from the county council, 
derived from county taxes 
which Terre Haute citizens also 
pay, so the Thursday appropria- 
tion was a “one-time deal.” 

The $10,000 for the Engineer- 
ing Department provides the 
five per cent share of a federal- 
ly subsidized study of the rail- 
road crossings in the city, City 
Engineer Jim Burdick told the 
council members. 

Held in committee were ap- 
propriation ordinances for 
$500,000 for the annual city 
street program and $159,899 for 
the Charles T. Hyte Community 
Center. 

City Council President 
Neaderhiser had told The 
TRIBUNE before the meeting 
that the street -program ap- 
propriation would be kept in 
committee for further study. 
He said the money for the 
Street repair program has to be 
passed due to the damage to 
city streets fromthe severe 
winter weather, but explained 
the councilmen want a specific 
list from the Street Depart- 
ment on what streets are to be 
repaired. 
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A special council meeting is 
expected to be called around 
May 31 for the approval of the 
$500,000 appropriation or- 
dinance for the street repair. 

The Hyte Center funding or- 
dinance was not listed on the 
agenda since the councilmen 
working directly with the or- 
dinance had decided it would 
not be ready for a vote by 
Thursday. Councilmen Larry 
Kirchner and John S. “Pete” 
Lamb are studying the or- 
dinance. 


A $29,660 appropriation or- 
dinance to cover such emer- 
gency costs as utilities and re- 
pairs to the center was in- 
troduced for first reading to be 
up for a vote and expected 
approval next month. The coun- 
cilmen assured representatives ` 
from the Hyte Center board of- 
directors that the $159,899 or- 
dinance would also be con- 
sidered. 


The council members are 
currently studying alternatives 
for the operation of the center, 
such as using the facilities of 
local universities through pro- 
grams like internships. 

Three citizens appeared 
before the council before actual 
discussion of business was 
Started to ask questions about 
the sewage rates charged well 
users. A special rate is estab- 
lished for those sewage cus- 
tomers because their sewage 
cannot be metered like those o 
the city water. - 

Those citizens complained 
that'their rates increased when 
the metered customers’ rates 
decreased. They also stated 
their bills had increased 
without their notification. 

One woman said she had 
questioned the sewage billing 
office about the most recent 
increase in her bill and the 
employes there could not ex- 
plain it. ; 
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Councilman Pete  Chalsos 
told the citizens that he had an 
ordinance up for first reading 
Thursday which would re-es- 
tablish the well users rate at $4 
a month, the rate which had 
been charged well users pre- 
viously. The ordinance is to be 
voted on at the June 9 fleeting. 

“Council Presiden® 
*Neaderhiser said a public hear- 

ing on the change in the rate 
would be conducted at 7 p.m. 
June 9, immediately before the 
monthly meeting. Dave Arnold, Li 
sewage treatment plant super- > 


intendent, and a representative 
of the sewage billing office 
were requested to be at that 
meeting. 

The council approved an or- 
dinance to amend the traffic 
code of the city concerning 
parking. Councilman William 
Jarvis explained the ordinance 
clarifies the curerent parking 
statute. The newly-passed or- 
dinance states that parking in 
or on a curbing, treerow or 
sidewalk is illegal and subject 
to a $1 ticket and towing, with 
the towing charge of $10 to.$15 
to be paid bý the person whose 
car is towed. 

An ordinance approving an 
agreement between the Chica- 
go, Milwaukee, St. Paul and 
Pacific Railroad Company and 
the City of Terre Haute was 
approved concerning the up- 
keep of thë. two main railroad 
lines in the. Fort Harrison In- 
dustrial Park: 


The ordinance regulating mo- 
peds was amended to lower the 
legal age for driving a mo-ped 
to 15. 


Other items approved were 
an appropriation ordinance of 
$2,2000 for an alarm system for 
the Cemetery Department and 
rezoning ordinances for proper- 
ties at 1616 and 1620 N. 13th St. 
and 1624 N. 13th St. An or- 
dinance to rezone 4304 N. 134 
St. was held in committee. 


The council passed a resolu- 
tion authorizing Mayor William 
J. Brighton to file a request 
with the Urban Mass Transpor- 
tation Administration for reim- 
bursement of funds spent by the 
city in 1975 for the mass transit. 

Two other resolutions ap- 
proved were for $14,000 for the 
Board of Public Works and 
Safety (to cover an increase in 
the cost of insurance) and $335 
for the Legal Department (for 


the refunds, indemnities and 
awards account). 

New business assigned to 
committees for study until 
being called up for vote in the 
June meeting included the 
$29,660 appropriation ordinance 
for Hyte Center, the general 
ordinance to amend the sewage 
ordinance, a $9,000 approproia- 
tion ordinance for the Board of 
Public Works and Safety, a 
special ordinance to rezone 
property at 3405 Wabash Ave. 
and a special ordinance to 
amend the ambulance or- 
dinance established in 1968. 

Another ordinance to amend 
the ambulance ordinance, 
which had been introduced at 
the last meeting and was to be 
voted on Thursday, was 
stricken from the record. 
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The two major appropriation 
ordinances scheduled to be con- 
sidered by the Terre Haute City 
Council Thursday are to be held 
in committee for further study, 
according to City Council Presi- 
dent Jack Neaderhiser. 

. The council is to meet at 7:30 
p-m. Thursday in the City Hall 
Courtroom. 

On the agencda are ap- 
propriation ordinances of: 
$500,000 for city street repair 
and $159,899 for the Charles T. 
Hyte Community Center. 

Neaderhiser told The TRIB- 
UNE the city street repair fun- 
ding ordinance is to not be 
approved until further informa- 
tion is provided on what streets 
are to be repaired. He said a 
special meeting will probably 
be called around May 31 to 
approve the money, if the in- 
formation is provided. 

Neaderhiser said the council 
has “got to pass it due to the 
bad weather,” referring to the 
damage to the streets last win- 
ter. He explained each coun- 
cilman, though, has streets he 
believes should be repaired, so 
the council wants to meet with 
Mayor William J. Brighton and 
the street commissioner to ap- 


“a list of streets. 

The $159,899 for the Hyte 
Center is to be kept in commit- 
tee, also, he reported. Another 
appropriation ordinance for 
$29,660 to cover utilities and 
repairs for the center is to be 
entered into business on first 
reading Thursday and both or- 
dinances are to be considered in 
the regular June meeting of the 
council, according to President 
Neaderhiser. 

Neaderhiser said the council 
memebers are checking alter- 
natives for the operation of the 
center, such as discussing with 
different universities having 
recreation interns and students 
in vocational areas like welding 
or sewing work at the center. 

The council president said he 
has checked with similar com- 
munity centers in Lafayette, 
Kokomo and Richmond and 
none of the centers are funded 
by the city. Kokomo was the 
only center receiving any mu- 
nicipal funding, Neaderhiser 
said, explaining that was only 
once for the furnishing of a 
kitchen. He said all other fund- 
ing has been derived from the 
United Way and donations. 

Also to be voted on Thursday 
is an ordiance approving an 
agreement between the city 
and the Chicago, Milwaukee, 
St. Paul and Pacific Railroad 
Company concerning access to 
and maintenance of the rail- 
road tracks in the Fort Har- 
rison Industrial Park. 

Two ordinances have been in 
the traffic committee for study 
and are to be voted on Thurs- 
day. One is to amend the traffic 
code of the municiple code 
rem.arding parking and the 


second is to amend the recently ` 


passed ordinance regarding 


mo-peds, ay 
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A $15,000 appropriation or- 
dinance for the Terre Haute 
Humane Shelter is to be up for 
vote. That ordinance is to pro- 
vide additional operating funds 
for the shelter. Neaderhiser 
said the appropriation is a 
“one-time deal” to help the 
shelter through current finan- 
cial difficulties. 

Other appropriation or- 
dinances to be up for second 
reading and vote Thursday 
night are for $2,200 for the 
Cemetery Department and 
$10,000 for the Engineering De- 
partment. 

Rezoning ordinances are for 
properties at 1616 and 1620 N. 
13th St., 1624 N. 13th St. and 
4304 N. 1342 St. 

New business, other than the 
Hyte Center appropriation or- 
dinance, is to include an or-

Will it be concrete, will it be 
asphalt or will it be a combina- 
tion of the two materials? 

This is the question confront- 
ing Terre Haute city coun- 
cilmen who at a special meet- 
ing May 31 will vote on a 
$500,000 appropriation for city 
street repair. It is no mystery 
that the appropriation or- 
dinance will pass, but what 
remains in question is what 
type of resurfacing material 
will be used and what city 
streets will be repaired. 

Concrete, to be used for 
street repair, would cost about 
$168,000 per mile while asphalt 
would cost about $33,000 per 
mile. However, concrete pro- 
vides more long-range benefits, 
as opposed to asphalt, and 
might be the most feasible solu- 
tion. 

Councilman C. Eugene 
Trummel said the city will 
probably use both materials. 
He said: 

“I believe concrete should be 
used on our heavily traveled 
thoroughfares, since concrete 
is more durable. There are. 
some concrete streets in Terre 
Haute that have existed for 50 
to 60 years and are still in good 
condition.” 

Trummel. said the cost of 
concrete makes it unfeasible to 
use on neighborhood streets, 
however. He said asphalt 
should be used on these streets. 

“Possibly, we will be able to 

pick a six-block area and re- 
construct it with concrete. If 
we could do this every year 
then eventually we could up- 
grade our streets,” said Trum- 
mel. 
' The Second District coun- 
cilman said concrete would be 
the best material to use when 
complete reconstruction of a 
street was necessary. He noted, 
however, when drainage along 
streets was good asphalt would 
probably be the best material 
to use, with only resurfacing 
involved. 

City Council President Jack 
I, Neaderhiser earlier this 
month stated emphasis would 

placed on repairs to main 
thoroughfares in the city. 
Neaderhiser said many streets 
were severely damaged be- 
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cause of the winter freeze and 
costs of repairing local streets 
would be at an all-time high. 
“We must initially take care 
of the streets that are the most 
heavily traveled,” said the City 
Council president. He added, 
“Each of the city councilmen 
will be asked to submit a list of 
streets to be repaired, but our 
primary emphasis will be those 
streets that are most often 
traveled.” 
. First District Councilman 
Pete Chalos, during the May 
meeting of the City Council, 
requested the city engineer to 
submit comparitive costs of 
asphalt and concrete and the 
engineer is expected to give 
estimated costs of repairing 
certain heavily-traveled thor- 


oughfares. 
- The estimates and com- 
‘paritive costs are expected to 
‘be presented at the special 
meeting May 31. 

__ Also to be considered at the 


meeting {s'a $29,660 appropria- 
tion ordinance for the Charles 
T. Hyte Center. The appropria- 
tion is to be used to pay utility 
bills and small building repairs. 

The appropriation bill will 

assist in reducing immediate 
financial woes of the youth cen- 
ter, but does entail funding for 
the future. Currently, the City 
Council is studying an addi- 
tional $159,899 appropriation, 
which includes funds for 
salaries, maintenance and utili- 
ty costs, however the ordinance 
will most likely be amended 
store final action is taken on 
t. 

Representatives of the Hyte 
Center, the City Council and the 
Terre Haute Park and Recrea- 
tion Board are to meet with one 
another to discuss the fate of 
the youth center.

A requirement pertaining to the ap- 
propriation of Federal Revenue Sharing 
funds has put a snag in current spending 
procedures of the Terre Haute Cit 
Council which now’musf reappropriate 
six money ordinances. 

Mayor William J. Brighton said Fri- 
day the requirement conflicts with state 
procedure for obtaining additional ap- 
propriations and suggested that a recent 
memorandum issued by the State Board 


of Tax Commissioners, which notified ~ 


local government officials of the new 
appropriating procedure, was a political 


ploy. 

“I think it is the most ridiculous, 
asinine thing I have ever seen,” said 
Brighton referring to the 
memorandum.” It creates a hardship 
and is just another example of the 
bureaucratic red tape that is hoisted on 
local government,” he opined. 

According to the new’ federal law, 
appropriating bodies such as the Terre 
Haute City Council must conduct public 
hearings prior to the passage of or- 
dinances involving Federal Revenue 
Sharing funds. The public hearing must 
be advertised at least 10 days prior to 
the introduction of the ordinance and a 
public hearing must be conducted at 
least seven days before the first reading 
of the bill. The law also requires that 
senior citizens should be informed of the 
hearing, the specific money ordinance 
be available for public inspection at 
least 10 days before the hearing and 
within 30 days: after passage of. the 
appropriation ordinance the city is re- 
quired to :make available a summary of 
the particular ordinance. The law also 
pertains to annual budgets. 

The law affects four appropriation 
bills that have already been passed by 
the City Council and voids two additional 
ordinances, a $500,000 ordinance for 
street repairs and a $29,660 ordinance 
for the Hyte Center which were to be 
voted on May 31. A special meeting of 
the City Council, te have been conducted 
May 31, has been canceled since the 
ordinances must be readvertised and 
discussed at a public hearing. 

Bills to be introduced again include a, 
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$10,000 appropriation for defraying costs 
of a railroad-highway crossing study; 
$2,200 for the purchase of security equip- 
ment at a city cemetery; $15,000 for the 
Humane Society; $9,000 for a study 
design of a downtown walkway, the 
street repair ordinance and the Hyte 
Center ordinance. These ordinances are 
to be discussed at a June 8 public 
hearing to be conducted at 6:30 p.m. at 
City Hall. 


Mayor Brighton criticized the State 
Board of Tax Commissioners and the 
State Board of Accounts for “leading” 
City officials to believe they were com- 
plying with federal statutes and then 
informing them differently. 


“We(local government) are like the 
little dog that wags its tail and says ‘yes, 
yes’ to its master. We have to do what 
the State Board of Tax Commissioners 
and the State Board of Accounts says 
despite their issuance of amemorandum 
that’s confusing and conflicting,” the 
mayor said. 


At the conclusion of the memo- 
randum, it stated that governmental 
units in compliance with current state 
procedures were also in compliance 
with federal requirements. Brighton 
claims Terre Haute has been in com- 
pliance with state procedures and hinted 
that the State Board of Tax Com- 
missioners was trying to “get back” at 
a group of Indiana mayors who recently 
filed a law suit against the tax com- 
missioners. 


“A group of Indiana mayors filed suit 
against them and won when they tried to 
get a 30 per cent reduction in property 
assessment this year. I view this memo- 
randum as a political ploy,” said Bright- 
on. 

Brighton said the city would comply 
with the ruling, however, since Federal 
Revenue Sharing funds are needed to 
provide local services.

City councils now are required by law 
to conduct public hearings prior to con- 
sideration of federal revenue sharing 
ordinances 

The first such hearing was conducted 
Wednesday night at City Hall. but most 
of the public failed to show In fact, city 
councilmen almost outnumbered local 
citizens 

Despite the small number in atten- 
dance, the City Council discussed six 
appropriation ordinances which are to 
be introduced at Thursday evening's 
City Council meeting. Four of the six 
bills discussed had previously been 
passed, but because of the new public 
hearing law. they must be reconsidered 
before a final vote can be taken. 

The major portion of the 15-minute 


hearing was devoted to a $500,000 ap-° 


propriation for city street repair. City 
Engineer Jim Burdick reported approx- 
imately 454,000 square yards of asphalt 
could be laid with the $500,000. Burdick 
said asphalt costs about $1.10 per square 
ard. 

4 Burdick said he has received lists 
from city councilmen of streets re- 
quested to be repaired this summer. He 
said the lists would be reviewed and 
priority streets selected. 


City Councilman Pete Chalos ques- 
tioned Burdick on whether or not certain 
Streets would be rebuilt with concrete 
rather than asphalt Chalos had pre- 
viously suggested 25th Street be rebuilt 
with concrete on a long-range plan. The 
cost of concrete far exceeds the cost of 
asphalt. however concrete has greater 
long-range benefits Mayor William 
Brighton has indicated the use of con- 
crete on city streets. at this time, would 
not be feasible 

Dr John A Logan and Harold E. 
Baker II] spoke on behali of the commit- 
tee studying methods to revitalize the 
downtown business district The City 
Council had passed a $9.000 appropria- 
tion for the study of a walkway linking 
downtown with the Indiana State Uni- 
versity campus and a southside neigh- 
borhood Logan and Baker urged the 
councilmen to reappropriate the money 
since the study has nearly been com- 
pleted 

Logan and Baker were praised for 
their efforts regarding the downtown 
beautification project and Councilman 
Chalos remarked, '‘The depth and char- 
acter of this committee's study are the 
best I have ever seen in Terre Haute ” 

Comments concerning a $29,660 ap- 
propriation request for the Charles T 
Hyte Center were made by a local 
citizen. He said the Hyte Center staff 
has been unable to carry out certain 
youth programs because the majority of 
funds are used to pay utility costs.

The Terre Haute City Council is to 
hear several appropriation ordinances 
on first reading for a second time during 
the regular monthly meeting of the 
council Thursday 

The meeting is set for 7 30 p.m. in the 
City Hall courtroom. 

The re-introduction of the ordinances 
was necessitated by a new State Board 
of Accounts requirement of a public 
hearing before an appropriation or- 
dinance is introduced 

Appropriation ordinances affected by 
this ruling were those introduced and 
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approved at the May meeting of the 
council. 

Those ordinances included $500,000 for 
the city’s major summer street repair 
and maintenance program, $29,660 to 
meet immediate expenses at the Hyte 
Community Center, $10,000 for the Engi- 
neering Department for defraying costs 
of a railroad-highway crossing study. 
$15,000 for the Terre Haute Humane 
Shelter, $9,000 for the Board of Works 
and Safety to be used in the study for 
downtown improvement and $2,200 for 
the purchase of a security system for the 
Cemetery Department. 


The council conducted the required _ 
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public hearing Wednesday night, in a 
session in which the council members 
nearly outnumbered the citizens in at- 
tendance. 


At the session, City Engineer James 
Burdick reported to the council mem- 
bers the cost of street and road work, 
stating that about 454,000 square yards 
of asphalt could be laid with the $500,000 
ordinance under consideration. He said 
asphalt costs about $1.10 per square 
yard. 


He said lists had been received from 
each councilperson on the streets need- 
ing repairs. He said the lists would be 
reviewed and priority streets selected. 


Dr. John Logan and Harold E. Baker 
III told the council of the activities of 
the committee studying the possibilities 
for downtown improvement in the city. 


Also at that hearing, a local citizen 
explained to the council the need of the 
funding for Hyte Center, saying youth 
programs have not been carried out 
there because funding has had to be 
spent on utility costs. 


Items to be up for vote are to be few, 
with the major appropriation ordinances 
forced back to first reading by the State 
Board of Accounts requirement. 


An ordinance to amend the city sew- 
age ordinance is to be voted upon, along 
with an ordinance to amend the city 
ambulance ordinance. 

The rezoning of property at 3405 
Wabash Ave. is to receive a vote. The 
vote on an ordinance to rezone property 
at 4304 N. 13% St. was held up last month 
for a vote in the June meeting, also. 

“Money transfer resolutions to receive 
council vote are $5,782 and $10,900 for 
the Police Department, $300 for the 
Engineering Department, $4,900 for the 
Board of Public Works and Safety and 
$750 for the Fort Harrison Industrial 
Park. 

Other new business up for first read- 
ing is to include special ordinances to 
provide for the sale of properties in the 
Fort Harrison Industrial Park, a special 
resolution allowing the sale of economic 
development revenue bonds totaling 
$800,000 for the Laughner Cafeteria, a

Little final action was taken by the 
Terre Haute City Council in the regular 
monthly meeting Thursday night, with 
only two of the four items in old business 
approved, 

Major appropriation ordinances 
which had been on the agenda for old 
business had to be re-introduced into 
new business for first reading due to a 
new State Board of Accounts require- 
ment for the handling of appropriations. 

The council did approve an amend- 
ment to the city sewer ordinance which 
lowered the rate for well-users of the 
system back to $4 a month as it ori- 
ginally had been. The rate was raised in 
a recent change in the sewer rates for 
users of metered water. 

The amendment also makes pro- 
visions for users who feel all water 
metered does not go into the sewer 
system to apply for discounts. This 
came about after several laundromat 
owners complained to the council that 
most of the water metered at their 
businesses went off as steam through 
the dryers and not through the sewer 
system. 

The only other ordinance approved 
was for the rezoning of property at 4304 
N. 13% St. That ordinance had been held 
over in committee from the last meet- 
ing. 

Six appropriation ordinances, four of 
which had been approved in May meet- 
ing of the council and the other two 
introduced for first reading and assigned 
to committee, were re-introduced after 
a necessary public hearing (as required 
by a new State Board of Accounts 
requirement) was conducted Wednes- 
day. 

“Appropriation ordinances assigned to 
the committee of the whole were for 
$500,000 for the major summer street 
repair and maintenance program, 
$15,000 for the Terre Haute Humane 
Society and $29,660 for Hyte Community 
Center. 

Assigned to the finance committee 
were ordinances of $10,000 for the Engi- 
neering Department, $2,200 for the Cem- 
etery Department and $9,000 for the 
Board of Public Works and Safety. 

Money transfer resolutions were ap- 
proved at $750 for the Fort Harrison 
Industrial Park, $5,782 and $10,900 for 
the Police Department, $4,900 for the 
Board of Public Works and Safety; and 
$300 for the Engineering Department. 

Other than the appropriation or- 
dinances, other new business up on first

` "Phe city of Terre Haute plans to spend one-half million 
dollars for. the repair of local streets and, for the first time 
in many years, the City Council will have an active part in 
determining how that money will be spent. 

City councilmen have raised questions about street 
resurfacing materials used, their cost and the short and long 
range benefits of each material. Councilman C. Eugene 
Trummel suggested a year ago that concrete be used on 
some local streets and now fellow councilman Pete Chalos 
has publicly called for the use of concrete, particularly on 
25th Street from Poplar Street to College Avenue. 


At the request of the City Council, the city engineer’s ` 
office has prepared three alternative street resurfacing 
programs for which the $500,000 may be spent.

The Terre Haute City. Council met in 
a special session Wednesday night to 
approve $550,860 worth of appropriation 
ordinances, with $500,000 of that provid- 
ing for the city’s major summer street 
resurfacing program. 

The council had already approved four 
of the six ordinances passed, including 
the street.resurfacing ordinance, but 
had to vote on them again because of a 
new Indiana State Board of Accounts 
regulation requiring a public hearing 
before the introduction of ordinances 
appropriating federal revenue sharing 
unds. 


A major difference with the passage 
of the $500,000 ordinance for the street 
resurfacing program this time, though, 
was that the council at the same time 
approved a detailed plan listing what 
streets are to be resurfaced. 

This council consideration of the 
street resurfacing program is new, com- 
ing about after criticism of previous 
summer programs determined by the 
city Street Department and the city 
administration. 

Other appropriation ordinances ap- 
proved by the City Council were: 

¢ A $10,000 ordinance for the City 
Engineering Department providing for 
part of the five per cent local share of 
the costs for a railway-highway crossing 
study, for which 95 per cent of the money 
is provided from the federal govern- 
ment; 

e A $15,000 appropriation for the Terre 
Haute Humane Society to assist with

operating expenses; 

e A $9,000 appropriation for the local 
share of a study for a walkway linking 
downtown Terre Haute and Indiana 
State University, which is being coordi- 
nated with the current downtown im- 
provement project; 

e A $29,660 ordinance to cover im- 
mediate expenses for operating costs at 
the Charles T. Hyte Community Center; 
and 

© A $2,200 appropriation for a security 
system at the Highland Lawn Cemetery. 

The council also passed a resolution 
approving the transfer of $500 to repair 
an air conditioning system in the detec- 
tive division of the city Police Depart- 
ment. 

In new business, an appropriation 
ordinance for $12,000 for an infant care 
feeding program operated by the Visit- 
ing Nurses Association and a $12,000 
appropriation ordinance for the Fire 
Department were introduced on first 
reading. 

The council conducted a public hear- 
ing on the infant care feeding program a 
half hour before the special session 
because the money is to be appropriated 
from federal revenue sharing. No hear- 
ing was necessary on the Fire Depart- 
ment appropriation since it is to be 
taken from capital improvements to 
provide funding for repairs to a fire 
station.

City councilmen picked quantity over 
quality Wednesday night in deciding to 
spend $500,000 on asphalt rather than 
concrete to repair local streets. 

The City Council voted on three alter- 
native street repair programs and 
selected Alternative No. 3 which calls 
for the use of asphalt to resurface the 
city's main arteries as well as roads in 
Collett and Dobbs parks. 

Councilmen Pete Chalos and C. 
Eugene Trummel had suggested con- 
crete be used on 25th Street between 
Poplar Street and College Avenue in 
addition to resurfacing main arteries 
and park roads with a one-inch overlay 
of asphalt. That plan failed to muster 
support since fewer city streets would 
be repaired. About $240,000 of the 
$500,000 appropriation would have been 
spent on concrete project at 25th Street. 

Mayor William J. Brighton, who at- 
tended the Wednesday night special ses- 
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sion, favored the proposal sélected by 
the City Council. He said, “Our real 
problem is that we do not have nor do we 
forsee having enough money to properly 
maintain our city streets. We must try 


to fix as many streets as we can and for ~ 


this reason asphalt must be used. Con- 
crete has significant long-range bene- 
fits, but we must worry about our 
immediate street problems.” 

The mayor said state government 
provides only $700,000 for local street 
maintenance and equipment. He said 
more than $500,000 of this allocation, 
which comes from the state gasoline 
tax, is exhausted in street department 
salaries and purchasing gasoline, oil, 
salt, sand, gravel and white rock. 
Brighton said Terre Haute, like most 
Hoosier cities, depends on spending 
Federal Revenue Sharing Trust funds to 
supplement their street maintenance 
programs.

Downtown Churches and other institutions have stayed, and plan to 
remain. 

In most cities where downtowns aredead, the churches and other 
institutions have fled to “greener pastures’’. 

“Sunday mornings are exciting downtown!’’, Dober declared... 
‘About 10 of the church bells remind us that there are PEOLE 
here; I wish they’d ring all the church bells each noon’’. 

Construction of the new Main Library, hoped-for construction 
of a new City-Council Building (if funding can be found), construction 
of an ISU Performing Arts Center, and a new Swope Art Gallery 
downtown are just some of the ‘‘institutional-plus factors” cited. 

A CONVENTION HOTEL-MOTEL complex at 8th and Wabash- 
to attract Regional and some State conventions-is included in ‘‘Phase 
Three” of the Strategy. So is development of a Professional- 
Office condominium at Fourth and Wabash. 

“The time-table is flexible, as is the whole strategy’’, plan- 
ners emphasised. While all goals would be achieved, hopefully, 
within 10 years, some items in Phase Two or Three might be 
accomplished well ahead of schedule. 

IN THE IMMEDIATE FUTURE: preparation of an Urban De- 
sign Action Manual...an effort to remodel and fill with desirable 
tenants those vacant downtown stores...development of automobile 
free “greenways” connecting Indiana State with the south edge of 
downtown... AND 

‘Special attention tothe ground floor spaces ofthe Deming Hotel 
and Terre Haute House so as to provide services useful and at- 
tractive to all who use downtown’’... 

Both Deming and Terre Haute Houseare slated to become hous- 
ing for the aging, which Dr. Dober hails with an enthusiastic 
“PEOPLE LIVE HERE!”. 

In the very near future Dr. Logan thinks, we’ll see some beaut- 
ification of much of the downtown area (‘‘extending well beyond just 
Waba sh’’). 

Tree planting and a start ongreenways, probablynew sidewalks 
and gutters, and hopefully some private store face-lifting should be 
underway within weeks; at most, within months. 

Meanwhile, take a look at the Downtown Design Center in the 
old Myers-for-Congress office. It’s open through Friday, July 
15...just so each of us can give our personal reactions to the 
Strategy For Improvement. 

As noted from the start of the study, it’s more than ‘‘just a 
downtown problem’’-- it’s of vital importance to the future of the 
entire CITY SCENE. 
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Planning Consultaht Richard Dober says that, in the opinion of 
‘many, ‘‘Downtown has a bombed out look’’. 

The departure of some retail stores and the deterioration of 
old buildings are part of the problem that must be solved. 

There’s “PLENTY OF PARKING” but many of the lots are an 
eyesore and landscaping is needed along with (perhaps) some kind of 
official Parking Authority to make downtown more attractive and 
easier to park in. 

Recycling some old buildings, including possible use of the old 
Railroad Station near the ISU Campus asa Farmers’ Market, is one 
of the top items on the agenda. 

Dr. Dober pointed to the excellent refurbishing ofthe Woodburn 
Printing Company building on Ohio as an example of what should be 
done. He also showed some slides of buildings replete with cracked 
walls and missing windows as prime examples of decay which has 
to be eliminated, either by razing those structures of remodelling 
them. 

Page’s Music Store on Wabash, another downtown business that 
plans to stay, is to be remodelled (although it’s far from a state of 
decay), 

“We cannot afford tohave sometypesof stores move into down- 
town vacancies to do further harm’’, Dober insisted. He didn’t elab- 
orate but everyone seemed to understand; ‘‘X-Rated Adult Book 
Museums” and ‘‘fly-by-night’’ operations are not what downtown 
needs to become what Dr. Logan sees as essentially a ‘‘specialty 
shopping area”, =

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INCENTIVES are needed to foster rebuilding and remodelling, 
according to Dr. Tom DeCoster of Indiana University. A recently 
enacted State Law provides 100% property tax exemption the first 
year, down to 50% tax exemption in the fifth year, for property 
owners who do substantial upgrading. DeCoster says that law should 
be a major help! 

But more is needed. 

Without elaborating, the I.U. Professor says some method of 
‘subsidizing interest rates’’ will help. So will investment of “‘idle 
cash balances’’ by the various local government units. 

A not-for-profit LAND TRUST to handle development and re- 

_development would be a major help, Dr. DeCoster stated. 

I.S.U. Professor Duane Sorenson says banks have agreed to 
‘‘work together” in the effort. First National Bank President Don 
Smith and Merchants Bank Executive Vice President Bob Boyer de- 
clared their readiness to do whatever they can. Since much of the 
development will depend upon PRIVATE CAPITAL, banker-attitude 
is most important. 

Boyer commented that many ofthe properties his bank handles in 
trust are standing empty; ‘‘something has got to be done!’’, 

And Dr. Bill Bannon, President of the Chamber of Commerce, 
noted the importance of local people being involved:~ ‘‘Local involve- 

iment is needed to get State and Federal governments involved”,

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Leaders Optimistic,

Persons directly involved in an effort 
to organize improvements for the down- 
town area of Terre Haute are optimistic 
on their chances of success. 

A long-range concept for the achieve- 
ment of those improvements was re- 
vealed June 30 The concept consists of 
a three phase strategy, with elements to 
be implemented at different times over 
a 10-year-period beginning this summer. 

With the approval of the concept, 
immediate action was taken to provide 
for its implementation. One step has 
been the formation of Terre Haute Civic 
Improvement, Inc., a not-for-profit cor- 
poration, to oversee the project. 

Some key persons in the corporation 
interviewed by The TRIBUNE on the 
overall concept were Dr. John A. Logan, 
chairman of the board of directors: 
Lucien Meis, president of the board of 
directors, and Duane Sorensen, ex- 
ecutive director. 

“In essence. I see this as a beginning 
of a new. vitalized. attractive downtown 
area. Dr Logan said

When the improvements have been 
completed, the downtown area is ‘‘going 
to be unique in many respects,” accord- 
ing to Dr. Logan. 


He said there is to be no attempt to 
duplicate “Evansville or Kalamazoo or 
other cities,” but Terre Haute is to have 
“its own special charm and attraction 
and its own special vitality.” 


“A very intelligent decision was made 
to call this a community project rather 
than a downtown businessmen's 
project,” Dr. Logan said, adding the 
“prestige and prosperity of the com- 
munity as a whole” is involved. 

Indiana State University’s partici- 
pation in this is invaluable,” he said. 
“And, even further than this, essential.” 
He said ISU is not only a part of the 
downtown assets, but also a part of its 
problems. 

Dr. Logan stated, “I think this is the 
first time in a long time that there has 
been a general recognition that ‘now is 
a critical period — if we don’t do 
something now, it may be too, late’.‘‘ 

“Obviously, regardless of how good 
the concept is, it is valueless unless

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there is some type of on-going organiza- 
tion to carry it out,” Dr. Logan said. 
“The formation of Terre Haute Civic 
Improvement, Inc., with its broad-rang- 
ing group of officers and members gives 
Terre Haute a new hope for the future 
that something positive is going to be 
done.” 

Dr. Logan said he feels his role as 
chairman of that corporation is like a 
‘commissioner, to oversee smooth op- 
erations, to bring people together and 
call meetings. 

“In sum, I’m committed as a resident 
and strong beliver in the city and I 
pledge myself to doing everything pos- 
sible to do the objectives established.” 

“I think that for the first time, right-

fully so, the project is being approached 
Fes a efvic paint of view by all of the 
people involved in it,” said Meis. 

“Speaking as a citizen rather than a 
retailer, our business started in Terre 
Haute and we feel an obligation to Terre 
Haute because Terre Haute’s given us 
the opportunity to expand,” Meis said. 
“And, from the civic point of view, we 
feel we should do our part in making 
Terre Haute a more appealing place to 
live and to go to the universities.” 

“In turn, we feel that the downtown is 
a Major part of the total appeal of Terre 
Haute as a city,” Meis stated. 

“What I personally like about the 
theory is that it is a combination of 
improvements and it basically will lo- 
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cate new puviic and private Diildings in 
a given sector of 10 to 12 blocks,” Meis 
continued. ‘Anytime you centralize new 
and remédeled public and private ser- 
vices and businesses, I think it is for the 
betterment of everyone.” 
Meis said he feels the role of the 
executive committee and board of direc- 
tors of the corporation is to ‘‘do what we 
can do to make Terre Haute and, in turn, 
ihe downtown area more appealing.” 
Sorensen, who as executive director of 
the corporation is to take care of day-to- 
Gay operations, said “I think I've’ seen 
more interest and comments on this 
project from the public, private sector 
and Indiana State than I’ve ever seen in 
this community or any other community 
I’ve worked in.”

“I'd be willing to charge for am- 
bulance service for those persons in- 


sured, but for many RS i ede and 
poor who are not insured I would want to 
continue free ambulance service for 
them,” said Shipley. 

Chalos said he has studied the matter 
and his findings indicate most persons— 
elderly included—are insured He said 
most policies include coverage to pay 
the costs of ambulance service and the 
city should be taking advantage of the 
money available. 

Shipley said to begin charging for 
ambulance service would create prob- 
lems, particularly with billing patients. 
He said, “You must realize many of the 
persons picked up by ambulances in 
Terre Haute and Vigo County are out-of- 
state residents. It will be quite difficult

Councilman Chalos also spawned dis- 
cussion concerning a merit system for 
the Terre Haute Fire Department.

In other business conducted 
in an unusually amicable meet- 
ing in which all action was 
approved with the unanimous 
consent of the council, resolu- 
tions were passed approving 
steps toward construction of a 
new elderly and disabied 
citizen housing project. 

Extensive discussion arose 
about the possibility of charg- 
ing for city Fire Department 
ambulance service when an or- 
dinance amending the city am- 
bulance ordinance was stricken 
from the record. 

In the Laughner issue, the 
council! members were all 
named co-defendants along 


with several other city and 
county government officials 


and Laughner companies in a 
lawsuit filed Thursday to block 
the issuance of those bonds. 

The suit filed by attorney 
Eric M. Abel representing 
Richard Zaikovsky charged 
that the Laughner Cafeteria 
does not qualify for such financ- 
ing, Stating it is not an econom- 
ic development facility. 

The ordinance for the ap- 
proval of those bonds was not 
called up to be read at the 
meeting even though it was on 
the agenda. 

Steps toward construction of 
Garfield Gardens, a 60-unit 
elderly and disabled citizen 
housing complex near the exist- 
ing Garfield Towers, were 
taken Thursday. The council 
passed resolutions concerning 
the original agreement of the 
city with the Terre Haute Hous- 
ing Authority on payments in 
lieu of taxes and on the estab- 
lishment of the Elderly Housing 
Corporation for the sale of 
bonds to finance construction. 


An ordinance for amending 
the city’s ambulance ordinance 
was stricken from the record 
due to the fact that insufficient 
background was availble to ap- 
prove it and the ordinance had 
already been held in committee 
several times. The ordinance is 
expected to be re-introduced at 
a later date.

Unrelated discussion of the 
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city’s own free emergency am- 
bulance service provided by the 
Terre Haute Fire Department 
came up at the time the am- 
bulance ordinance was acted 
upon.

He added, 
though, he had already checked 
into that possibility and to set 
up such a billing system would

tilling department. 

Rezoning ordinances ap- 
proved Thursday were for prop- 
erties at 1228 S. 3rd St., 18th and 
Farrington streets, 2224 N. 31st 
St. and 1402 Kester. An or- 
dinances for rezoning property 
at 2505 Layher Ave. was 
Stricken from the record and 
the ordinance for rezoning 465 
S. 25th St. was held in commit- 
tee. 

Introduced on first reading 
were the salary ordinances for 
1978 for city police, firemen and 
other employes. The ordinance 
calls for no pay raises other 
than in transit and sewage de- 
partments where the employes 
are on two-year contracts call- 
ing for raises. 

The salary ordinances were 
placed in committees of the 
whole council for study with the 
vote to be taken later. Salary 
ordinances must be settled 
before the budget is approved 
by the end of August. 

Other new business assigned 
to committees included rezon- 
ing for properties at the 
Southwest corner of 12th and 
Voorhees streets, 3ist and 
Crawford streets and 2900 and 
2904 S. 13th St. (assigned to the 
zoning committee) and stop 
Signs at 12th and Sycamore 
streets, 26th and Buckeye 
Streets, First and Street and 
Prairieton Road, Harding Ave- 
nue and Walnut Street and 29th 
Street and Harrison.

Terre Haute city council members 
met in “closed” session Saturday at City 
Hall in preparation for later open meet- 
ings on the city budget. 


Jack I. Neaderhiser, council presi- 
dent, said the members of the city 
funding body received copies of the city 
budget proposal just Friday night, de- 
livered by. policemen after. completion 
by the office of the city controller, 
compiling budget proposals from each of 
the several offices and agencies of city 
government. 


The council president said discussion 
at the 10 a.m. meeting probably would “‘ 
... take the items just as they come, 
starting with the mayor’s office and 
right on down the list.” 


However, he said that the councilmen, 
“at their pleasure,” might reverse or 
otherwise change the order of dis- 
cussion, perhaps dealing with the con- 
troversial question of pay raises — or 
the'lack of them — for city employes. It 
was announced by the mayor several 
weeks ago that increases in costs as- 
sociated with social security and other 
benefits — coupled with the freeze on 
property tax rates — eliminated the 
possibility of any raise for city employes 
next year. 


Subsequently, council sources have 
suggested that they may be able to find 
some money for pay hikes. Neaderhiser 
said the body would try to cut some 
other budget funds in order to do so. He 
said, “We will take a long, hard look at 
each item and, if at all possible, we'll 
try to give some salary increases.” 

Some differences of opinion on how to 
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do that began to surface prior to 
Saturday’s meeting. 

Councilman Pete Chalos has been 
critical of earlier dedication of federal 
revenue sharing funds to the develop- 
ment of the Hulman Links, the new 
municipal golf course currently under 
construction east of the city alongside 
U.S. 40. He is reported to favor the use 
of revenue sharing money for salary 
purposes. 

Councilman Larry Kirchner is re- 
ported to favor raising police and 
firemen’s salaries with revenue sharing 
funds. 

However, Mayor William Brighton 
has said that such use of those funds 
would interfere with Terre Haute’s con- 
tinued eligibility for revenue sharing 
participation, which has amounted to 
mere than $1 million annually. 

‘Public input for the question is sched- 
uléd for next Thursday when a public 
hearing is to be held in the City Hall at 
6:30 p.m. 

Meanwhile, Saturday’s session was to 
be without public observation as the 
council doors were closed to newsmen 
and the rest of the public. The council 
president said news would be available 
from time to time during the day.

Terre Haute city councilmen are to 
conduct a budget meeting Saturday to 
determine whether or not federal reven- 


ue sharing dollars should be used to give 
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all city employes a “small” pay hike for 
1978. 


If the City Council chooses to use 
federal revenue sharing funds, the ac- 
tion would be contrary to views ex- 
pressed by Mayor William J. Brighton. 
Earlier this month, the mayor said he 
was not in favor of using federal revenue 
sharing funds for salary purposes. 
Brighton said the: city would be in an 
awkward financial situation if the feder- 
al revenue sharing program was sudden- 
ly discontinued. 

According to First District Coun- 
cilman Pete Chalos, the use of federal 
revenue sharing funds is a matter of 
priority. Said Chalos: 


“Tt is simply a matter of priority on 
how we choose to spend our federal 
revenue sharing money. We have used. 
federal revenue sharing money for city 
street repair, school crossing guards, 
records room clerks, police cars, ex- 
pensive ‘park equipment and we have 
even spent more than $380,000 worth of 
federal revenue sharing money on con- 
struction of a new and expensive golf 
course. We are using federal revenue 
sharing dollars to pay for certain city 
services; the City Counci! must now 
decide whether salaries are a top priori- 
ty.” 

-The city of Terre Haute receives each 
year more than $1 million in federal 
revenue sharing funds. 

City Council President Jack. 
Neaderhiser has called for a public’ 
hearing to discuss proposed uses of 
federal revenue sharing funds for 1978. 
The meeting is to be at 6:30 p.m., 
Thursday, Aug. 4, in the City Hall 
Courtroom.

A long week looms before the Terre

Haute_City Council;.according to its 
president who said Saturday that regu- 
lar city employees will qet a raise next 
year as he also promised bone-baring 
budget cuts. 

Instead of a “marathon”’ session Sat- 
urday, which Council President Jack I. 
Neaderhiser had expected, the group 
met for less than two hours in closed- 
door discussion of the city budget. But, 
the marathon wasn’t cancelled — just 
delayed until 6:30 p.m. Monday with a 
tentative schedule for continued study 
each evening, perhaps including next 
Saturday. 

The problem is finding money for pay 
hikes to city workers. 

And not just some money, but enough 
to guarantee increases that “ ... won't 
be_an insult.” The Council chief said a 
pay boost of $50 or $100 would just be 
just that, so the figure sought is some- 
thing over $100. “Just how much, we 
don’t know,” he continued, pointing out 
that Saturday’s meeting was hardly 


more than a beginning, devoted largely 
to Mayor William J. Brighton's 
assessment of the situation. ` 

The mayor’s position, as presented to 
the Council's private meeting, is “some- 
what modified” from his earlier an- 
nouncements in which he blamed Re- 
publicans in state government for de- 
termination that there could be no pay 
raise for Terre Haute employees next 
year. “We think we can work together to 
make some kind of raise possible,” 
Neaderhiser said, stressing that the 
mayor and the Council are working 
closely together toward that aim. It was 
acknowledged, however, that Mayor 
Brighton, in his presentation Saturday. 
had not been able to point the way. 

‘‘We just don’t know yet,” 
Neaderhiser repeated, although it is 
expected that the recent county tax sale 
will provide some revenue and that 
other resources may be found. “We 
don’t want to hit revenue sharing funds 
harder than we have to,” he said, noting 
sentiment in the Council to use some of 
that money in a way that the mayor has 
said would reduce future federal funds.

An offer of pay increases of $350 for 
police and firemen and $200 for all other 
non-supervisory city employes was 
made at the first budget session of the 


Terre Haute City Council Monday night. , 


Reactions from police and fire nego- 
tiators Tuesday seemed to be both of 
disappointment and anger. 

Meanwhile, a “speed-up” in traffic 
arrests was continued by police officers 
Monday and early Tuesday. In the 24- 
hour period between 7 a.m. Monday and 
7 a.m. Tuesday, 83 traffic arrests had 
been made, with many off-duty officers 
participating in those arrests as part of 
the protest. The “speed-up” action 
started over the weekend by police 
officers protesting the status of nego- 
tiations between their representatives 
and the City Council. 

Chief of Police James L. Swift Mon- 
day pointed out the arrests were not 
planned by the administration of the 
department and said he feels the 
“speed-up” may hurt the officers in- 
volved by suggesting some city pa- 
trolmen have not previously been doing 
their jobs. 
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Police negotiators conducted a news 
conference Tuesday morning indicating 
dissatisfaction with the offer made Mon- 
day night and reported their goal for 
increases, originally set at $700 across- 
the-board, has now been increased to 
$1,000 along with the firemen. 

Ray Watts, president of the Fraternal 
Order of Police Lodge 85 and a spokes- 
man for the wage committee of the 
Terre Haute Police Department, said 
the negotiators are upset with com- 
ments made by both City Council Presi- 
dent Jack Neaderhiser and Chief Swift 
about the ‘‘speed-up.”’ 

Watts said that he and the executive 
board of the FOP will “back and repre- 
sent any member of FOP Lodge 85 for 
undue harrassment or punishment for 
doing his job as a law officer of the state 
of Indiana.” 


Also, Watts said he has been in con- , 


tact with the state FOP organization and 
that it will back the local members, 
adding legal representation if neces- 
sary. Watts said the state president, 
Vern Tichner, had said the average 
increase in the state is 10 per cent and 
“he could see no reason why Terre 
Haute had to be last everytime.” 
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First year police and firemen current- 
ly gross $7,180, going to $9,081 the second 
year. Watts said Terre Haute police and 
firemen are the lowest paid of all in the 
second class cities in the state. 

James Brown, president of the 
firemen’s union, commenting on the 
proposed increase, said, ‘‘Personally, 
I'm disappointed because I feel they can 
do be a lot better—I know they can do 
better.” 

“The money is there; they can spend 
it for everything else,” he continued. 
Brown said, though, the official reaction 
of the firemen would be presented at a 
special City Council meeting Thursday. 
He said the firemen have meetings 
scheduled Wednesday and before 
Thursday’s council meeting to discuss 
the matter. 

The council is to meet Thursday at 
6:30 p.m. in the City Hall courtroom for 
public discussion of the proposed alloca- 
tion of about $1 million in federal reven- 
ue sharing money. The proposed pay 
increases are to be derived from that 
money. A special meeting is to follow 
the public hearing at 7:30 p.m. to allow 
for the introduction of the pay increase 
ordinances. 
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¿City Council President Neaderhiser 
said the funding for the pay increases is 
to be taken from areas of federal reven- 
ue sharing money earlier proposed for 
other purposes, such as some from the 
$600,000 for street improvements, all of 
the $120,000 for a new fire truck, the 
$65,000 for street department equipment 
and the $80,000 for police cars. 

Councilman Neaderhiser called the 
increase offer “The best we can do.” 

Mayor William J. Brighton said Tues- 
day that he feels the proposed increases 
are “obviously not enough on a com- 
parative basis, but, under all circum- 
stances, it is the very best we can do.” 

“I am seriously concerned about the 
amount of money that our employes 
receive, knowing full well they are 
probably the lowest paid in Vigo Coun- 
ty,” the mayor continued. “But, on the 
other hand, we serve at the pleasure of 
the taxpayer and his concern must be 
given the most serious consideration.” 

City Councilman Pete Chalos said the 
council members are ‘“‘looking for 
places to save money” in the budget. 
Another budget session, for council 
members to go over proposed de- 
partmental budgets on a line-by-line 
basis with department heads, is sched- 
uled for Tuesday, with another planned 
for Thursday and Friday if necessary. 

Chaios said he has suggested the 
caucus meetings for budget discussion 
be opened to the public. 

Chalos reported he feels the city could 
save money by creating car pools in- 
stead of giving some city employes cars 
or by establishing regulations for uses of 
city cars. He said he also agrees with 
Fire Chief LeRoy Shipley the Fire De- 
partment should charge for ambulance 
service for those who can afford it or 
who have insurance which covers am-

Impassioned pleas evoked little com- 
passion as th Haute City Council 
voted unanimously three times to main- 
tain its position regarding proposed pay 
increases for city firefighters, po- 
licemen and other emploves. 

A crowd estimated to be almost 200 
was on hand for the public hearing and 
Special session, and to hear often heated 
discussion and a disappointing resultant 
vote. The atmosphere during the public 
hearing intensified considerably when 
the special session began. 

During the Council special session, 
approval of three ordinances setting 
salary increases for policemen, firemen 
and city employes at $350 and $200 
respectively, were passed. 

Jim Brown, president of the Terre 
Haute Firefighters, was one of the first 
spokesmen to address the council and 
crowd. 

“This is the first year we've ever 
pushed this hard to go into federal 
revenue sharing funds (the source of the 
proposed pay increases),’’ Brown said. 
“How much federal sharing revenue has 
been spent in Terre Haute since the 
beginning? None has gone for police and 
firefighters: this is why they’ve fallen 
behind other cities and other city em- 
ployes. We’re being penalized. 

“All this started years ago, and now 
we're playing catch-up,” he stated. 
“Terre Haute is using money rightfully 
ours to give us decent living wages.” 

Ray Watts, president of the local 
Fraternal Order of Police, followed 
Brown to the microphone and told the 
council that the police had voted 67-29 
against the council’s proposed $350 in- 
crease for their wages. He also noted 
that the police are not out to harass, but 
only to do their jobs. He added that the 
police understood that the council has a 
problem, “even as policemen’s wives 
and children have a problem.” 

The strongest emotion voiced came 
from Don Green, a fireman and emer- 
gency medical technician, who also de- 
livered what might be construed as a 
veiled threat. 

“We're sick and tired of the kind of 
negotiations we’ve been having with 
you,” he said, adding that 12 of the city’s 
16 paramedics were “ready to send our 
certificates back to Indianapolis.” Such 
an action would leave the city’s am- 
bulance crew with four trained EMTs at 
the most. 

Following a 20-minute recess, the 
special session began. One of the more 
notable comments made came from 
Harry Rogers, who identified himself as 
“a t phd 

“We're calling on the City Council to 
not shelve but solve the problem,” he 
said. ‘‘It is a credit to the administration 
of this city that we do have good 
protection: we want you to pay for it; 
we'll pay for it.”

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An interview with Dr. John Logan, 
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Chairman of the Downtown Improvement Committee 


On July 27, 1977 the Wabash Valley Flyer-Observer held an 
interview with Dr. John Logan, Chairman of the Downtown Im- 
provement Committee. The purpose of this interview was to 
try to fill in for the public some ofthe questions that arose 
from studying the Downtown Terre Haute, Strategy For Improve- 
ment submitted by the strategy team. This report outlined the 
present condition of the downtown area and what would need to be 
done in the future to develop the downtown area. 

There are many questions about the strategy and we realize 
that no person has all the answers to a plan that has not yet been 
fully conceived. We hope that this conversation will answer some 
of them. 


FLYER: In the plan there is some talk in the strategy plan to 
restore buildings for their historical value, we wondered if there 
was any consideration of restoring them for their cultural value 
to the community? Using them for touristattractions for instance? 


LOGAN: Yes, the buildings that are under consideration do have 
historical importance, but they would have to be developed as 
museums. I think the armory is under consideration. +A building 
won’t be left standing just as a historical monument. It would 
have to be renovated to some purpose. It is part of the strategy 
plan to develop these sort of things. For years we’ve been talking 
about a labor museum because Terre Haute played a big part 
in the labor movement. There has been talk about using one of 
these as a labor museum. There has been talk about using the old 
opera house asa center for concerts and for art displays and public 
meetings, so there is in the long term, some hope that some of 
these renovated buildings could be used for cultural purposes. 


FLYER: There are several mentions in the plan that talk about 
possible abandonment of railroad right-of-ways in the downtown 
area. Is that in the relatively near future? 


LOGAN: No I’m afraid that’s long term. I’m afraid we didn’t go 
into that much detail. The plan sort of expanded. When originally 
considered the plan we were essentially talking about the old 
concept of downtown, which was really Cherry, Wabash, Walnut, 
and then from the courthouse to Hulman and Company. As the 
plan developed it was obvious that this was too limited an area. 
That we had to expand it. That this was a community problem, 
not simply a downtown businessmans problem. These railroads 
are on the outskirts of what we finally considered. It includes 
all of ISU, it includes the library, some of the big churches in 
the area. The railroads are on the outskirts of the area. There 
really wasn’t any serious consideration given to them. Actually 
all we really have at the present time isa strategy, we don’t 
have a plan. The strategy has now been approved and now the 
plan is going to have to be formulated. Some of these things 
were left rather vague and will have to develop as a planner 
comes in and develops a plan. 


FLYER: One of the things that was talked about in the strategy 
was some type of adjustment of the busing in Terre Haute. We 
were wondering if there were any plans to consider a mini-bus 
transit system as they have, for instance, in Bloomington or 
Lafayette? 


LOGAN: That wasn’t taken into consideration, no. 


FLYER: But it’s not out of the realm of possibility? 


LOGAN: It’s not out of the realm of possibility, no. We were 
limited both in terms of funds and interms of money. We weren’t 
able to consider all the details which are eventually going to be 
necessary before the plan is put into ful! operation. 


FLYER: When do you hope to have a definite plan as to what will 
happen downtown? \ 


LOGAN: We hope to get some of the things started this year. 
We feel that unless we get something done, physically, this year 
we’re introuble. RecauselIthinkthereis a good deal of enthusiasm 
built up for the plan. And tosimply drop it now and say ‘‘We’li do 
something with it sometime in the future’’, I think that would be 
tragic and it would be very bad interms of losing public confidence. 
We plan to get work started this year on beautification, and on 
transportation and parking. That way we’ll moveahead as the plan 
develops. It calls for a ten-year overall development. The plan, 
as you will remember, came inthree stages. We hope to get some 
of these started this summer. But the final plan might take as long 
as ten years. 


FLYER: Speaking of parking places along Wabash Avenue and 
planting trees along there, part of the plan was to eliminate the 
parking places along Wabash Avenue. Did no one feel this would 
add to parking problems in the downtown area? 


LOGAN: Well, it’s not necessarily taking the parking places out. 
One of the possibilities is beautifying the parking lots so that they 
actually don’t look like parking lots; they look more like parks. 
Along Wabash Avenue itself, it is now under review by a parking 
authority. I don’t think the final plan would eliminate all of the 
parking on Wabash Avenue. I think there isa strong feeling on 
the part of the merchants that they want some parking on Wabash 
Avenue. 


FLYER: Yes, part of the problem downtown already seems that 
people have to park so far from where they want to go. 


LOGAN: Yes. But, of course some of the problem on Wabash 
Avenue appears to be that in the early morning many of the park- 
ing places are taken by people who aren’t shopping. This is 
another matter that has to be taken into consideration. 


FLYER: When you are talking about the advancement of downtown, 
not only for its historic value, but forits shopping value, are there 
any plans for funding of tourism in this part of Terre Haute? 


LOGAN: No, not unless you consider the museums part of tourism. 
No, we haven’t gone that far, but it is definitely a possibility. 


FLYER: One ofthe concepts of the plan is to preserve much of the 
old city of Terre Haute andat the same time attract new business- 
es. It has even been mentioned to make downtown into an area of 
specialized shops. Do you think these two concepts are workable 
together? 


LOGAN: Yes, I do. I think there is going to have to be more 
razing. Certain buildings in the downtown area are not insur- 
able. They are structurally unsound, and thereis no way they can 
be preserved. So, I think the preservation of the whole area. as 
is being done in other cities, I think they are too far gone for 
that. The final plan as it will be developed, I think, will be very 
selective in this sense so that there will be more razing. We 
certainly won’t try to preserve all of the downtown area. There are 
some lovely storefronts in the downtown area, but they are three- 
story. This causes a problem because there is very little, or 
limited use you can make of the upper two stories. 


FLYER: Back to parking, since one ofthe problems with downtown 
parking is downtown employees taking available parking space on 


LOGAN: Well, hopefully. This isatouchy problem. The students 
of the business school and employees downtown are taking up 
parking spaces early in the morning. It’s a problem all over the 
country and it’s something that’s going tohaveto be resolved. We 
haven’t completed the parking survey. All we said in the pre- 
liminary report was that there was sufficient space available, or 
potentially available, to handle the parking on a surface level. It 
is not necessary to build a parking ramp to solve the problem. 
We are now negotiating with a parking authority to come in and 
make a more complete survey. The original survey simply said 
space is potentially available, but we haven’t gotten the detailed 
survey which will finally be necessary. 


FLYER: Are any plans being made to negotiate with the city to 
maybe get a different type of meter downtown that would take a 
wider variety of change? 


LOGAN: Well, this parking authority, I suppose, will come in and 
make recommendations in regards to this. We’re negotiating with 
the parking authority right now. 


FLYER: There are many mentions of encouragement and promo- 
tion for private property owners in the downtown area for im- 
provement of property. What kind of encouragement, other than 
proposed tax restructuring, are being considered? 


LOGAN: Well, tax incentives are the major thing. I thing other 
encouragement is psychological. If people see that the downtown 
area is going to survive, and if it is going to be a vital, thriving 
area, then they’re going to be willing to invest their money. 
If they think it’s going to be completely decay and decline, they 
won’t want to get in on something which already past the point of 
no return. 
FLYER: Is there any attempt to try to find funding for them? 
LOGAN: Yes. We already have a tenative proposal for the down- 
town motel. So, there are ways and means of locating people who 
are willing to invest in the downtown area. That’s part of the long 
term project. 


FLYER: So, you’re talking about outside investors coming in. 


LOGAN: Yes in that particular case. 


FLYER: How about the people that are already downtown? Keep- 
ing them in. Do youhave the support of the people that are already 
downtown? 


LOGAN: I can’t say. I can’t answer that. I hope that we do have 
the support of a wide spectrum of the community. I think that’s 
pretty evident. We have the bankers. We have the university. We 
have representatives from the real estate field, from the special- 
ized fields, the professional fields. So, we think we have a wide 
spectrum of support, and all we can say is this should encourage 
people who are downtown to stay downtown. Just before the plan 
was announced, Poise n Ivy set to move out. It was obviously a 
blow because this leaves another vacant store. But all we hope 
to do is turn downtown around. Youhave to take it as it is and try 
to turn it around from where it is now. 


FLYER: One of the other mentions in the plan was the Tribune 
Star’s expansion. What involvment will the committee have with 
that? 


LOGAN: We will try to encourage themto expand in the downtown 
area. Hopefully in the original plan, and this is only a plan, is to 
move eastward and to eliminate the Grand Theatre and to build 
their printing presses and new facilitiesinthatarea. And to make 
these attractive. And there is some talkabout having huge picture 
windows in front of the presses so people can see the presses at 
work since this is taking place ina number of cities. They find 
it attractive, just in passing, to stop and see the printing presses 
working, The committee’s going to have to work by recommenda - 
tion. It can’t make decisions which are going to necessarily be 
followed. All they candois make recommendations. It can’t issue 
edicts and say: ‘‘You have todo this”. We have everybody working 
together now I think, and we hope they’ll all work for what the 
committee thinks is the betterment of the downtown area. 


FLYER: For an established organization like the Tribune-Star, 
will there be funding available for them also? 


LOGAN: Yes, internally. Sure. If the project looked like it was 
going to be possible there’s no problem getting internal funding, 
since the banks are backing us. Internal funding means funding 
in Terre Haute. 


FLYER: We wondered if there is any plan on a larger scale, for 
instance, a regional or national basis, to promote Terre Haute 
in industry as a good location for business? 


LOGAN: Well, I think that’s an excellent idea. I think normally 
that’s being left to the Chamber of Commerce todo. Weare 
working with the Chamber of Commerce. Whether the Committee 
will do anything on its own or not I don’t know. I might be 


necessary. It might be advisable. 


FLYER: Is Terre Haute eligible as a city for any more federal 
funding? 
LOGAN: Yes, it still participates in federal revenue sharing. 


i 


Hopefully there may be federal revenue sharing funds available 
for improvement of the downtown area. 


FLYER: How about grants on the federal level, for instance for 
historical improvements? 


LOGAN: Yes, that might have to come from the National Endow- 
ment for the Arts. I’m not sure that would be an eligible project 
under revenue sharing. Paving roads and repairing sidewalks is. 
Whether restoring an old building is or not. That might come 
under the National Endowment for the Arts. I’m simply not aware 
of these details. We’ve got people working on that. I think the 
main thing to understand is that we hada very short period of time. 
We had limited funds, and all we could do was look at first of all 
the fundamental questions of taxation, parking, and transportation, 
and the quality of life in the downtown area, a marketing survey 
and what the potential of the downtown area was. The report 
bears out the fact that the downtownarea is never going to compete 
as a shopping center with Honey Creek Square. It has to havea 
different character. But it does have a great many assets that 
Honey Creek Square doesn’t have. It would be obvious to build on 
these assets and combine this with good shopping and have a new 
kind of downtown area. The old downtown shopping center of 
1910 is gone. It’s gone for good. It’s never going to be revived, 
So, combining the assets with specialty shops and with, hopefully, 
the continuation of department stores that we can have a new kind 
of downtown area. Particularly tying in with ISU, because ISU is 
definitely a part of the downtown area and it’s one of the very 
definite assets that the downtown area has. So, what we’re 
attempting to do is to not bring back the old but take the ad- 
vantages we have now and develop a new kind of downtown 
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FLYER: One of the problems that always seem to pop up in 
surveys taken by radio and TV stations in this area is the pro- 
blem of civic attitude toward Terre Haute. Do you have any 
special plans to improve the attitude? 


LOGAN: I think the attitude on the downtown study was excellent. 
I heard a number of people say that the enthusiasm for this is quite 
high. Public attitudes are dependent upon whether there is any 


| hope or not. If they think that there is no hope, then the public 


gets pretty discouraged, but I think if they feel there is hope, then 
I feel optimistic that we can get public support and change public 
attitudes. 


| FLYER: Do you plan to promote certain things within the com- 
munity to promote public attitude? 


LOGAN: We’re certainly going to use every form of publicity that 
we can to encourage this new attitude. And I think the publicity 
up to now has been excellent. The media has cooperated beyond 
my expectations. We have had excellent support from the media, 
and I think the main thing now is not to let this interest drop, 
pet to maintain it. The attitude that something can be done and 
will be done and maintain this interest at as high a level as pos- 
sible. 


FLYER: This plan really involves more than just downtown, it 
really involves all of Terre Haute. Are you going to be getting 
some negative response from the people on the Central East Side, 
because the business district from downtown basically extends all 
the way out to 25th Street? 


LOGAN: Well, at the present time we’re not trying to get in- 
volved in strip development. What’s true of Wabash is true of 
US 41 all the way down to Honey Creek Square. We think we have 
lexpanded the downtown area to spill over to include the new 
library and some of the churches and to include the ISU campus. 
ut, basically, the downtown area east and west stops at City 

il and Hulman and Co. or the tracks on the east side. You 
ave to have some limits. Hopefully, sometime there will be 
banges throughout the city, but for thepresenttime we’re limited 
to a new concept of the downtown area.

The 1978 budget for the City of Terre 
Haute is to be finalized in a special 
meeting of the City Council at 6:30 p.m. 
Monday at the Terre Haute City Hal} 
courtroom. 

City Councilman John S. “Pete” 
Lamb. who chaired the council commit- 
tee of the whole which studied the 
budget. told The TRIBUNE Monday cuts 
of between $215,000 to $220,000 had been 
made in the proposed departmental 
budgets for next year. 

Budget cuts can be made at Monday’s 
meeting, also. 

“We have been able to effectively 
reduce the budget without taking away 
or lowering any services for the tax- 
payers of Terre Haute,” Lamb said. 

He reported the budget reductions 
were worked out with some com- 
promises made between the council 
members. 

Lamb added, if the counci! members 
feel any of the cuts made are necessary 
after all, the funds can be provided with 
federal revenue sharing trust monies. 

No one department was drastically 
affected by the budget cuts, Lamb re- 
ported, adding that the Police Depart- 
ment and the Engineer’s Department 
were least affected by the reductions. 

All final action on the budget by the 
City Council must occur Monday night, 


with a preliminary property tax 
assessment figure determined by the 
final budget figure. 

That tax rate can change, though, 
after the budget receives reviews by 
both the local tax board and the state tax 
board, City Council President Jack 1. 
Neaderhiser pointed out. 

Included in the 1978 budget are or- 
dinances providing for $200 salary in- 
creases for all non-supervisory em- 
ployes of the city, except police and 
firemen who are to receive $350 across- 
the-board pay increase and an increase 
of $200 in the clothing allotment. 

The City Council originally offered the 
$350 pay increase only for the police and 
firemen,\ but then added the $200 
clothing allowance increase to end a 
one-week strike by city firemen. Action 
had been threatened by policemen also. 
Both departments had requested $1,000 
across-the-board increases. 

Included in the annual budget for the 
first time this year is the expenditure of 
federal revenue sharing monies. Pre- 
viously, the revenue sharing monies had 
been appropriated as needed, but they 
were budgeted this year due to a new 
regulation requiring a public hearing for 
the discussion of such appropriations. 
The council budgeted the funds and 
conducted one public hearing earlier in 
the month instead of having several 
public hearings throughout the year.

A short City Council meeting Tuesday 
evening is expected to confirm, com- 
plete and put into effect new wage 
contracts between the City of Terre 
Haute and their police and firemen. 

“Thirty minutes or less,” was Council 
President Jack Neaderhiser’s estimate 
of time required to do what Councilman 
Pete Chalos described as “routine” ap- 
proval of three special ordinances put- 
ting those contract agreements on the 
books and in the city budget for next 
year. And, in the case of firemen, for 
1979 as well. The police contract for that 
year remains to be negotiated. 

But, that’s not the end of council 
budget concerns. Neaderhiser said the 
group will remain at least a short while 
after the special ordinance session to 
resume study of the budgets of other 
departments. Longer study sessions are 
expected every evening this week in 
preparation for final passage on Aug. 29. 
Meeting time Tuesday and each evening 
the rest of the week is 6:30 p.m. 

And, indications are the primary aim 
of the week’s work is cutting. Chalos 
said Tuesday, “I think the council has 
the responsibility of seeing to it that 
every nickel, dime or anything else that 
can be cut from the budget is cut. 

“No item is too small to be con- 
sidered,” he continued, “‘or too big. And 
no account is sacred.” Neaderhiser 
noted that since the measures fixing the 
new police-firemen employment com- 
pacts are special ordinances, rather 
than appropriation ordinances, they can 
be sped through the process of approval 
with both required readings and passage 
at the one session. ‘I'll put them up for 
first reading. Then somebody will move 
(to suspend rules) for the second read- 
ing ahd then we'll have the vote.” 

He said the only brand new measure is 
one calling for reduction of hours in a 
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fireman’s work week from 63 to 56 in 
1979. Other factors in the new agree- 
ments include the $350 wage hike which 
was originally proposed before last 
week’s strike by firemen and the in- 
creased clothing allowance, from $400 to 
$600 per man, and a $500 pay boost for 
firemen in 1979. 

Ironically, striking firemen losing pay 
for the time of the strike have in effect 
lost an amount roughly equal to the 
added clothing allowance, about $200 per 
man, according to reports. 

The money for the new agreements 
reportedly will come out of federal 
revenue sharing funds. There is lack of 
agreement as to what that will do to the 
city’s future eligibility for such funds, 
which have amounted to about $1 millior 
per year.

The Torre Haute City Council, meet- 
ing in special session sday fight, 
passed ordinances giving firemen and 
policemen an additional $200 clothing 
allowance in 1978 and a bill promising a 
$500 salary hike and a 56-hour work week 
for firemen in 1979.

mayor that he was disturbed with the 
actions of the men he had hired to the 
fire department.

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Council conducts first, 
hearing under ‘Sunshine’

The Terre Haute City Council 
got a quick start Thursday in an 
effort to comply with new state 
regulations mandating open 
meetings on most issues. 

The state law went into ef- 
fect Thursday and the City 
Council conducted its first pub- 
lic hearing in compliance with 
-it Thursday night. 

The public hearing was for 
the discussion of items to be on, 
the agenda for the regular 
monthly meeting, always 
scheduled for 7:30 p.m. on the 
second Thursday of the month. 
The council has usually con- 
ducted private caucuses on the 
“items the first Thursday of the 

[ month, but, as ordered by the 
| new law, opened that meeting 
to the public Thursday. 

Although the meeting was 
open, only two citizens and 
some news media members at- 
tended besides the council 
members and representatives 
-of the City Clerks’ office who 
were there to record the hear- 
ing. 

City Council President Jack 
I. Neaderhiser made a point of 
the fact that the open meeting 
had been ordered by the state 
legislature, saying the meeting 
was conducted as “mandated 
by the illustrious last session of 
the state legislature which de- 
leted itself from such regu- 
lations.” 

The hearing was laced with 
considerably more arguments 
and personal disputes between 
councilmen than occur during 
the monthly meeting of the 
council, as Neaderhiser had 
said earlier would probably oc- 
cur because the council would 
be discussing the issues for the 
first time. 

The council members only 
discussed the issues, with votes 
on the matters to be taken at 
the meeting next Thursday. 


Considerable discussion was 
given to an ordinance to ap- 
propriate $10,000 for the Engi- 
neering Department for the in- 
stallation of new driveway en- 
trances on_ Wheeler Street in 
the 4th, 5th, 6th and 61⁄2 streets 
area. The money has been 
asked because residents were 
unhappy with the entrances in- 
stalled in an earlier project for 
the replacement of curbing 
there. An architect’s plans re- 
portedly allowed for somewhat 
of a drop-off at those drive- 
ways. 

Councilman John S. “Pete” 
Lamb said he would ask the 
finance committee of the coun- 
cil, of which he is chairman, to 
report the ordinance favorably 
because the situation needs to 
be resolved. Councilman Wil- 


yliam Jarvis asked why the 


council should have to pay for it 
when the arhchitect designed 
it. 

A special ordinance for the 
rezoning of the old Weldele 
School property at 231 Blakely 
Ave. also received much dis- 
cussion when the two citizens 
present spoke against having 
any business in the neighbor- 
hood. Jarvis had explained an 
air conditioning and heating 
firm wanted the property. One 
of the citizens also said his 
property deed included a cove- 
nant stipulating what would 


happen with the property if no . 


longer used as a school. 

When it was disclosed that 
the zoning request had not been 
posted on the property, 
Neaderhiser said the ordinance 
would not be considered this 
month, but voted on next month 
after it was posted. The citizen 
questionin g if the covenant was 
still in effect was told to pres- 
ent the deed to the city pian 
commission. 

Another rezoning ordinance 
for property at 1522 Maple Ave. 
was not discussed also because 
it was reported it had not been 
posted. 


“The council also dsiscussed 
placing yield and and stop signs 
on an unnamed street which 
enters both 25th Street and 26th 
Street Drive.

A property tax rate increase of nearly 
19 cents to fund the city’s 1978 operating 
budget was approved by the Terre Haute 
City Council Monday night. 

The budget, as approved by the coun- 
cil, calls for a tax rate of $4.68 on $100 of 
assesSed valuation as compared to the 
rate of $4.49 for last year’s budget. 

The budget approved is estimated to 
be $150,000 above the spending limit 
established for Hoosier municipalities 
by the state legislature. 

The budget is to be reviewed yet, 
though, by the local and state tax 
boards. 


In the City Council and administrative - 


reviews of the budgets submitted by the 
city department heads. about 22 cents 
was cut from the originally proposed tax 
rate.. 


on said the budget now is "inadequate." 
but said if any more is cut from it one 
of three things could happen before 1978 
is over. Those possibilities are: (1) some 
services would have to be curtailed, (2) 
some employes would have to be laid- 
off, or (3) a combination of both curtail- 
ment of services and reduction of em- 
ployes 

Councilman John S. “Pete” Lamb, 
who chaired the council committee of 
the whole studying the budget,. said 
$215,600 was taken from the budget in 
council reviews, but emphasized the 
cuts were made in areas the council felt 
would not jeapordize services to the 
citizens. 

He continued that the cuts were also 
made in areas in which, if the council 
later felt the funds were ‘‘absolutely 
necessary,” they could re-instate the

money with any surplus in the federal 


revenue sharing trust funds. 

Although Councilman Lamb said the 
cuts in the budget would not jeapordize 
the city services, Mayor Brighton was 
not so sure. “In my opinion, the budget 
is inadequate now,” he said. He said 
some services may have to be cut or lay- 
offs made even if no more is cut from 
the budget in the local and state re- 
views. He added there will be no money 
in the budget to cover “emergencies.” 

The financial problems of Terre 
Haute are “no fault of the city,” Mayor 
Brighton said. He placed the blame on 
Gov. Otis Bowen's “second generation 
Property tax controls.” 

Both Mayor Brighton and Councilman 
Lamb pointed out the tax rate may be 
lowered yet, though, without any reduc- 
tiens in the budget if the assessed 
valuation of the city is increased. They 
reported if the assessed valuation goes 


` up from the current $119,137,240 to 


around $123,000,000, the tax rate could be 
reduced by three per cent or around 15 
cents. 

Compared to other.municipalities in 
the state as far as assessed property 
valuation is concerned, Mayor Brighton 
reported, “The City of Terre Haute is 
the poorest of ail the 18 second class 
cities in. the State of- Indiana.” The 
mayor pointed out, also, that the tax 
levy on the amount is one of the lowest 
in the state. 
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With the 1970 census population of 
40,286 and an assessed valuation of 
$119, 137,240 for the City of Terre Haute, 
the per capita average amounts to 
$1,695.04. That figure is the lowest of the 
second class cities, with the highest 


. being $7,332.47 in East Chicago. 


At Monday’s meeting, few of the 32 
departmental budgets. received dis- 
cussion, with most of them amended in 
council caucuses before the special 
budget session. 

Councilman Pete Chalos, though, at- 
tempted to cut the contingency fund of 
the Mayor’s Office from $7,500 to the 
$4,000 of 1977. The state legislature set a 
$10,000 limit on that fund for mayors in 
the last session. Mayor Brighton said the 
fund is established for the promotion of 
the city, adding most mayors asked for 
the entire $10,000. He pointed out he had 
reduced his budget, already, to about a 
$1,000 Jess than last year. 

Councilman William Jarvis also ques- 
tioned the fund, saying he did not see 
how sending flowers promoted the city. 
He quoted amounts for flowers from the 
fund used previously. 

The attempt to reduce the amount 
failed by a six to three vote, with Chalos, 
Jarvis and Eugene Trummel voting for 
the’cut. 

Chalos unsuccessfully made the mo- 
tion to add $100 back to the traveling 
expenses of the City Judge’s budget, 
which had been cut in earlier council 
caucuses. It was defeated five to four. 

The Park and Recreation Department 
budget also received considerable dis- 
cussion, with a budget of $768,346 ap- 
proved (which was $72,472 more than 
last year but $59,000 less than asked). 
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The Terre Haute City Council 
is scheduled to meet in its 
regular monthly session Thurs- 
day at 7:30 p.m. in the City Hall 
courtroom. 

A $10,000 appropriation or- 
dinance to provide for the in- 
stallation of new driveway en- 
trances on Wheeler Avenue in 
the area between 4th and 6% 
streets is to be up for council 
vote. 
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The money has been re- 
quested by the City Engineer’s 
office to replace driveway en- 
trances recently installed there 
about which the residents com- 
plained. They stated the drop- 
offs at the entrances, installed 
when new curbing was put in 
the area, are too high. 

The ordinance is expected to 
receive some discussion before 
a vote, since some ‘council 


members questioned during 
last week’s public hearing on 
the agenda why the city has to 
pay for the problem when the 
architect designed it in that 
fashion.

A $10,000 ordinance to pro- 
vide financing for the re 
placement of recently installed 
driveway entrances in an area 
on the city’s southside was ap- 
proved by the Terre Haute City 
Council Thursday night. 

The council met in its regular 
monthly session Thursday, with 
the $10,000 appropriation the 
major matter of business on the 
agenda. 

The money, requested by the 
City Engeineer’s Department, 
is to be used to re-construct 
drive ramps on Wheeler Street 
between 4th and 6% streets, 
according to City Engineer Jim 
Burdick. Burdick explained the 
driveway entrances had been 
installed in a recent federally- 
funded project conducted by 
the Department of Redevelop- 
ment. The residents have, since 
the drives were installed, 
though, complained that the 
drive-over curbs at the en- 
trances were too high. 

Burdick said the drive-over 
curbs were installed when a 
budget crunch occurred and 
said the money is now needed 
“to undo what was done.”’ 

Several of the council mem- 
bers expressed feelings that the 
council should not have to pay 
for some one else’s mistakes, 
but approved the ordinance by 
eight votes to one, with Coun- 
cilman William Jarvis voting 
against it, in order to resolve 

the problem. 

About a third of the meeting 
was taken up in the time al- 
lowed for citizen comment. 

Mike Royer, of WTWO’s 
news staff, talked with the 
council about the towing of il- 
legally parked vehicles. He said 
his station has had several com- 


plaints on this action and sug-. 


gested fewer cars would be 
parked illegally if the city 
would increase the fine for this 
‘from $1 to $5. 
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Councilman Pete Chalos, 
head of the traffic committee, 
said a public hearing could be 
conducted for the discussion of 
traffic problems in the city. 

Royer also suggested the 
City Council find some method 
in which to enforce the or- 
dinance on leaving vacant lots 
unattended. He said the current 
one, passed in 1974, allows for 
no power of enforcement. 

Thomas Tallon, 1015 S. 7th 
St., requested that the south- 
side neighborhood bounded by 
Poplar, Hulman, Seventh and 
Third streets be all re-zoned for 
single family residence, to pro- 
tect the historical properties in 
that area. 

He pointed out the properties 
there now with other zoning 
classifications would not be af- 
fected. 

Paul Smith of Vigo County 
Area Planning said his depart- 
ment would study the situation 
and report to the council. 

In action taken by the coun- 
cil, an ordinance for a no park- 
ing zone on the south side of 
Eagle Street between 8th and 
Sth streets was defeated. The 
ordinance had been requested 
to allow more room for the 
trucks going in and out of the 
Hulman Civic University Cen- 
ter. Most council members con- 
curred the removal of a couple 
of parking meters would be 
sufficient. 

The installation of a yield 
sign at the east end and a stop 
sign at the west end of an 
unnamed street which is just 
north of Ohio Boulevard and 
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‘runs between 25th Street and 
26th Street Drive was ap- 
proved, Some discussion of 
naming the- street came up, 
with the matter to be pursued 
later. i 

Two re-zoning ordinances for 
properties at 231 Blakely Ave. 
and 1522 Maple Ave. were held 
in committee for further study 
when it was reported-during the 
public hearing a week ago that 
the properties had not been 
properly posted to inform the 
neighbors of the proposed zon- 
ing changes. 

A resolution was approved by 
the council to authorize the 
filing of an application with the 
Department of Transporation 
for a grant for the purchase of 
new buses. The grant is to 
reportedly provide 80 per cent 
of the funding, with the city 
paying 10 per cent and the state 
paying the other 10 per cent. 

Two other resolutions con- 
sidered were for the transfer of 
funds.

Local citizens were given the 
opportunity to speak out on 
existing traffic problems in 
Terre Haute during a Thursday 
evening hearing at City Hall. 

The hearing was sponsored 
by the City Council traffic com- 
mittee and was attended by 
councilmen Pete Chalos, com- 
mittee chairman; Larry

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Martin of the city engineer’s 
office, Police Chief James 
Swift and City Clerk Andy 
Atelski also fielded questions 
from the public. 

Chalos said information 
gathered at the hearing would 
be forwarded to all city coun- 
cilmen, who in turn, would con- 
sider suggestions for possible 
implementation. 

Two topics—regulation of 
parking in downtown Terre 
Haute and fees charged for 
improper parking—were of 
keen interest of citizens attend- 
ing the hearing. Also discussed 
were suggestions to make First 
Street open to northbound traf- 
fic traveling U.S, 40 behind City 
Hall; creating no parking zones 
at 17th and Hulman streets; 
stricter enforcement of traffic 
laws; erecting an overhead sign 
to inform motorists of right 
turn only at 6th and Ohio 
streets; elimination of some of 
the stop signs in the city and 
regulation of parking on Sev- 
enth Street, between Poplar 
and Hulman streets. 

Downtown Business Associa- 
tion President Steve Owens 
urged the traffic committee to 
remove parking meters from 


' the downtown business district 


' and 


implement free 2-hour 
parking. Owens said the con- 
cept of free parking in the 
downtown area has helped re- 
tail sales and urged the City 
Council to approve such a 


Owens said many parking 
meters are outdated and motor- 
ists fail to acknowledge them 
any way. He said: 

“T think the parking meters 
should be removed. But to regu- 
late parking we must utilize 
some control such as 2-hour 
free parking on Wabash Avenue 
and possibly 8-hour parking for 
25-cents at Cherry and Ohio 
streets.” 

One of the probiems encoun- 
tered by downtown busi- 
nessmen is that employes park 
in the metered spaces, thereby 
eliminating parking for shop- 
pers. Chalos suggested no park- 
ing be allowed on Wabash Ave- 
nue between 7 a.m. and 9 a.m. 
as a means to deter employe 
parking on downtown streets. 

Jack Pierce, a downtown 
merchant, supported claims 
made by Owens and urged the 
councilmen to remove meters 
from the downtown business 
district. Pierce said he had 
polled other merchants and the 
biggest complaint aired was 
parking meters. Pierce was 
also critical of the enforcement 
of traffic fines for overtime 
parking and said most people 
ignore a one dollar parking 
fine. 

Atelski said it “isn't worth 
it” to try to collect a one dollar 
parking fine ignored by local 
citizens. He said: 

“Take in consideration the 
cost of postage and the time it 
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takes a member of mẹ staff to 
trace down the violator and it’s 
just not worth it to try to collect 
a dollar fine.” 

The city clerk said once a 
motorist has accumulated five 
to 10 parking tickets, then it is 
feasible to pursue him and col- 
lect the money owed the city. 

Sid Levin, former president 
of the Downtown Business As- 
sociation, said he would like to 
see meters removed from the 
business district for ‘‘psy- 
chological purposes.” He said 
parking is not the only problem 
experienced by downtown 
merchants, but said the re- 
moval of meters might attract 
more shoppers and, more 
importantly,“‘make everyone 
feel better.” 

During the hearing, it was 
suggested the city implement a 
graduated scale for improper 
parking fees. Vicki Weger, ad- 
ministrative assistant of Mayor 
William J. Brighton, said a 
violator who fails to pay a fine 
within 24 hours should have to 
pay an increased fine. 

“Let’s say the fine is $5. Then 
if he fails to pay it within a 
specified time, then the fine 
becomes $10,’’ conjectured 
Weger. 

Weger’s suggestion gained 
support from other citizens who 
agreed stiffer fines should be 
given to persons failing to com- 
ply with the law. 

Atleski said to suddenly in- 
crease fines from $1 to $5 would 
“not solve anything.” He said 
before a graduated scale was 
adopted, the city should 
purchase a computer to keep 
records on all violators. 

“When a meter maid brought 
in a ticket it would be fed into 
a computer and a record made 
of the violation. Then if the 
person failed to pay the fine we 
would have an accurate record 
and such a procedure would cut 
out the politics of- fixing 
tickets,” remarked the city 
clerk. 

Other persons speaking at 
the hearing included: 

“Paul Kaperak—He asked 
that First Street be opened to 
| northbound traffic behind City 
Hall. Kaperak said motorists 


traveling eastbound on U.S. 40 
at the Wabash River Bridge 
must circle around City Hall 
and the Vigo County Courthouse 
before being able to go north- 
bound in the city. 

“Wayne Dicus—Requested 
no parking zones be created at 
17th and Hulman streets. He 
said there is no off-street park- 
ing at an apartment house near 
the intersection, consequently 
causing traffic congestion at 
the intersection. 

“Herman LeMaster—Urged 
police to step up its enforce- 
ment of traffic laws, specifical- 
ly mentioning motorists who 
ignore stop signs at 20th and 
Oak streets. 

“Sherwood Versteege— 
Asked the council to install an 
overhead sign informing motor- 
ists of thru traffic lane and 
right-turn only lane at 6th and 
Ohio streets. 

“Ray Feiler—Said a study 
almost 10 years ago revealed 
the city had too many stop 
signs. Feiler said the costs of 
repairing his taxi cab fleet was 
quite high, suggesting the in- 
creased number of stops at 
traffic signs caused damage to 
brakes and increased gasoline 
consumption. 

-W Albert Certain( West Terre 
Haute)—‘‘Let’s enforce the 
laws and get this stopped,” said 
Certain referring to poor driv- 
ing habits of some-motorists. 

“David Farris—‘We paid 
taxes to build these streets and 
we pay taxes to maintain these 
streets; why must we pay to 
park on them,?” he asked the 
traffic committee. 


“Tom Tallon—‘‘We've got a 
bumper-to-bumper problem on 
South Seventh Street, from 
Poplar to Hulman streets. I feel 
there should be no parking 
areas created here,” requested 
Tallon. 


“L.E. Frazier—Said motor- 
ists are “courting with dis- 
aster’’ with bottleneck at First 
and Ohio streets. Said the prob- 
lem will get worse with con- 
struction of a new city-county 
building. He urged the traffic 
committee to open First Street 
northbound.

A very quiet and orderly pub- 
lic hearing of the Terre Haute 
City Council Thursday night be- 
came quite a bit louder and 
much more disorderly as the 
council considered the last item 
on the agenda. 

The council members had 
rather quickly gone through the 
discussion of three ordinances 
and 10 resolutions, but hit a 
snag when they got to the re- 
quest for the transfer of 
$29,146.45 for the Fire Depart- 
ment 

The public hearing is the 
second such hearing conducted 
by the council in order to meet 
the “sunshine” regulations set 
forth by the Indiana legislature 
last session The council had in 
the past met on the first Thurs- 
day of the month in a private 
caucus to discuss the items to 
be voted on in the regular 
‘monthly meeting of council on 
the second Thursday of the 
month With the new legisla- 
tion, those meetings must be 
made public. 

Fire Chief LeRoy Shipley, 
who returned to the meeting 
after being called out to a fire, 
went over a list of the transfers 
requested for his department. 
The requested transfers are: 
$12,984.45 for other equipment, 
$2,512 for hose, $2,350 for tele- 
Phone, $2,000 for tires, $2,000 
for repair parts, $1.200 for other 
supplies, $1,000 for tools, $1,000 
for gas and heat, a total of 
$3,600 for clothing for new men, 
$300 for travel and $200 for oil. 

Although the travel transfer 
was the next to the smallest 
amount requested, it received 
the most heated discussion. 

Councilman William Jarvis 
first questioned Shipley on why 
such large amounts of money 
were left over in some areas to 
be there to be transferred and 
on the details of a fire chief's 
meeting in Denver for which 
the $300 transfer was needed. 
The chief had already attended 
the meeting. 
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Shipley said the money was 
left over in salaries because 
some firemen had retired and 
not been replaced. 

The chief got upset when it 
came to discussion of the meet- 
ing, telling Jarvis such con- 
ferences are valuable for the 
educational aspects. 

Jarvis asked Shipley why he 
had spent the money before 
having it there to spend and 
also asked if he could prove all 
the expenses. 

Shipley told Jarvis he had the 
receipts in his office and the 
councilman could check them. 
“Tve been coming before this 
council since 1972 and you've 
been in my business almost 
everytime,” Shipley said as the 
discussion got rather loud. 

As the discussion grew more 

heated, Mayor William J. 
Brighton interrupted to tell 
Shipley to “take two deep 
breaths and try to answer the 
best that you can,” adding he 
should do so even if the ques- 
tions were not asked “with the 
most honest intent.” 
This brought response from 
Councilman Pete Chalos, who 
wanted to know what questions 
had not been honest. 

Councilman Kirchner, refer- 
ring back to Shipley’s comment 
to Jarvis, told the fire chief, “I 
believe Mr. Jarvis’ questions 
are with good intent because 
your business is our business.” 

Jarvis then asked Shipley 
why he had spent the money he 
did not have in his budget, 
telling him he didn’t have "any 
business” spending money not 
in his budget: 

Shipley replied, “I never fig- 
ured my honesty and integrity 
to be questioned like you are, 
Mr. Jarvis.” 

Kirchner told the chief he 
thought he had misunderstood 
Jarvis’ question, telling the fire 
chief the council was suggest- 
ing that before he spends the 
money that he should ask the 
council for it first. 

“Tm asking you to transfer 
these funds to meet these ex- 
penses,” Shipley replied, near- 
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ly shouting. “Ig you don’t ap- 

propriate the funds, then PI 

Pay for it out of my own 

Pocket.” He said his wife had 

gone with him to such a con- 

ference for the first time and he 
had paid for her expenses from 
the money budgeted for his 
clothing allowance. ; 
Kirchner, saying the chief 
had not yet understood the re- 
quest, said, “We need someone 
who can understand the ques- 
tions we ask first,” 
Councilman Pete Lamb in- 
terspersed that he felt it was a 
“bit unique and a bit unfair” to 
ask Shipley for a detailed 
break-down of his expenses and 
to not ask anyone else. 
Chalos backed up Lamb, 
saying he felt the council should 
. begin asking all department 
heads for such information 
when transfers are needed 
above the allowed budget. He 
pointed out the council had lis- 
tened to Park and Recreation 
Superintendent Patrick 
Dougherty earlier ask for more 
money in the travel fund, and 
no one had asked any questions.

Jarvis said the council has considered 
amending the law to require better posting. 
“But | don't know if it would matter,” he 
said. “The building inspector’s office just 
doesn't do anything it should. It doesn’t in- 
spect buildings or keep up with zoning 
laws. So what good will changing the law 
do?” he asked. 

Special Ordinance 3, 1973 (as amended) 
requires anyone seeking a change of zon- 
ing to meet with the city zoning administra- 
tor at least two weeks in advance of posting 
to discuss the procedures. Thereafter that 
office is supposed to develop the proper 
notice and is responsible for posting the 
property. The sign must be "in a visible por- 
tion of the site being considered for rezon- 
ing,” at least 10 days prior to the Plan Com- 
mission's public hearing on the change. It 
must be visible and legible to the public, 
and explain the proposed change and pro- 
cedures surrounding it. The zoning office 
must also remove the sign at least five days 
at the council acts on the zoning peti- 
ion.

The wife of Terre Haute Fire 
Chief LeRoy Shipley said Fri- 
day she is prepared to furnish 
the City Council with receipts 
for expenses incurred during an 
International Fire Chiefs As- 
sociation conference last month 
in Denver, Colo. 

Janet Shipley said she will 
submit a detailed account of 
expenses at the Oct. 13 meeting 
of the city council. During a 
public hearing Thursday night, 
Councilman, Bill -Jarvis ques- 
tioned the fire chief about his 
trip to Denver and requested 
him to submit an account of his 
expenses. 

Shipley had asked the council 
to transfer funds into his ex- 
pense account to reimburse 
him for bills he had paid while 
attending the conference. Coun- 
cilmen Jarvis and Larry 
Kirchner said spending the 
money for the trip and then 
asking for reimbursement was 
not in compliance with council 
spending practices. The two 
councilmen told Shipley he 
should have requested the nec- 
essary funds prior to attending 
the conference.

Three items on the agenda 
for the Terre Haute City Coun- 
cil meeting Thursday could not 
be acted upon because four of 
the nine council members were 
not present for the meeting. 

Another item passed, with a 
four-to-one vote, possibly will 
have to be voted on again, 
depending on a legal interpreta- 
tionwhether a majority of those 
present or of the whole council 
was needed for passage. 

But, one thing the council did 
get accomplished was approv- 
ing a previously debated money 
transfer for the Terre Haute 
Fire Department — it took the 
fire chief's wife to clear up 
confusion over the need for a 
portion of that transfer, though. 

The Fire Department money 
transfer request had brought 
considerable discussion at the 
public hearing the week before 
in which items for Thursday’s 
meeting were discussed. 

The problem arose over only 
$300 of the request for the 
$29,146.45 transfer. 

That money was for the 
travel fund of the department 
and the council members were 
told at that time that the money 


was needed to cover the ex- 
pense for Fire Chief LeRoy 
Shipley to attend a fire chiefs 
conference in Denver. The un- 
derstanding at the hearing was 
that the chief needed the money 
transferred because his yearly 
travel expense budget had been 
depleted and he had gone over 
his budget that amount for the 
trip. 

During the public hearing, 
the discussion between Shipley 
and some of the council mem- 
bers became very heated, with 
some shouting occurring. 

Several council members 
said the chief should have re- 
quested the money before he 
went to the meeting and spent 
it. 

The council, with only one 
remark made that such situ- 
ations should not be allowed to 
occur and closer tabs should be 
kept on the travel accounts of 
all departments, passed the 
resolution, Thursday. 

Although the resolution was 
already passed, the chief’s 
wife, Janet, asked the council is 
she could speak. Mrs. Shipley 
said the Denver trip costs near- 
ly depleted the travel budget 
for the chief and the $300 re- 
quest was being made for the 
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the Denver trip, $5.11 was left 
in the travel expense account. 

Mrs. Shipley carried with her 
receipts from the conference, 
which she also attended with 
her husband: She offered to 
show them to the council, point- 
ing out they had been asked for 
last week. None of the council 
members reviewed the re- 
ceipts, but she did show them to 
the press, The approximate 
cost of the trip was $208. 

The council members 
seemed in general agreement 
after Mrs. Shipley had talked to 
them that the $300 transfer was 
necessary to cover the rest of 
the year.

The council members pres- 
ent at Monday’s meeting ap- 
proved a $1 million economic 
development bond issue for 
Unique Graphics Corporation. 

The members also unani- 
mously approved two rezoning 
ordinances. 

The special meeting was nec- 
essary because only five of the 
‘nine council members were 
present for the monthly meet- 
ing last week. 

Not enough members of the 
special committee on zoning 
were present to even present 
the committee report on the 
rezoning ordinances for con- 
sideration at that meeting. 

Also, a vote was taken on the 


bond financing for the Unique 
Graphics Corporation, but re- 
ceived approval by only a ma- 
jority of those at the meeting (a 
4-1 vote). The City Attorney, 
James Smock, later de- 
termined that approval of a 
majority of the whole council 
(or five votes) would be needed 
to pass a resolution providing 
for that bond issue. 

The vote Monday night was 
8-1 in favor of the resolution, 
with Councilman William 
Jarvis maintaining his sole 
negative vote on the issue. He 
had been the only one to vote 
against it at the meeting last 
Thursday. 
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Jarvis said he feels the law 
was meant to establish new 
business and is being ‘‘abused.’’ 
Unique Graphics has asked for 
the bonding to cover expansion 
of its already-existing business. 
The other council members dif- 
fered with Jarvis, with several, 
saying the bonding is to provide 
for business or industrial 
growth in the community. 

The rezoning ordinances ap- 
proved were to allow for a 
heating and air conditioning 
business at 231 Blakely Ave. 
and a print shop at 1522 Maple 
Ave. No opposition was ex- 
pressed on either ordinance at 
the meeting.

Farrington Grove area of Terre Haute 
“stalked out of the city council meeting on 
“Thursday, Oct. 6. 
~* The residents, concerned with deteriora- 
t=tion of the area in the heart of the city, had 
ocome to testify in behalf of a rezoning bill to 
restrict conversion of old houses into apart- 
Frnent dwellings. At the top of the meeting, 
Council President Jack Neaderhiser 
quashed the group’s plans. He said the 
council would adhere strictly to the agen- 
da. Comments are scheduled for the regu- 
lar council session on Thursday, Oct. 13. 
_ “They sure did us dirty, didn’t they?” 
Tom Tallon asked rhetorically outside the 
meeting room. Tallon, a salesman living on 
South Seventh Street, is directing a coali- 
tion effort to reclassify homes labeled R3 
(which allows apartment houses) back to 
R1, the single-family residence designa- 
tion. Around 350 people in the area from 
Poplar Street to Hulman Street and South 
Seventh Street to South Third Street signed 
a petition Tallon drew up. Tallon mailed 150 
postcards and a number of letters alerting 
residents about the Oct. 6 meeting. 

Tallon and his neighbors agree the area 
has deteriorated badly in just the last two 
years due to inadequate off-street parking 
and uncaring landlords who do not live in 
residence at the apartment houses they 
own. Tallon says homeowners who decide 
to move do not receive fair value for their 
houses. The petition would not affect exist- 
ing apartment houses. Landlords would be 
free to resell them as apartment houses, ac- 


cording to Tallon. But landlords and Real- 
tors are far from pacified. 

During the Oct. 6 meeting, councilmen 
bandied about some ideas on rezoning the 
area but reached few conclusions. Council- 
man Gene Trummel is disturbed by a clause 
which leaves "other related possessions” 
largely undefined. Councilman Pete Chalos 
suggested disbarring altogether any offices 
in the R3 area. “I also have reservations 
about fraternities in that area,” Chalos said. 
He also suggested rewriting the R3 
classification to allow triplex apartments. 

Meanwhile, a Farrington Grove historic 
group will discuss rezoning at a 7 p.m. 
Wednesday, Oct. 12, meeting at Washing- 
ton Avenue Presbyterian Church, 1400 S.

Discussion of items on the

Councilman William Jarvis 
interspersed he felt anything 
which ‘‘concerns the welfare of 
the city” should be discussed. 

After a few comments be- 
tween the Chalos, Lamb and 
Jarvis, Neaderhiser moved the 
discussion on to the items 
scheduled for discussion. 

Chalos asked Assistant City 
Attorney Stephen Trueblood, 
who was at the meeting, for a 
legal interpretation of the law.

“The Open Door Law does 
not bind governmental bodies 
to an agenda,” stated Richard 
Cardwell, general counsel for 
the Hoosier Press Association. 

Cardwell’s remark was made 
to The Star following Thursday 
night’s city council meeting 
which involved. a-dispute over 
what public business could or 
could not be discussed during 
the meeting. 

He said governmental bodies 
utilizing an agenda should post 
one outside the meeting room, 
but meetings did not have to 
“bind” themselves to the agen- 
da. ‘ 

Informed that a group of con- 
cerned citizens representing 
the Farrington Grove area had 
been “denied” the opportunity 
to speak on a matter not in- 
cluded on the meeting agenda 
several weeks ago, Cardwell 
said,’’They(governmental bod- 
ies) are just trying to make a 
mess of things!” 

During Thursday night’s city 
council meeting, councilmen 
Pete Lamb and Pete Chalos 
argued about what could and 
what could not be discussed at 

eeting. Chalos had posed 
questions to Terre Haute Fire 
Chief LeRoy Shipley, asking 
him whether he had obtained 
information about implement- 
ing a fire department merit 
system as well as arranging a 
system to collect insurance 
benefits for city ambulance ser- 
vice. 


Council Discusses 
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Lamb, recalling the ~ Far- 
rington Grove incident, said 
Chalos was ‘‘out of line” be- 
cause his questions did not per- 
tain to agenda matters. 

The argument between the 
two men continued during an 
after the meeting with mem- 
bers of the news media joining 
in the discussion of the open 
door law. Accusations were 
made, but no concrete solution 
offered. 

Cardwell questioned pro- 
cedures used by the Terre 
Haute City Council in its at- 
tempt to comply with the open 
door law. The city council 
meets the first Thursday of 
each month to discuss business 
to be acted on during the regu- 

larly monthly meeting of the 
council(the second Thursday of 
each month.) City officials 
have argued that the regular 
monthly meeting is simply a 
repeat of the meeting con- 
ducted the first Thursday eve- 
ning of each month, Some have 
said the first meeting is a 
“waste of time.” 

Cardwell said the purpose of 
the open door law is to give the 
public an opportunity to have a 
voice in public business. He 
said, according to the law, the 
public shall be informed of and 
granted access to “meetings” 
which are a gathering of the 
majority of the governing body 
of a public agency for the 
purpose of taking official action 
upon public business. 

According to Cardwell, a 
caucus is a gathering of mem- 
bers of a political organization 
or coalition which is conducted 
for the purposes of planning 
political strategy and holding 


‘discussions designed to prepare 


the members for taking official 
action. ` ’

The Terre Haute City Council 
took little time in passing most 
of the items on the agenda for 
the regular November meeting 
Thursday night. 

The council members seem 
to be conducting the major dis- 
cussion of the agenda items at 
the ‘‘Sunshine’’ meetings 
scheduled each Thursday 
before the regular monthly 
council meeting. 

The council has only been 
having those meetings since 
September, when state law re- 
quired the previously private 
caucuses conducted on that 
night be opened to the public. 

Most of the items approved 
Thursday were for rezoning, 
traffic and money transfers. 

The major item considered 
and approved was an ordinance 
for the sale of property in the 
Fort Harrison Industrial Park 
to the Illiana Corp. The Illiana 
Corp. had already purchased 
property at the industrial park 
and had an option on additional 
property at $10,000 an acre. 

Before the meeting started,

“By zoning the largest residential area R-2 (two-family 
residence district) it gives the owner the opportunity to 
preserve his property. However, if the owner wishes to make 
the larger home into apartments, then he can come to the city 
council and request to have it zoned R-3 (apartments). This 
way the council can control the number of apartments in that 
particular residential area.’ 

The “strip business” district is to be primarily situated on 
U.S. 41 between Farrington and Hulman streets.

“We have tried in the past to control the 
uncultivated growth of weeds in this city, 
however the ordinances have not been strict 
enough on property owners who fail to cut their 
lots,” said Chalos who has been working on the 
ordinance for the last two months. 

The Chalos-sponsored bill states property 
owners must cut their weeds at least four times 
between May 1 and Oct. 31. The ordinance also 
includes the provisos: 

—The building inspector’s office shall inspect 
city lots and notify owners of unkempt proper- 
ty. Property owners have 10 days to cut the 
weeds, 

—The Board of Public Works shall provide a 
means to remove the weeds at property where 
an owner fails to comply with the building 
inspector’s order. The property owner is to be 
billed for the actual cost of weed removal. 
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—A property owner in violation of the order 
and who fails to pay within 90 days the cost for 
weed removal arranged by the Board of Public 
Works shall have a lien filed against them. Cost 
and expenses for weed removal would be 
collected when the property owner pays real 
estate taxes. The lien would be recorded in the 
Vigo County recorder’s office. 


—Persons found guilty of violating the or- 
dinance would be subject to a fine not exceed- 
ing $300 or be imprisoned in the Vigo County 
jail for a period not exceeding 180 days. 


Said Chalos, “We are not after the property 
owner who doesn’t cut his grass every two 
weeks. We want an ordinance that provides 
penalties for property owners who intentionally 
ignore their lots and let the properties become 
infested with weeds which are an eyesore .”

The City Council will probably approve 
sale of all remaining property at Ft. Har- 
rison Industrial Park to Illiana Corporation 
for $200,000. The sale includes 40 acres of 
industrial property, 50 acres on a bluff to 
the east, railroads and several old build- 
ings. Plans are for the city to take over 
streets, and for the water company to begin 
providing water (which is now a private 
operation). This would mean the city would 
begin paying rent on the 57 water hydrants, 
and the current rate is $80 per hydrant, but 
the property tax “paid would more than 
offset this, it was announced. 

Past property at the park has sold for an 
average of $10,000 per acre, it was re- 
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ported. That figure would indicate that this 
sale is at a bargain basement price. 
However, Duane Sorensen, director of 
!SU's Center for Economic Development, 
who has been managing the property, 
recommended the sale. He said extensive, 
costly repairs to the railroad tracks are 
necessary and by selling the remainder of 
the facility the city will avoid this expen- 
diture. 

Acitizen appeared at the meeting to urge 
the council to give careful attention to the 
sale. "This is a give away price,” he said. 
“We'll pay two or three times that to get it 
back later on.” 

The spokesman explained that he 
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thought at a later time the city may have to 
buy back some of this land to widen streets 
or, more importantly, to open up Maple 
Avenue.

14, but it was vetoed by Brighton on 
Dec. 22. The issue of whether to keep 
the court has generated much debate 
during the past few months.

The 
legislature also has stripped certain 
powers of jurisdiction from the court 
effective in 1980.

Kirchner explained he voted to 
override the veto because he saw an

Should the legislature not expand 
the court’s jurisdiction, the council 
then will have the opprtunity to cut 
the judge’s salary accordingly when 


it draws up the 1980 y ‘ Kirchner 
said after the meeting. 

If “we voted no tonight” and the 
state restored the court's powers, we 
would not have a city court, he said. 

Neadershiser said he was voting in 
favor of the court because “I believe 
wholly in home rule.” He also said 
rumors were circulating that he was 
voting for continuation of the court 
because he wanted to be city clerk. 
He said he will not be a candidate for 
city clerk. 

During the discussion period prior 
the the vote, Eric Abel, Vigo County 
prosecutor-elect, addressed the coun- 
cil and said, ‘‘I firmly believe that it 
is a necessary court.” He spoke at the 
request of Kirchner. 

Abel said Brighton has ordered city 
policemen to file their cases in county 
court. He said statute says prose- 
cutors determine where cases are 
filed. 

“As long as I’m prosecutor, no 
mayor of Terre Haute is going to tell 
the prosecutor what court the prose- 
cutor must try a case in,” Abel said. 


The council took approximately 17 
minutes to conduct its business 
Thursday with about 16 people (ex- 


- cluding media representatives) in at- 


tendance. Among the spectators were 
City Court Judge Frank Crawford and 
State Rep. Darrell Felling, D-Terre 
Haute, who said on Dec. 14 he was 
going to co-sponsor a bill to restore 
the stripped powers to the court. 

Brighton was not present at the 
council session. He has opposed the 
court continuation, saying it is dupli- 
cation of a service offered by the 
county and it is an extra cost to 
taxpayers.

Malooley and Norma Spork voted to 
sustain the veto.

Kirchner, absent from the Dec. 14 
meeting when the council passed the 
court ordinance, cast the pivotal vote 
Thursday night which gave the coun- 
cil the needed six votes to override.

and as long as I am Vigo County 
prosecutor, then this is how it will be 
done,” charged Abel. 

State Representative Darrell E. 
Felling (D-Terre Haute) informed 
councilmen he has spoken with state 
legislators from Lake County who are 
wholeheartedly in favor of passing a 
bill to redress city court jurisdiction. 

“Lake County, perhaps, has one of 
the strongest delegations in the Indi- 
ana General Assembly. I feel en- 
couraged by their support that a bill 
to restore jurisdiction to the city 
court will be passed in 1979,” said 
Felling. 

Unless the state legislature does 
pass a bill to give the city court full 
judicial powers, city courts after 1979 
will be permitted to hear only cases 
involving violations of city or- 
dinances. All traffic arrests and 
criminal cases would be filed in coun- 
ty courts.

Thursday evening’s public hearing. 

The purpose of the hearing was to 
encourage public input on matters to be 
voted on Jan. 12 , but suggestions by 
citizens may postpone final action until 
the February council session. 

For instance, a*majority of persons 
speaking Thursday night recommended 
an ordinance to remove parking meters 
in the downtown business district be—at 
least—amended. It was the concensus of 
those individuals attending the hearing 
that (1) there is a parking problem in 
downtown Terre Haute; (2) the problem 
for the most part is caused by store 
employees parking in the metered park- 
ing places;(3) a two-hour parking limit 
should be enforced in the business dis- 
trict; (4) parking should be prohibited 
on Wabash Avenue from 7 a.m. to 9 
a.m.; (5) parking meters should con- 
tinue to be used to regulate traffic, and 
(6) a stricter schedule of fines should be 
enforced. 

The recommendations are, in part, 
included in the traffic ordinance written 
by Councilman Pete Chalos. The first 
district councilman wants two-hour 
parking and stricter fines, but proposes 
to eliminate parking meters on Wabash 
Avenue from Fourth to Eighth streets. 

Testifying against the proposed or- 
dinance was Lt. William Ridge of the 
Terre Haute Police Department who 
said the removal of parking meters 
would be “‘the last thing that should be 
done.” Ridge said stricter enforcement 
of parking laws, coupled with pro- 
cedures to keep employees from parking 
their autos on Wabash Avenue would be 
the best solution to the existing parking 
problem. 

Because of omissions in a required 
legal advertisement, ordinances per- 
taining to the rezoning of the Farrington 
Grove Subdivision are to be carried over 
until the February council meeting. 
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Councilman-at-large Larry nT 
sponsor of the ordinances, said a more 
thorough legal description of the pro- 
posed zoning changes must be ad- 
vertised, hence the ordinances will be 
tabled at the Jan. 12 meeting. 

Also, the required posting of property 
subject to rezoning was not fulfilled, 
therefore signs must be placed at the 
boundary lines of districts to be reclass- 
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ified. Signs advising the public that 
property is to be rezoned must be posted 
within 10 days of a city plan commission 
hearing and this requirement was not 
met. } 

Persons speaking in behalf of the 
Farrington Grove zoning changes were 


overwhelmingly in support of the pro- 


posed ordinances designed to inconve- 
nience the least number of property 
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owners. 
Many questions were raised about an 


ordinance to amend the city’s electrical 
code. In general, the bill would allow all 


electricians—whether licensed or not by . 


the city—to perform’ electrical work in 
the city. The ordinamce received both 
favorable and unfavorable comment 
from both union and non-union electrical 
contractors. EA 
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Terre Haute City Council 
President Kenneth Thomas, 
who a was elected to the seat on 
Monday, has announced com- 
mittee appointments for coun- 
cil members for the year. 

Thomas presided as his first 
council hearing Thursday night 
and heard, among other busi- 
ness, comments concerning a 
proposed change in the city’s 
electrical code.

The council committees are 
appointed throughout the year 
to study the ordinances pres- 
ented to the council and to 
report back to the council-of- 
the whole on possible action. 

During the hearing, several 

persons participated in a dis- 
cussion on the amendment to 
the electrical code that 


eliminates the requirement for 
all electricians obtaining per- 
mits to do work in the city to be 
licensed through a city testing 
procedure, which also requires 
the electrician to operate from 
a shop within the city. 

The city’s electrical inspec- 
tor, Fred Farmer, spoke 
against the ordinance, saying 
he was concerned about the 
safety of the citizens if anyone 
was allowed to do electrical 
work without proving his profi- 
ciency. He pointed out he can 
only spot check the work and 
not go over the whole job. 

Also speaking against it were 
a former electrical inspector 
and a representative of the lo- 
cal electricians union, who 


“both questioned the safety of 


the citizens if the ordinance is 
approved. 

Speaking for the amendment 
was a representative of the 
Wabash Valley Home Builders 
Association, Lee Gillian, who 
said many builders have their 
own electricians, but cannot be 
licensed in the city because 
they do not have a regular shop 
open in the city. He said they 
are allowed to build in the 
county.

enforcement because of a deficit in last 
year's parking meter fund. 

He explained there is no money to 
pay the three meter maids this year 
since the State Board of Tax Com- 
missioners refused to allow for a park- 
ing meter budget because of a $40,000 
deficit in that fund for 1977. 

He said the money collected through 
the meters now and through an in- 
tensive campaign to collect all outstan- 
ding parking tickets is to be applied to 
the deficit in an effort to re-establish 
that fund. 

Although the parking meter or- 
dinance had been introduced before the 
current problem was revealed, several 
council members have said.they do not 
feel free parking would draw more 
business to the downtown area, as it is 
intended to do. 


The ordinance already calis for in- 
creasing the parking fine from $1 to $3, 
though, which some of the council 
members point out could help alleviate 
the financial problems. For those not 
paying their parking fines within seven 
days, also, they could be arrested and 
tined up to $25. 

Several amendments to the or- 
dinance are expected to be suggested 
before a vote is taken. 

Other major items on the agenda for 
Thursday concern the rezoning of the 
Farrington Grove Subdivision in an 
effort to preserve the historical value 
of the area. The ordinances change 
most of the residential areas from 
zoning for apartments to zoning for 
duplexes. 

_Those ordinances and rezoning or- 
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St.. the southeast corner of Wabash and 
Fruitridge avenues and 4520 N. 17th St. 
are all td be held in committee this 
month, though, due to problems in 
posting the properties according to 
statutes and, also with the Farrington 
Grove ordinances, with legal advertis- 
ing. 

Besides the parking meter or- 
dinance, another ordinance expected to 
receive much discussion is one to 
amend the city’s electrical code to 
eliminate the requirement for all elec- 
tricians obtaining permits to work in 
the city to have passed city licensing 
tests and to operate shops within the 
city. 

The council also is scheduled to 
consider sale of property in the city-

“There’s just not as many 
people coming to shop in down- 
town Terre Haute.” said First 
District Councilman Pete 
Chalos commenting on the re- 
ported $40,000 deficit in the 


, city’s parking meter fund. 


Mayor William J. Brighton 
announced Monday the city has 
terminated the parking meter 
account which was dependent 
on parking meter revenue—the 
nickels and dimes motorists 
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meter for parking priviléges. 
Brighton said the-deficit was a 
direct result of persons not 
feeding the meters and over- 
time parking violators not 
paying their parking fines. 

Because of the deficit, the 
city has been forced to discon- 
tinue the use of meter maids 
whose salaries were paid from 
the defunct parking meter ac- 
count. The former meter maids 
are now assigned to other jobs 
in City Hall and are to be paid 
with police department funds 
designated for clerical 
purposes only. Presently, the 
police department has in- 
herited the responsibility of 
manning the parking meters 
and issuing overtime parking 
tickets. 

Chalos is sponsor of an or- 
dinance to (1) remove parking 
meters from Fourth to Eighth 
streets along Wabash Avenue; 
(2) enforce a two-hour parking 
limit to be monitored by chalk- 
ing tires, and (3) increase the 
overtime parking fine from one 
dollar to three dollars. His bill 
is to be acted on at the7 30 p.m. 
Thursday city council meeting 
at City Hall 

“With a $40,000 deficit in the 
parking meter fund. I can't 
understand why the city should 
continue the use of meters In 
fact, I think we should enforce 
a two-hour parking limit in the 
business district and do away 
with all other parking meters,” 
Chalos said Tuesday 

Chalos opined,’*We just don't 
have as many people coming to 
the downtown business district 
as in the past. so consequently. 
there are fewer persons putting 
money in the meters I don't 
doubt the honesty of the public 
—I think people are putting 
money in the meters—there 
just aren't as many people `“ 

He agreed the city was being 
shortchanged by overtime 
parking violators who failed to 
pay their dollar fine Chalos 
said the increase in the fine 
would justify the cost of track- 
ing down a parking violator 

At a recent public hearing. 
the Chalos-sponsoring traffic 
ordinante was not overwhelm- 
ingly received and alternative

suggestions were offered to 
solve the downtown parking 
problem. + Councilman-at-large 
Larry Kirchner suggested park- 
ing in the downtown business 
district be prohibited from 7 
a.m. to 9 a.m. daily in an effort 
to discourage employees from 
parking in front of stores. It 
was-the consensus of persons 
attending the hearing that em- 
ployees ‘parking im front of 
stores was the biggest part of 
the downtown parking problem. 

Chalos said if amendments 
were offered to his ordinance 
then he would offer an amend- 
ment also. He said he would 
demand that no relative of an 
elected or appointed city of- 
ficial be allowed to be an em- 
ployee of the parking utility. 
Collections at parking meters 
are now made by city police, 
however, in a past situation. 
the money was collected by the 
son of Mayor ‘Brighton. 

In other matters to be dis- 
cussed 

The city council is expected 
to act on an ordinance to amend 
the city’s electrical code. As 
proposed, the code would per- 
mit al} electricians. not just 
city licensed electricians. to do 
electrical work in Terre Haute 
The ordinance is to be strongly 
opposed by union contractors. 

There will be no action taken 
on ordinances to rezone the 
Farrington Grove Subdivision.

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Five oppose meter removal

A poll taken by The TRIB- 
UNE shows that an ordinance 
proposing the removal of park- 
ing meters and establishment 
of free, two-hour parking from 
Fourth to Eighth streets on 
Wabash Avenue will be voted 
down if action is taken on it as 
it now stands during the Janu- 
ary meeting of the Terre Haute 
City Council at 7:30 p.m. Thurs- 
day in the City Hall courtroom. 

The survey results were that 
three council members would 
vote for and five against the 
ordinance introduced by First 
District Councilman Pete 
Chalos (one member did not 
declare how he would vote, but 
said he wants to study it more). 

“It doesn’t seem like the 
meters are working, but I’m 
not convinced that taking out 
the meters would solve the 
problem either,” said Second 
District Councilman C. Eugene 
Trummel. He said he wants it 
left in committee for further 
study. 

Councilman William Jarvis 
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said he would vote for the or- 
dinance if it reaches that point 
Thursday, although he is not 
sure “‘that's what we ought to 
do.” He said he feels the best 
solution would be to take the 
parking meters off the outlying 
streets and let the downtown 
employees park there. 
Councilman Jack 
Neaderhiser said he feels the 
meters should be left in the 
downtown area and something 
else done to control the ex- 
tended parking in the area. He 
said he would vote against the 
proposed ordinance, adding he 
also thinks the ordinance will 
probably be held in committee. 
Council President Kenneth 
Thomas said he will vote 
against the ordinance as it now 
is. He said he would like to see 
two-hour parking enforced, but 
with the meters still used. 
The proposed ordinance 
“does nothing to solve the prob- 
lem of parking in the downtown 
area,” said Sixth District Coun- 
cilman John S. “Pete” Lamb. 
He said he would vote against it 
in its present form, but feels it

will probably be left in commit- 
tee for possible amendments 
next month. 


City Council Vice President 
Norma Spork said she also will’ 
vote against the ordinance if it 
is voted on as it now is, report- ‘ 
ing she feels the ordinance 
needs to be amended.

“I'm for free parking, but I 
think we should have some 
teeth in the parking or- 
dinance,” said Councilman-at- 
Large Asa Malooley.

The removal of parking meters for a 
four-block stretch on Wabash Avenue 
has become a major issue with mem- 
bers of the Terre Haute City Council. 

The ordinance calling for the re- 
moval of the meters is scheduled to be 
voted on during the January meeting of 
the council Thursday at 7:30 p.m. in the 
City Hall courtroom (providing the 
meeting is not again delayed by a 
predicted snow as it was last Thurs- 
day). 

Unless several of the counci! mem- 
bers change their minds on the or- 
dinance or some major amendments 
are made in it, though, the ordinance 
will probably be held in committee for 
further study or voted down during the 
meeting, according to a survey of the 
council members taken by The TRIB- 
UNE. (See related story on Page 3). 

City Councilman Pete Chalos has 
introduced an ordinance which calls for 
the removal of the parking meters 
from Fourth to Eighth streets on 
Wabash Avenue, in the downtown busi- 
ness area of Terre Haute. The or- 
dinance allows for free, two-hour park- 
ing along that area. 

Chalos proposes that the two-hour 
limit, which Terre Haute Police De- 
partment officials report is actually a 
part of the current parking ordinance, 
be enforced by meter maids chalking 
tires of the parked autos and then 
checking the same route two hours 
later. If the cars are still there, the 
meter maids are to ticket the cars, 
according to the ordinance. 

The ordinance allows for an increase 
in the price of the’ parking violation 
fines — from $1 to $3. Also in the 
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ordinance is a provision that those 
persons not paying the fine within 
seven days could be arrested and fined 
up to $25 in City Court. 

Explaining his reasoning for in- 
troducing the ordinance, Chalos said 
there is a “tremendous need for mov- 
ing people in and out of parking spaces 
in the downtown shopping area,” re- 
porting there currently are complaints 
that some downtown employees park in 
the metered areas all day and keep 
others wanting to transact business 
from those spaces. Chalos said his 
proposed two-hour parking limit would 
eliminate the possibility of parking all 
day without being penalized. 


Chalos said the income from the 
meters has ‘dropped considerably,” 
citing the reasons as fewer meters and 
less use of the remaining meters. The 
potential loss of income on the meters 
in the affected area, if they were used 
at a maximum, would be around $12,000 
a year, Chalos said, adding that 
amounts to about the wage of one 
person when such fringe benefits as 
health insurance and social security 
payments are figured. 

Chalos said he has the philosophy 
that parking meters are not a ‘‘money- 
making venture,” and, if the city wants 
to go into the parking business, it 
should create off street, municipal 
parking. 

Mayor William J. Brighton has come 
out against removal of the parking 
meters. “I'm convinced that the pri- 

ry responsibility of the parking 
meters is to regulate parking,” he said, 
“and, if there were no parking meters, 
the merchants and their employees 
would be the ones. who would: utilize 
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free parking in the area.” 

“Secondly, while regulating traffic, 
the meters do produce revenue which 
is used to pay some clerks for the Terre 
Haute Police Department, the meter 
maids and the electricity for all traffic 
signals ‘in the City of Terre Haute,” the 
mayor continued. 

Brighton said the Police Department 
feels the ordinance as proposed is 
“totally and completely unen- 
forceable,” as far as the two-hour 
parking limit is concerned. 

Brighton said one problem now is 
that the parking fine for overtime 
parking at the meters is less than 
parking in some of the parking lots in 
the area and he proposed increasing 
the fine to $3 for each fine, with that 
increased to $5 after 48 hours. He said 
fines should be paid to the Terre Haute 
Parking Meter Fund and collected by 
the Terre Haute Police Department 
(fines are currently collected by the 
City Clerk's Office, but the mayor 
pointed out the Police Department has 
the only powers of enforcement on 
collection of fines since the department 
alone can actually arrest offenders).

Although weather conditions 
were extremely hazardous 
Wednesday night and no 
citizens showed at the hearing 
to discuss the ordinances, 
Lamb pointed out the public 
will have. the opportunity to 
speak on the ordinances at the 
council’s regular public hearing 
on all February business on 
Thursday, Feb. 2, or at the 
regular meeting on Thursday, 
Feb. 9. 

Park and Recreation Depart- 
ment Superintendent Patrick 
Dougherty and Bill Whalen, di- 
rector of city golf courses, said 
about $50,000 of the requested 
appropriation is to go for

Dougherty pointed out $50,000 
had been requested at budget 
time, but $30,000 had been cut 
from that. 

Brenda Floyd, executive di- 
rector of the Hyte Center, said 
the $35,600 was being requested 
to cover such operating costs as 
utilities and upkeep on the 
building and grounds. 

She explained the council had 
appropriated $29,600 last year, 
but, because of the way the 
State Board of Accounts in- 
terpreted the language in the 
ordinance, the center, was able 
to use only $9,000 of that money.

Although early indications were that a majority of the Terre 
Haute City Council members were against an ordinance for 
removal of the parking meters in a four-block area on Wabash 
Avenue, the chances of approval of the ordinance at the next 
monthly meeting appear to have improved after Thursday 
night’s council meeting. 

The ordinance for removal of the parking meters was the 
major item of business to come up at the regular January 
meeting of the council Thursday, but it was held in committee 
for further consideration until the Feb. 9 meeting of the council. 

The ordinance calls for removal of the parking meters from 
Fourth to Eighth streets on Wabash Avenue and the estab- 
lishment of free, two-hour parking. The ordinance also in- 
creases parking fines from $1 to $3, with provisions for arrest 
of those ignoring parking citations. 

First District Councilman Pete Chalos, who introduced the 
` ordinance, had said earlier. after several other council mem- 
bers had told The TRIBUNE they would like for the ordinance 
to be held in committee another month, that he wanted the 
ordinance voted on during the January meeting. But, he was the 
one who moved for the ordinance to be held in committee. 

His move came after an amendment had been added that 
would not allow parking on Wabash Avenue between 7 and 9 
a.m. daily, in order to allow for the cleaning of the street. The

amendment, introduced by Councilman Larry Kirchner, had a 
double purpose, though. Kirchner had explained earlier that the 
amendment also would keep most employees and students from 
parking in the free spaces for the whole day.

Chalos believed he would get support for the ordinance as 
amended from council members Kirchner, C. Eugene Trum- 
mel, William Jarvis and Asa Malooley, with opposition from 
Jack Neaderhiser, Kenneth Thomas, Norma Spork and John S.

Most of the major business expected 
to be conducted by the Te 
Council Thursday night could not be 
€ eted because not enough members 
showed up to take action on the matters. 

Only five of the nine council members 
were at the regular March meeting 
Thursday — and six are needed to take 
any action on money matters. 

Therefore, the four money ordinances 
scheduled for consideration Thursday 
had to be held in committee until the 
April meeting.

- for $6,000 to repair railroad tracks in the 
Fort Harrison Industrial Park and two 
ordiances to approve budgets for depart- 
ments ($839,092 for the Street Depart- 
ment and $20,450 for the Traffic Signal 
Department). 

The council was able to vote on two 
ordinances, though. One rezoned proper- 
ty at the former Fairmont Foods build- 
ing at 500 S. Ninth St. and the other for

The five council members present 
also approved two resolutions — one to 
approve the concept (but not actual 
issuance) of economic development 
bonds for expansion of the H & D 
Aviation facilities at Hulman Field and 
the other to allow Mayor William J.

Revenue Sharing Hearing 


Gets Input From 50 Persons

Proposals by the city admin- 
istration and suggestions by the 
public on how to spend federal 
revenue sharing dollars were 
subjects of a hearing conducted 

Thursday night at City Hall. 


Mayor William J. Brighton 
-said the city expects to receive 
$840,945 in federal revenue 
sharing funds in 1978 and, in 
addition, Terre Haute is to get 
$390,000 in local road and street 
funds through the state govern- 
ment. 

“The demands on federal 
revenue sharing money are 
great. it is very difficult to 
provide for each segment of the 
community,’’ Brighton told the 
approximate 50 persons attend- 
ing the Thursday night meet- 
ing. 

Six appropriation ordinances 
requesting federal revenue 
sharing funds have been al- 
ready introduced by the city 
council. The six appropriations 
amount to $316,600 of the 
$840.945 available during 1978 
and the balance will most likely 
be used for repair of local 
streets. 

Proposed appropriations in- 
clude: 

—$70,000 for two city 
ambulances(equipped) 

—$34,000 for two’ trucks and 
equipment for the board of 
cemetery regents 
—$35,000 for playground 


— $77.000 for park and recre- 
ation department for purchase 
of chemicals, grass seed and 
equipment for, Rea Park and 
Hulman Links golf courses 

—$35.600 for Charles T. Hyte 
Community Center to offset 
utility and maintenance costs 
at the recreational facility 

The proposed spending uses 
are to be acted on at the 7:30 
p.m. Thursday, April 13 city 
council meeting. 


According to Brighton, the 


city has approximately $250,000 
in community development | 
funds(left from 1977). $390,000 | 


in local road and street monies | 


and the estimated $500,000 bal- 
ance of federal revenue sharing 
dollars to spend on local street 
repairs. 

“We hope within the next to 
or three weeks that street re- 
pairs can commence and the 
$250,000 worth of community 
development funds will be used 
for this very purpose.” said the 
mayor who remarked repairs 
would begin in the north and 
northwest sections of the city. 
He said plans are to resurface 
some streets and construct new

curbing and sid@walks in vari- 
ous neighborhodds south of 
Eighth Avenue and west of 
Thirteenth Street. 

Brighton said a large portion 
of community development 
funds for 1978 and the remain- 
ing state and federal tax dollars 
would be designated for a ma- 
jor street repair program 
planned for this summer. 

Citizens voiced their opinions 
on how federal revenue sharing 
money should be spent and re- 
quests ranged from increasing 
wages for all city employees to 
construction of a family-type 
recreational complex adjoining 
Hulman Links in Lost Creek. 

Ray Watts, president of the 
Fraternal Order of Police and a 
city policeman active in the 
1978 wage bargaining nego- 
tiations, asked the council to 
“Yay back some money for a 
decent wage for city po- 
licemen, city firemen and all 
city employees.” 

Watts said federal revenue 
dollars could be used for wage 
purposes and asked the council 
to use the funds when the next 
salary contract is bargained. 

Mayor Brighton and Coun- 
cilman Pete Lamb pointed out 
that about $250,000 in federal 
revenue sharing money is des- 
ignated for policemen and 
firemen wages and said to des- 
ignate additional funds would 
be wrong. 


Mrs. Willian B. Bunger asked 
the council to spend tax dollars 
on repairing drainage in the 
Beverly Hills Subdivision. lo- 
cated on Terre Haute’s south- 
side. City Engineer Jim 
Burdick said his department 
would investigate the drainage 
problem at the subdivision next 
week.

The Terre Haute Econamic Development 
Commission will hold a public hearing on 
proposed financing of a plant for Unique 
Graphics Corporation at 6 p.m., April 11, 
City Hail Court Room. Richard Shagley, at- 
torney for the Commission, said plans call 
for the city to issue $1 million of bonds and 
use the proceeds to purchase the former 
Packard Shirt building on Fruitridge 
Avenue. The city will then lease the facility 
to Unique Graphics. At the conclusion of 
the bond period, the building will be owned 
by Unique Graphics. 

Shagley said last week this is how in- 
dustriat revenue bonds are traditionally 
used. The city has no liability; property and 
equipment serve as security and if the 
leasee defaults, bond holders simply own 
the property. 

Such a financial arrangement eliminates 
payment of property taxes by the firm dur- 
ing the term of the lease. 

According to Shagley, councilmen knew 
the bond issue was to be used in this way. 
“It was no secret,” he said. "The council 
understood.” 

The Spectator learned last week, 
however, that at least four council members 
did not know the city was slated to buy the 
property and lease it to Unique, resulting in 
no collection of property taxes for many 
years. 

On Oct. 13, the City Council approved a 
resolution supporting a bond sale for Uni- 
que Graphics by a 4-1 vote, with Bill Jarvis 
voting against the resolution. At that time 
Jarvis said he thought the matter required 5 
“yes” votes, but officials disagreed. Coun- 
cilmen Larry Kirchner, Asa Malooley, Nor- 
ma Spork and Gene Trummel were absent 
from the session. 

Four days later, another Council meeting 
was Called. All members but Malooley were 
present. Jarvis was correct, five affirmative 
votes were necessary to approve the bond 
resolution and so it was voted on again. 
This time the vote was seven for and one 
against, the lone negative vote coming from 
Jarvis. 

Shagley told the Council a resolution was 
the first step in the approval process and 
that an ordinance would be required at a 
later time. During the meetings, he ex- 
plained that Unique Graphics, a manufac- 
turer of computer labels, wished to move 
from its plant in 12 Points to the Fruitridge 
building to permit expansion of its opera- 
tions. He said the firm did not have any 
local competition. The company could get 
its .own ‘finaRoing: for the move, Shagley 
said, but the EDC method would save 
several percentage points on interest and 
thereby permit the firm to do a little more. 
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Council Approves Bus Funding

City councilmen approved 10 ap- 
propriation ordinances Thursday night 
including a bill for $70,000 for two 
additional city ambulances. 

Terre Haute Fire Chief LeRoy Shipley 
addressed the council and requested the 
$70,000 for two equipped ambulances, 
two life packs and telemetry equipment. 
Shipley said the city’s appropriation 
would pay for the ambulances and equip- 
ment and noted the city would be 
partially reimbursed once a federal 
grant and county council appropriation 
is received. 

Shipley said the city would have five 

‚ambulances available for extreme 
emergencies, but it is the city’s inten- 
tion to operate only three vehicles while 
having two on stand-by. 

Also, the city council adopted three 
companion resolutions regarding "cash 
advancements” to operate the city bus 
system. In 1975, the city spent $149,000 
above its $71,658 subsidy to operate the 
buses and, in 1977, the city appropriated 
more than $288,000 above its subsidy of 
$96,098. 

According to Bill Shaller of the West 
Central Indiana Development District 
office, the city is eligible to receive the 
“cash advancements” made during the 
last two years and also qualifies for 
mass transportation grants for 1978 and 
1979. 

_ Despite opposition from councilmen 
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Pete Chalos and Bin Jakis. Anat COT Í 


approved an ordinance to appropriate 
$26,928 for parking meter fund per- 
sonnel.

An ordinance to appropriate 
$398,496.88 to be used for street 
resurfacing work in the city is 
to be introduced to the Terre 
Haute City Council in the May 
meeting. 

The ordinance sponsored by 
City Council member William 
Jarvis was filed in the City 
Clerk’s Office Wednesday. 

Out of the ordinance, 
$370,496.88 is designated for the 
actual resurfacing, with $11,000 
set for wages, , $10,968 for 
streets, alleys and sewer mate- 
rials and $5,540 for equipment. 

The requested appropriation 
is to be taken from the Local 
Road and Street special dis- 
tribution fund. 

City Engineer James 
Burdick explained the State 
Legislature released the funds 
through April, which are regu- 
larly allocated to the local gov- 
ernmental units for restricted 
uses, with “no strings” at- 
tached to help repair the ex- 
tensive damage to streets and 
roads from the last two harsh 
winters. 

Mayor William J. Brighton 
said the requested allocation 
from those funds represents 
only a portion of approximately 
$2 million expected to be spent 
on street repairs and resurfac- 
ing in the city this summer. 

He said other funds are to be 
derived from Community De- 
velopment block grant, federal 

revenue sharing and the regu- 
lar Street Department budget. 

The mayor pointed out the 
requested allocation would take 


at least 60 days to be approved, 
with the council not voting on it 
until early June and then the 
State Board of Accounts ap- 
proval necessary, also. 

In the meantime, he said the 
administration intends to com- 
plete the street program for 
this year. 

To develop the program, he 
said the Street Department and 
Engineer’s Office personnel 
have been working together to 
determine the streets which 
are most in need of work. 

Also, Brighton said the City 
Council members have been 
requested to prepare lists of the 
streets in their districts which 
they feel need work. He said the 
council members and the ad- 
ministration will, after the lists 
are all completed, dišucuss all 
proposals to determine the final 
ist. 

Brighton pointed out some 
street work, which was con- 
tracted last year, is to get 
under way soon in the city. He 
said he hoped that work could 
begin in the next six to seven 
days. 

_ Burdick explained the work 
was contracted for areas be- 
tween Seventh and 19th streets 
and Washington and Wabash 
avenues on the city’s southside 
and the Wabash River and 10th 
Street and Wabash and Eighth, 
avenues on the city’s northside, 

He said local Public Works 
funds are to be used for the 
work with bids let last fall, he 
reported.

Two of those projects will be 
at least partially federally 
funded, according to informa- 
tion at the hearing. 

The City Council conducts 
the public hearing the first 
Thursday of every month to 
discuss items scheduled for 
vote at the regular monthiy 
meeting the following Thurs- 
day. The monthly hearings and 
the meetings begin at 7:30 p.m. 
and are conducted in the City 
Hall courtroom. 

In connection with one of the 
proposed improvement 
projects, City Engineer Jim 
Burdick requested $5,000 to be 
used as the city’s share of a 
$100,000 study for a railroad 
overpass or underpass at at the 
Conrail c¥ossing on North Third 
Street. 

Burdick explained the money 
is to be used for the contract 
with Hurst-Roche Engineers of 
Indiana, a local firm, for the 
environmental impact study 
and design studies for the pro- 
posed grade separation. He said 
the construction of such a grade 
separation could be started late 
next summer if everything pro- 
ceeds smoothly, but said a 
more realistic estimate would 
be for two years. 

The study for the grade sepa- 
ration is part of the federal rail- 
highway crossing project in 
less than 20 cities in the coun- 
try. The federal government 
funds 95 percent of the project, 
with the local cities supplying 
the other five percent. Burdick 
said when the actual construc- 
tion stage is reached, he hopes 
the state will supply some fund- 
ing since Third Street is a state 
highway. 

The total cost of the poject 
could be $3 to $4 million, he 
estimated, with the local por- 
tion from $150,000 to $200,000. 

Burdick, when questioned 
why the environmental impact 
and design studies were not 
advertised, explained that the 
such consulting contracts are 
not bid in the state. He said the 
federal government has to ap- 
prove all contracts, though. He 


reported the planners had 
talked with two other firms. 

In another proposed improve- 
ment project, Kirby Smith, ex- 
ecutive director of the Housing 
Authority, explained to the 
council the city, working 
through several local agencies 
coordinated by the Housing Au- 
thority, wants to apply for Ur- 
ban Development Action Grant 
funding. The council must okay 
proceeding with preparation of 
the application. 


The TRIBUNE reported on 
the available money through 
the program in the April 16 
issue, explaining several agen- 
cies, such as the Department of 
Redevelopment, Indiana State 
University, Terre Haute Civic 
Improvement, Inc., West Cen- 
tral Indiana Economic De- 
velopment District and Vigo 
County Area Planning will have 
input into the application. 

Smith reported, upon council 
approval to proceed, public 
hearings are to be conducted, 
also. 

Several council members ex- 
pressed a desire to have their 
opinions or suggestions for use 
considered. 

Smith estimated possibly $2 
to $3 million or more could be 
available. The purpose of the 
funding is to allow for com- 
munity improvements and pro- 
vide temporary and permanent 
jobs, Smith said. 

Burdick explained a request 
for $390,000 for new roads in the 
southern portion of the city. He 
said the money would be used 
to build a road off of Davis 
Avenue by the Dairy Queen 
south to the new Terre Haute 
Regional Hospital property and 
then east to Seventh Street.

Improvement projects— 
some already made public and 
some not—were discussed dur- 
ing the Thursday night ‘‘sun- 
shine meeting” of the Terre 
Haute City Council. 

The city council conducts a 
public hearing on the first 
Thursday of each month to dis- 
cuss ordinances and resolutions 
which are scheduled to be voted 
on at the regular monthly meet- 
ing which is conducted on the 
second Thursday of.the month. 

Kirby D. Smith, executive 
director of the Housing Author- 
ity of Terre Haute, revealed 
Thursday night the city’s op- 
portunity to receive during the 
next four years approximately 
$8 million through the Urban 
Development Action Grant. 
Smith said the grant is similar 
to the Community Develop- 
ment Grant authorized by the 
Terre Haute Department of Re- 
development. 

Smith has requested the city 
council to adopt a resolution 
authorizing the initiation for 
application of the grant and to 
designate the Housing Author- 
ity as the responsible agency 
for preparing the application. 

He said once the application 
is approved and the city be- 
comes eligible for the federal 
funds, then numerous public 
meetings would be conducted to 
determine for what means the 
funds should be spent. The in- 
tent of the Urban Development 
Action program is to undertake 
projects designed to inhibit 
further urban decay and loss of 
employment in the downtown 
area and to provide housing 
opportunities in the urban area. 

In other business discussed 
Thursday, City Engineer James 
Burdick requested the city 
council to approve a $5,000 ap- 
propriation ordinance for the 
city’s share in a $100,000 en- 
vironmental impact study of 
the proposed railroad overpass 
‘project at Third and Tip- 
pecanoe streets. 
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The study is to be conducted 
by Hurst-Rosche Engineers of 
Indiana, a locally based firm. 
Persons questioned the fact 
that there was no competitive 
bidding for the consultant con- 
tract and that Hurst-Rosche 
was hired by the city to conduct 
the study. Burdick explained

Burdick said the railroad ov- 
erpass project is expected to 
cost about $4 million and the 
city is expected to fund 5 
percent—$200,000—of the total 
project cost, The city engineer 
said he will make inquiries with 
the state government and re- 
quest financial assistance since 
the project involves a state 
highway. The project isn’t ex- 
pected to begin for about two 
years, Burdick said. 

Councilmen discussed a 
$390,000 appropriation or- 
dinance for construction of new 
roads servicing the new Re- 
gional Hospital and shopping 
centers south of Davis Avenue. 

According to Burdick, the 
city has received $788,000 for 
local road and street funds and 
the money needed for the new 
road construction would be ap- 
propriated from this special 
distribution road fund. He said 
the proposed plans call for con- 
struction of a road beginning at 
the Dairy Queen on Davis Ave- 
nue and which continues south 
to the hospital property. Anoth- 
er road is to run east-west and 
will have entrance and exit 
points at Seventh Street and 
U.S. 41. 

In other matters discussed: 

—Residents of Edgewood 
Grove expressed their opposi- 
tion to an ordinance to rezone 
property at 3405 Wabash Ave- 
nue where a dental office is 
proposed to be constructed. 

—William Cook of the Terre 
Haute Human Shelter re- 
quested the city to okay an 
ordinance to appropriate 
$15,000 for cal shelter.

Emphatic on stating his reasons for 
favoring continuance of the court, 
Neaderhiser said he voted to extend 
the life of the court because he 
believed in self-government.

“Simply stated, it looks like it 
keeps our options open.

Chalos noted Terre Haute is the larg- 
est city served by PSI “so why shouldn’t 
the field hearing be held here? They 
asked us to sacrifice the most during the 
coal strike, why can’t they come here to 
tell us about an 18 percent rate in- 
crease.” 

Thomas said he wanted to know why 
the money was needed and how it was 
going to be spent. “I don’t understand 
what an 18 percent increase is needed 
for,” Thomas said. ‘And I don’t think 
Terre Haute citizens should have to 
drive all the way to Indianapolis to find 
out.” 

A field hearing is slated in Indian- 
apolis. 

A recently formed Utility Action 
Committee earlier this week also called 
for a Terre Haute field hearing, but the 
councilmen said their request was not in 
reaction to that request.

An appropriation ordinance to fund 
the construction of roads to the new 
Terre Haute Regional Hospital and two 
southside shopping centers was not 
acted’on by the Terre Haute City Council 
Thursday night after some opposition 
was raised. 

The City Council, during the regular 
monthly session Thursday, voted to hold 
the $390,000 appropriation in committee 
for further study unti?! the June meeting. 

The ordinance would provide funding 
for a road south off of Davis Avenue by 
the Dairy Queen to Terre Haute Re- 
gional Hospital property and then east to 
Seventh Street. Another road would run 
west from the north-south hospital road 
between Zayres and the new Towne 
South shopping centers. 

City Councilman John S. “Pete” 
Lamb recommended the delay for 
further study, stating later he did not 
think there would have been enough 
votes to pass the measure Thursday 
night. Six votes are needed for money 
ordinances and only seven council mem- 
bers were present Thursday. 
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1. Eeu a Eugene Trummel and 
William Jarvis both expressed concern 
over the roads being built for ‘‘private 
interests.” 

The council members did approve a 
resolution authorizing the Terre Haute 
Housing Authority to proceed with pre- 
paring an application for Urban De- 
velopment Action Grant funding. 

Several council members, including 
Pete Chalos, expressed concern that 
although public hearings are to be con- 
ducted the city administration already 
has decided the use for the funds. Chalos 
quoted TRIBUNE articles in which 
Mayor William J. Brighton said the 
money could be used for downtown 
improvements.

in City Council funding package

Over $750,000 worth of street and road 
work was funded by action of the Terre 
Haute City Council during its regular 
monthly session Thursday night. 

Provided for in the funding are new 
roads to service Terre Haute Regional 
Hospital and the two shopping centers 
on the old Paul Cox Field airport on the 
southside of the tity. 

The ordinance appropriating $390,000 
for those roads passed by a 6-2 vote, with 
councilmen Pete Chalos and Eugene 
Trummel voting against it. Councilman 
William Jarvis was not at the meeting. 

Both Chalos and Trummel had voiced 
opposition to the ordinance, saying they 
believed the roads should be constructed 
by the private enterprises involved. 

Other council members and Mayor 
William J. Brighton had said they felt 
the new roads are needed to handle 
additional traffic in the area. Also, 
several pointed out the roads could draw 
more businesses to locate in the area 
and, therefore, create new property tax 
dollars. 

The other road funding ordinance pro- 
vided $398,496.88 for the Street Depart- 
ment, with $364,138.88 to be used for 
street resurfacing work and the rest for 
unexpected departmental expenses in- 
curred during the severe winter. 

Another issue concerning transporta- 
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tion before the council Thursday night 
was held in committee for further study 
— that being a resolution for the adop- 
tion of a long-range transportation-land 
use plan for the city. 

At the council’s public hearing the 
week before, several residents of South 
Fruitridge Avenue presenting a copy of 
a petition against a portion of the plan 
which calls for an additional Interstate 
70 interchange on Fruitridge Avenue and 
four-laning of the avenue. 


The residents said they felt the in- 
terchange at that location would be of 
little use, saying the Indiana 46 in- 
terchange nearby has light traffic any- 
way. They said they believed the in- 
terchange would be of more service 
nearer the Third Street (U.S. 41) in- 
terchange which has more traffic. 

The council members had requested 
the Vigo County Area Planning Depart- 
ment, which had coordinated the trans- 
portation plan, to prepare information 
on other alternatives nearer to Third 
Street. 


With all the discussion at the public 
hearing, little discussion occurred at 
Thursday’s meeting before the council 
voted to hold it for further study. 

State Rep. Darrell Felling, D-50th 


' Dist., expressed his concern over the 


proposed location, though, reporting the 
state legislature’s intent in approving an 
additional interchange for Terre Haute 
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had been to help the congestion at the 
Third Street interchange. 

A resolution approved by the council 
members authorized the Terre Haute 
Housing Authority to initiate federally- 
assisted family housing projects. The 
projects can_include the rehabilitation 
or building of 178 dwelling units through- 
out the city for low to moderate income 
families, according to Kirby Smith, ex- 
ecutive director of the Housing Author- 
ity. =e 
iwenty mile per hour speed limits in 
the areas of city parks were established 
by council action Thursday. An amend- 
ment to the ordinance exempted certain 
areas around Deming Park. 

Also approved was rezoning of proper- 
ty at 230 S. 15th St. for the establishment 
of an antique shop. 

Ordinances held in committee by the 
council were for rezoning of property at 
4513,4515, 4517 and 4519 N. 17th St. and 
the erection of stop signs at 30th Street 
and Grand Avenue. 

Ordinances for stop signs at 15th 
Street and Fourth Avenue and rezoning 
at 1029 S. 17th St. were stricken from the 
record. 

A money transfer resolution approved 
was for $2,900 for the Fort Harrison 
Industrial Park. Another ‘transfer re- 
quest, for $6,315 for the Park and Recre- 
ation Department, was held in commit- 
tee because no one was at the meeting to 
explain the request. 
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Drainage problems for south- 
ern Vigo County residents was 
a topic of concern at the Thurs- 
day night meeting of the Terre 
Haute City Council. 

Jack Jones, a Vigo. County 
resident, approached the coun- 
cil and presented testimony 
suggesting serious flooding 
would result unless steps were 
taken to improve and extend 
the Thompson Drainage Ditch. 

He said Honey Creek, be- 

| tween Thompson Ditch and the 

| Wabash River, needs to be 
dredged to avert a potentially 
dangerous flood problem. 

“We are in trouble if we don’t 
do something. It may take an- 
other $3 million project, but 
something has to be done,” said 
Jones who offered statistics on 
rainfall, elevation and river 
stages to support his claims. 

Councilmen are expected to 
refer the problem to the Board 
of Sanitary Commissioners who 
supervised the Thompson Ditch 
(Southeast Drainage) Project. 

In other business, the council 


approved a $398,496 re - 
tion ordinance for funds to re- 
pair local streets. City adminis- 
trators previously announced 
plans to begin a major street 
repair program, but specific 
streets to be resurfaced were 
not revealed Thursday night. 

The council also acted on the 
following legislation: 

— A traffic ordinance to 
erect stop signs at 15th Street 
and Fourth Avenue was 
stricken from the record after a 
study revealed the stop signs 
would impede traffic flow at 
the intersection. 

— An ordinance to rezone 
property at 1029 S. 17th St. was 
stricken from the record. Peti- 
tioners had requested rezoning 
to establish an automobile up- 
holstery shop at the site. 

— Councilmen unanimously 
approved an ordinance estab- 
lishing a 20 m.p.h. speed zone 
around city parks. The or- 
dinance was amended to ex- 
clude certain areas around De- 
ming Park. 
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— An ordinance to rezone 
property at 230 S. 15th St. was 
okayed by the council.

Several items on the agenda 
of the City Council meeting 
next Thursday are likely to be 
tabled, according to discussion 
at this Thursday’s “‘sunshine’’ 
meeting of the Council. 

Among them is the scheduled 
adoption of a long range 
transportation-land use plan for 
the city which apparently was 
the target of about 50 people 
attending the session in the 
courtroom at City Hall. 

A few individuals rose to 
address the body briefly, voic- 
ing concern about “an in- 
terstate highway through our 
backyards.” Council President 
Kenneth Thomas and other 
members of the body assured 
them that no precipitate action 
would be taken and that the 
councilmen themselves wanted 
to know more before approving 
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any broad new program. “I'd 
say it will be tabled,’’ Thomas 
said and his comment was 
echoed by most of the other 
council members. 

Another measure expected to 
remain on the table is the 
transfer of the Emeline Fair- 
banks Memorial Library build- 
ing to Indiana State University 
ownership. Councilman Jack 
Neaderhiser said he was reluc- 
tant to“ ... give something and 
get nothing back.” 

Neaderhiser suggested in a 
joking manner that perhaps 
ISU has some property near 
Rea Park that could be traded 
for a new firehouse. Or, that 
university property near the 
Wabash River could be ob- 
tained for a dumping ground. 
There was general assent. in- 
dicated arround the council 
table that the transfer could be 
tabled for further study. 

In connection with the new 
southside firehouse, slated, for 
location on Rea Park property 
but halted by a recent court 
ruling, Councilman Pete Chalos 
repeated an earlier suggestion 
that owners of property being 
developed west of the park 
could give the city the com- 
paratively small amount. of 
land required for the new fire 
station. 

New street construction pro- 
posed for the a same develop- 
ment area reportedly will not 
be advanced at Thursday’s 
meeting. Instead, the ap- 
propriation ordinances passed 
by the council last month will 
have to be reintroduced be- 
cause of a ruling by the State 
Board of Accounts, according 
to the report. 

A technical error has been 
blamed for the ruling involving 
ordinances in the amount of 
$390,000 for new street con- 
struction near the new hospital 
and other construction in the 
development area, and $398,496 
for street repairs. The error 
reportedly was in the title of 
the fund relative to the latter 
measure. Chalos said the coun- 
cil may take a “hard look” 
before again passing the new 
street money.

County Council Plans 
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mba Vigo County Council will 
meet 9 a.m. Monday at the 
courthouse to consider ap- 
propriation requests totaling 
more than $1.1 million. 

The seven-member commit- 
tee also will hear plans for the 
proposed new jail and financing 
of the project with a general 
obligation bond issue. 

Architects Fleck & Hickey, 
Inc., LaPorte, will present the 
schematics for the new jail, 
along. with plans for the de- 
velopment ef the site just north 
of the courthouse. A represent- 
ative of -H. J. Umbaugh and 
Associates will discuss the pro- 
posed bond issue. 

The council also will be up- 
dated on. progress of the local 
citizens’ effort to acquire the 
Glenn Recreation Center from 
_the Vigo County Park and Rec- 
reation Board, and to secure 
financial help from the county 
in operating the center during 

e interim period Aug. 1-Oct. 
31, 1978. 

A total of $370,562 is being 
requested for county offices, 
departments and projects. New 
items are $10,000 for air condi- 
tioning for the Board of.Health 
Building and $25,000 for air 
conditioning the County Home 
laundry. 

Also, road salt tor the mgn- 
way department, $5,000; insur- 
‚ance (building, personal, liabil- 
ity), $22,000; repairs to an ex- 
cavator, $25,000; furnace repair 
or replacement at Glenn Home, 
$20,000; ice machine for jail, 
$1,550; office machines for 
recorder’s office, $17,012; 
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County Home Food, $75,000 and 
household, $15,000. 

Other appropriations from 
revenue sharing are $115,000 for 
landfill, and $30,000 for the 
county data processing center. 

In earlier sessions, the coun- 
ty was told that supplies are no 
longer available for the office 
machines used by the 
recorder’s office for many 
years, and that a new system 
may be necessary. 

The $30,000 for data process- 
ing is not a new request, but is 
part of the $250,000 appropria- 
tion approved by the council 
last February. Bids totaling 
$220,000 have been awarded for 
the system but the remainder 
could not be transferred 
without the official council ac- 
tion, according to the office of 
County Auditor Frank G. Walk- 
er. 

Chief Deputy Auditor Janice 
Miller said the balance in the 
revenue sharing account is 
presently about $1.28 million. 
Vigo County has been receiving 
about §1 million annually in 
revenue sharing. 

The council will also be asked 
to approve $151,300 from the 
county general fund at the Mon- 
day meeting. The surplus in 
that account is about $323,000, 
Miller. said. 

Individual items sought from 
the general fund are county 
clerk, $1,800 for extra help; 
Glenn Recreation Center, 
$3,500 matching funds for Title 
V (senior citizens programs); 
county treasurer, $10,000 for 
extra help; building inspecion 
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department, $5,000 for automo- 
bile; county home, $119,000 for 
personal services, and com- 
missioners, $12,000 for fees due 
David Griffith and Associates. 


The Griffith firm has com- 
pleted an indirect cost reim- 
bursement study for the county, 
County Commissioner Terry 
Brentlinger said. It has already 
resulted in more than $13,000 
being realized from the welfare 
department alone.

City Council members Thursday night 
voted to withdraw a rezoning ordiance 
aimed at a northside residential area, 
but went one step further when angry 
citizens said they wanted the proposal 
defeated, not withdrawn. 

Problems developed when the peti- 
tioner for the rezoning, Ernest Bragg, 
left the meeting believing the ordinance 
had been withdrawn. Bragg had asked 
councilmen to withdraw the ordinance 
which calls for rezoning to permit an 
auto transmission shop. 

The council took a vote and, by a 4-2 
count, decided to withdraw the or- 
dinance. After the tally was announced 
by. City Clerk Andy Atelski, persons 
opposed to the ordinance stood up and 
stated they had been refused an op- 
portunity to speak out against the legis- 
lation. 

“We don’t want this thing withdrawn. 
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loun, CE it defeated. Every property 
owner in that neighborhood wants it 
defeated,” charged John S. Ball, 4500 N. 
18th St. 


Ball vehemently criticized the council 
for voting on the ordinance without 
giving the opposition a chance to speak. 
President Kenneth Thomas said he was 
unaware the opposition wished to 
challenge the bill and routinely pro- 
ceeded with the vote. 


After discussion, the council voted to 
rescind the vote tally announced by the 
city clerk. Next, the council voted to 
withdraw their original votes, but ‘‘mis- 
takably” voted down the proposal. 
Therefore, the original vote was upheld 
and the ordinance was stricken from the 
record. 


Learning the ordinance could be in- 
troduced again as early as one month 
from now, the opposition walked out of 
the meeting. Leading the walkout was 
Ball who screamed at the councilmen, 
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“I'm disgusted with the whole bunch of 
you.”

Although a threat of job action by 
Terre Haute police was averted when 
policemen voted overwhelmingly to 
accept a two-year contract offer from 
the City Council Wednesday, another 
job action threat still looms since the 
city firefighters have said they would 
take action if the policemen get more 
than they are to receive in a two-year 
contract signed last year. 

The contract approved by the po- 
licemen Wednesday, calis for a $750 
across-the-board pay increase in 1979 
and a $700 increase in 1980. 

The firefighter’s contract, signed 
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last August after firefighters went out 
on strike, calls for a $500 across-the- 
board pay increase for 1979. A reduc- 
tion of work hours from 63 to 56 was 
included for the firefighters, though. 

Members of Firefighters Local 758, 
which organized last year’s strike, are 
expected to meet early next week to 
discuss the matter. 

James Brown, president of the un- 
ion, said he is waiting on feedback 
from his members before making any 
kind of announcement. 

“We said earlier if police got more 
than we did, then we would almost 
certainly have to open the thing up and 
renegotiate,” Brown said. 


“Under the circumstances of what 
they got over us, we've got to get 
feedback,” he continued. | 

From early reaction, Brown said, 
“Some feel next year’s our turn and 
some feel we ought to fight.” 

He pointed out “different opinions” 
are sure to surface when 150 members 
are concerned. 

City policemen approved the new 
two-year contract during a roll call 
vote Wednesday afternoon. Reports 
were the vote was nearly unanimous. 

Members of the negotiating commit- 
tee called the wage provisions in the 
contract “the best” ever for a two-year 
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The offer was received from mem- 
bers of the City Council Monday night 
after two previous proposals — one for 
a $400 salary increase and an additional 
25 percent of insurance premiums paid 
by the city and another for a $500 pay 
increase and an additional paid holiday 
each year — were turned down.

A special meeting had been 
called for 7:30 p.m. Tuesday, 
but after some 20 minutes had 
passed, only three of the nine 
council members had ap- 
peared. 

Those at the meeting were 
President Kenneth Thomas and 
members Pete Chalos and Wil- 
liam Jarvis. 

Some council members had 
expressed fear of not having the

Only at one other meeting in 
the last few years has the coun- 
cil lacked the two-thirds ma- 
jority, but at least a majority 
has been in attendance the last 
six and a half years.

The proposed use of nearly $1 million 
in federal revenue sharing funds, the 
continuation of City Court and the sale of 
city property were major items up for 
discussion at the public hearing con- 
ducted by the Terre Haute City Council 
Thursday night. 


After the meeting, the council mem- 
bers met with representatives of the 
city’s firefighters’ union to discuss their 
reasons for granting the city policemen 
$250 more in salary for 1979 than the 
firefighters. 

James Brown, president of Terre 
Haute Firefighters Local 758, reported 
the session with the council members 
was not a “negotiating meeting,” but 
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one to get some answers to present in 
meetings next Tuesday and Wednesday 
to the firefighters, who had threatened 
job action if the pcelice got much more 
than them for 1979. 

The firefighters are to receive a $500 
across the board raise and reduced 
working hours, while the police are to 
receive $750 raises, according to action 
taken by the council members in July. 

In the public hearing, the council 
Members gave little discussion to a 
proposal for spending $969,365 of the 
estimated federal revenue sharing funds 
for 1979. The proposed funds are to be 
included in the budget to be approved 
yet this month. 

The proposed uses were $31,988 for 
four civilian radio operators, $14,700 for 
two Police Department clerks, $97,240 


for 65 school crossing guards, $13,125 for 
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police legal advisers, $7,350 for a secre- 
tary to the legal adviser, $377,962 for 
police, fire and civilian salary in- 
creases, $10,000 for Social Security, 
$12,000 for the infant care feeding pro- 
gram and $5,000 for the public employ- 
ees retirement fund. 

City Court Judge Frank P. Crawford 
appeared at the hearing to support the 
ordinance to continue his court beyond 
this year, pointing out the court col- 
lected more than $247,000 in 1977, with 
$65,000 of that going to the city, while 
operating on a budget of $30,465. 

An ordinance to authorize the sale of 
the remaining city property in the Fort 
Harrison Industrial Park (about 40 acres 
of usable property and 50 of other) to the 
Hiiana Warehouse Development Corp.

Two major ordinances were passed by the Terre 
Haute City Council Thursday night — one to extend the 
life of city court four years (to Dec. 31, 1983) and 
another to sell the remaining 90 acres at the Fort 
Harrison Industrial Park for $200,000. 

Though the votes on those measures were a unani- 
mous 6-0, discussion of the ordinances prior to the roll 
call was spirited. 

But experienced observers termed Thursday’s ses- 
sion one of the “coolest” in recent months. 

The council also passed two traffic ordinaces unani- 
mously (to establish a no parking zone in the area of 
19th Street and Maple Avenue and to erect stop signs at 
23rd and Idaho streets). 

However, two rezoning ordinances were held in 
committee and will be taken up at a special council 
meeting on Monday, Aug. 21. Posting of the appropriate 
signs on properties at 3100 Wallace Ave. and 2122 
Chestnut St. had not been done, councilmen learned. 

In extending city court, councilmen raised several 
questions about its jurisdiction. One interpretation of 
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recent legislation is that city court would be limited to 
cases involving violations of municipal ordinances. 

Councilman Pete Chalos stressed ‘‘if we don’t pass it, 
we're making sure there won't be a city court.” 

City Attorney James Smock said there’s a good 
possibility the General Assembly will clarify the status 
of city courts. 

Councilman Jack Neaderhiser pointed out the or- 
dinance could be rescinded if it is not found feasible. 

The purchase of the industrial park property by 
Illiana Warehouse Development Corp. on contract over 
a period of several years completes the sale of all 
property at the industrial park. The city will relinquish 
all management responsibilities at the park within 30 
days after the final papers are signed with Illiana. 

Bill Valentine, agent for liana, told the council the 
firm plans to continue industrial development at the 
site. Rights to utilities and railroads at the site go to 
Iliana, with the city continuing to p rent on the 57 
hydrants on the property.

A citizen appeared at the meeting to urge 
the council to give careful attention to the 
sale.

“We'll pay two or three times that to get it 
back later on.” 

The spokesman explained that he 


thought at a later time the city may have to 
buy back some of this land to widen streets 
or, more importantly, to open up Maple 
Avenue. Sorensen said that the city was 
keeping all right of ways. 

Efforts to open Maple Avenue would re- 
quire use of eminent domain; the subject 
has been frequently discussed but action 
appears unlikely. The matter has come up 
again, however, with reference to an alter- 
nate proposal to use of Fruitridge as an I-70 
exit. Those living along Fruitridge suggest 
instead that Route 46 be opened north of 
Wabash to Maple, and that Maple be 
opened through the industrial park to con- 
nect with Fruitridge by North High School. 


but Regional access roads in doubt 


The City Council and Mayor Bill Brighton 
may be playing games with a proposed 
$400,000 appropriation for construction of 
streets to serve Regional Hospital’s new 
building, offices for physicians and a new 
shopping facility. 

Money ordinances require six votes for 
council passage. Three councilmen, Pete 
Chalos, Bill Jarvis and Gene Trummel, have 
opposed this expenditure. They think pri- 
vate enterprise should build its own access 
roads, if existing ones are inadequate. So 
the council had to table the ordinance the 
first time it came up and wait until Asa 
Malooley was well enough to attend a 
meeting. Malooley has been very ill for 
much of the past year. 

Eventually with Malooley present, the ap- 
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propriation measure was passed, the 
necessary six votes coming from Malooley, 
Kenneth Thomas, Norma Spork, Jack 
Neaderhiser, Larry Kirchner, and Pete 
Lamb. However, shortly thereafter officials 
discovered the appropriation was im- 
properly advertised and the approval was 
nullified. 

On Aug. 1 Brighton called a special 
council session to act on this and several 
other appropriation bills. However, Lamb 
was out of town and Malooley was still ill. 
That meant there would not be six "yes" 
votes. So Spork, Kirchner and Neaderhiser 
were reported to be ill Aug. 1, did not show 
at the council session, there was not a 
quorum and thus no action could be taken. 

Two days later, Aug. 3, the three were ap- 
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parently in good health when they attended 
the council’s public discussion session. 
The $400,000 ordinance was not men- 
tioned, however, and apparently will not be 
on the agenda for the Aug. 11 regular meet- 
ing. 

Chalos has suggested that Regional Hos- 
pital give the city enough land to build a fire 
house on, since the local court has ruled 
Rea Park may not be used. Chalos sees that 
as a possible exchange for the private road, 
and such a gift earlier might have garnered 
the six required votes for the road money.

The 1979 proposed General Fund 
budget of $7,501,139, the largest in the 
history of Terre Haute, faces scrutiny 
by members of the City Council at 7:30 
p.m. Monday. 

Council members will meet in special 
session to consider adoption of the 
budget (which also includes other funds 
totaling $4,614,166), along with an or- 
dinance dealing with the waste and 
refuse collection and removal. 

Some $344,000 will have to be sliced 
from the proposed budget by council 
members to meet state spending limita- 
tions. 

The proposed budget calls for a tax 
rate of $5.22 — an increase of 65-cents 
from the 1978 level which is $4.57. 

Proposed spending increases before 
any cuts total nearly $800,000, according 
to published figures. 

The state has limited spending in- 


creases for cities to eight percent over 
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ae previous year, which, in Terre 
Haute’s case, would be $441,154. 

Mayor William J. Brighton has said 
his goal is to obtain a tax rate for 1979 
close to $4.80, or about 23-cents higher 
than the current rate. 


Brighton last month said that “re- 
straints dictated by the State of Indiana 
and inflation” would result in “major 
and tragic changes” in services to Terre 
Haute taxpayers for next year. 


Declining to be specific about what 
changes might occur, the mayor did say 
there was a possibility of layoffs or a 
reduction in the work force to meet state 
guidelines. 


“Restraints from the state and infla- 
tion will cost local taxpayers over a $1 
million next year, while the city is 
mandated to only spend $441,000,” 
Brighton said. 

“The city of Terre Haute has reached 
the end of its rope — we have no control 
over these increases. Terre Haute is the 


lowest second class city in the state per 
capita of assessed valuation along with 
having the poorest paid city employ- 
ees,” the mayor added. 

Major budget increases for 1979, ac- 
cording to the mayor, include: an esti- 
mated $175,000 to implement a 56 hour 
work week for the Fire Department; 
$123,000 for Public Service Indiana; 
$50,000 for fuel; $70,000 for the garbage 
contract; $94,000 for pensions for new 
firefighters; $115,000 for firefighters’ 
(at $500 per man); funds for policemen’s 
salary increases (at $750 a person), and 
$109,000 for other city employees pay 
increases (five percent per employee 
except elected officials). 

In addition to a review and passage by 
the council Monday evening the pro- 
posed budget faces two additional hear- 
ings before finalization. Those reviews 
include one by the County Tax Adjust- 
ment Board during the week of Sept. 11 
and by the State, Board of Tax Com- 
missioners in October or November.

Terre Haute City Councilman Pete 
Chalos will introduce General Ordinance 
No. 2, 1978, to extend the life of city 
court four more years, to Dec. 31, 1983. 

Chalos said Friday that his ordinance 
follows legislation passed by the 1978 
General Assembly, which permits city 
courts to be continued in cities of the 
second, third, and fourth class, if the 
council takes appropriate action to ex- 
tend them. 

“We would be dilatory in our responsi- 
bility if we didn’t try to keep city court,” 
Chalos said. He noted city court handled 
12,000 cases in 1977, bringing in revenues 
of $60,000 to the city and about $250,000 
in fines to the state. 

Legislation passed by the General 
Assembly several years ago which 
abolished the justice of the peace sys- 
tem, replacing it with county courts, 
also provided that city courts would be 
phased out by Dec. 31, 1979. 

The Indiana General Assembly, in the 
closing moments of the 1978 session, 
passed a bill permitting the extension of 
city courts for four more years. Rep. 
William D. Roach, D-West Terre Haute, 
was one of the strongest supporters of 
the measure. 

The county court system in Vigo 
County would have difficulty in handling 
an additional 12,000 cases a year if city 
court ceased, Roach said frequently 
during his attempts to get the bill 
passed. 

‘The General Assembly intended that 
city courts continue as they presently 
operate,” Roach said. In addition to 
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life of city court for four 


numérous traffic offenses, city iit 
also ‘handles misdemeanors including 
assault and battery, shoplifting and vio- 
lation of city ordinances, City court has 
had concurrent jurisdiction with other 
courts on misdemeanors for which the 
maximum sentence is six months and 
the maximum fine $500. 

But under the apparently amended 
code, the legislature also stripped city 
courts of jurisdiction in anything but 
city ordinances. In that case, city courts 
could no longer handle arrests made by 
Indiana State Police for traffic vio- 
lations, overloaded trucks, etc., or by

Mayor rebuffed on court issue 


Norma Spork, vice-president of the city 
council, presided at last week’s session 
and gave a stand-out performance. Speak- 
ing in a voice that could be heard 
throughout the chamber, she moved mat- 
ters along in a business like way while pro- 
viding ample opportunity for all wishing to 
speak. 

Councilmen met in a short, unan- 
nounced, closed meeting, contrary to the 
state’s open meeting law, with Mayor Bill 
Brighton prior to the public session. 
Several sources indicated that Brighton 
tried to use the closed meeting to persuade 
councilmen to postpone action on General 
Ordinance No. 2. This ordinance provides 
for the continuation of City Court and was 
introduced by Pete Chalos in July. 

While there are two conflicting state laws 
dealing with extension of the court, it would 
definitely end without a council vote for 


continuation. The court handles a very 
large work load, and it has been argued 
that it would be nearly impossible for the 
county courts to take care of the added 
cases. 

City court also turns a tidy profit for the 


city. With a budget of $30,000, it last year | 


collected $247,000. A large percentage of 
this goes into the city’s general fund. 

Brighton said the Association of Cities 
and Towns plans to consider the conflicts 
involved in court extension; he urged the 
council to wait for that information before 
voting. 

Chalos argued that any valid interpreta- 
tion depends upon legislative or court ac- 
tion. He said the Association’s statement 
would not have any status. Chalos was so 
persuasive that the ordinance was passed 
unanimously over the mayor’s opposition. 

Several councilmen said the whole affair 
was political. City Court Judge Frank 
Crawford has been part of a different fac- 
tion of the Democratic Party than Brighton.

“sunshine meeting” Thursday night 
at City Hall was highlighted by dis- 
cussion of several rezoning or- 
dinances and resolutions calling for 
the transfer of money. 

One rezoning ordinance which drew 
criticism from Councilman Pete 
Chalos was a proposed measure to 
rezone property at 1438 S. 25th St., 
formerly occupied by Miller’s Phar- 
macy 

Sally Davis of the Midwest In- 
stitute for Fitness asked council 
members to rezone the property in 
order to open a exercise school which 
will offer fitness classes for pre- 
school children, school aged children, 
adults and senior citizens. 

Chalos said he was not against the 
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rezoning ardina but Keine the 
practice of the city building 
inspector’s office in issuing a re- 
modeling permit for the building 
before it had been rezoned. 

“The building inspector's office,” 
Chalos said, “continues to issue re- 
modeling permits to persons without 
first determining if the property is 
zoned in accordance with the law.” 

Another rezoning ordinance, call- 
ing for property at 2841, 2819, 2809, 
2805 and 2801 N. Fourth St., to be 
rezoned for development of multiple 
housing, drew strong opposition from 
a group of home owners in the neigh- 
borhood. 

The neighbors said they were not 
opposed to single housing units being 
constructed in the area, but were 
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opposed to multiple housing struc- 
tures. 

The ordinance was tabled at the 
regular October council meeting in 
order for the developer to provide 
exact plans for the development. The 
developer was not present at the 
meeting Thursday evening. 

Members of the Third to Thirteenth 
Street Neighborhood Association 
spoke out against an ordinance to 
rezone property at 2960 S. Center St. 
and at 640 Margaret Ave. Petitioners 
intend to build a room addition to 
restaurant facilites at the site. 

William Canada and Ted Nicoson of 
the neighborhood organization said a 
similar rezoning ordinance was de- 
feated by the council earlier this 
year. Both questioned the time al- 
lowed before a defeated ordinance 
may be introduced again. 

Council President Kenneth Thomas 
said it has been an unwritten policy of 
the council to prohibit defeated rezon- 
ing ordinances from being introduced 
again for a period of one year. 

Further complicating the rezoning 
measures was the fact the 640 
Margaret Ave. address is a non- 
existent address. 

Councilwoman Norma Spork, au- 
thor of the rezoning ordinance, said 
she has talked with officials of Area 
Planning who agreed the address was 
non-existent, according to their re- 
cords. 

Appearing on behalf of the Vigo 
County Library Board were board 
members Arch Dunbar and Ned A. 
Bush Sr. who requested removal of 12 
parking meters on Walnut Street near 
the site of the new library. Dunbar 
said the request was being made to 
alleviate a traffic hazard which is 
likely to occur when motorists egress 
and ingress from the library parking 
lot. 

Council members also heard ex- 
planations of several money transfer 
matters from various city depart- 
ments. 

The ordinances and resolutions dis- 
cussed Thursday evening are ex- 
pected to be acted upon during the 
council's regular meeting next Thurs- | 
day evening. 
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City Council ae Fh Thursday 
night for the second time rejected a 
rezoning ordinance at 640 Margaret 
Avenue and 2960 S. Center St., which 
would have paved the way for ex- 
pansion of a southside business. 

Council members said they were 
under the assumption defeated or- 
dinances could not be reintroduced 
within a one year period. However, it 
was pointed out the rule was ap- 
parently an unwritten policy. That 
policy drew comment from at least 
two council members, Eugene Trum- 
mel and Pete Chalos. 

Trummel said, “I feel we have 
been operating under the one-year 
rule regardless if it is not written 
down. We've used this same theory to 
defeat ordinances in the past, so I feel 
we should continue with the present 
policy.” 

‘Chalos said he favored the one year 
rule for all ordinances, not just those 
pertaining to rezoning. 

“Failure to comply with the un- 
written one year rule,” Chalos added, 
“could result in all defeated or- 
dinances being reintroduced month 
after month.” 

Council members agreed to in- 
struct the city attorney’s office to 
write an ordinance or council rule 
change which would specify defeated 
ordinances could not be reintroduced 
within a period of one year. 

In other council business, members 
passed a rezoning ordinance for prop- 
erty at 1438 S. 25th St., and approved 
two resolutions authorizing the fi- 
nancing for bond issues for two major 
construction projects. 

Presbyterian Housing Program, 
Inc.. a not-for-profit organization, 
proposes to create a retirement com- 
munity for the elderly at a 63-acre 
site formerly occupied by Davis 
Gardens. The project calls for a $12 
million bond issue and includes con- 
struction of a 247 apartment complex 
to be known as Westminster Village. 

Jack L. Doub, owner of H&D Avia- 
tion, a fixed base operator at Hulman 
Field, requested council members to 
approve a $340,000 bond issue for an 
expansion of his business. 

Both projects require the sale of 
economic bonds and the financing 
must receive approval of both city 
and county councils.

City attorney Jim Smock told the City 
Council last week that his office is appeal- 
ing the verdict in the Darrell Hauser case. in 
that, Vermillion Circuit Court awarded 
$25,000 to Hauser for harassment by the 
city. Hf the city must pay the award, money 
will have to be taken from the general fund. 
The city does not have insurance to cover 
such cases, Smock said. 

Smock also recommended that the Coun- 
cil amend the zoning ordinance because 
two sections of it conflict on approving 
special uses. While one section specifically 
states a special use must be approved by 
both the Board of Zoning Appeals and the 
Council, another section outlining the pro- 
cedure does not mention the need for 
Council approval. 

Despite the discrepancies in the law,

Smock earlier ruled that Council approval 
of a special use permit was not necessary. 
City Councilman Bill Jarvis questioned that 
ruling. 


“Why does he think we should change 
the ordinance so the two sections say the 
same thing if he ruled it doesn’t matter? It 
doesn’t make any sense,” Jarvis said. 


Last month a question was raised about a 
4-2 vote by the City Council on granting a 
special use permit for a parking lot to the 
Maple Avenue United Methodist Church.

City Councilman Pete Chalos says 
he will reintroduce an ordinance to 
extend the life of city court for four 
more years during a special session 
of the Terre Haute City Council at 7 
p.m. Thursday. 

Council President Kenneth Thomas 
said in an interview Tuesday that he 
called the special session at the re 
quest of several councilman seeking 
to reintroduce the ordinance, pocket 
vetoed by Mayor William J. Brighton. 

Thomas said council members will 
appoint a new trustee to the Terre 
Haute Department of Redevelopment 
also at the special meeting. 

The mayor’s pocket veto of the city 
court bill was critized by Councilman 
William Jarvis at last week’s regular 
council meeting. 

Jarvis said Brighton ‘didn’t act in 
good faith by not informing council 
members within the specified time he 
had failed to either sign the ordinance 
into law or veto the measure.” 

Brighton lashed back at Jarvis, 
saying it was the city clerk’s respon- 
sibility to notify council members 
about ordinances vetoed or returned 
to the clerk’s office unsigned. 

Most council members learned 


about the pocket veta — which oc-. 


curred in August— last week. 

Jarvis has gone on record as saying 
the mayor should have notified coun- 
cil members of his pocket veto in 
writing. 

The ordinance to extend the life of 
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city court, authored by Chalos, 
wedh the city council on Aug. 10. 

By law, Brighton had 10 days to 
either sign the measure or veto it. 
The mayor returned the ordinance to 
the clerk’s office unsigned which re- 
sulted in a pocket veto. 

“It is my belief that with the 
abolishment of city court the tax- 
payers of this city, who also pay for 
the. county courts, would be saved 
about $46,613 per year,” Brighton 
said in explaining his pocket veto. 

The mayor went on to say city 
court last year collected only $3,939 in 
city fines (violations of city or- 
dinances), while the court budget was 
in excess of $47,000. 

Chalos quickly pointed out the 
mayor had not included all figures 
concerning monies collected by the 
court. 

Brighton then noted the city had 
received an additional $61,350 for city 
docket fees from the court last year. 

Councilman Jack Neaderhiser, dur- 
ing last week’s council session, said 
termination of city court would only 
result in county officials asking the 
Indiana General Assembly to create 
“a couple more high-paying county 
courts.” 

Thomas said Tuesday the council 
will not vote on the city court meas- 
ure Thursday unless there is a unani- 
mous motion to suspend the rules. 
The ordinance, Thomas added, will be 
introduced and council members may 
discuss the matter.

A successor to fill the vacancy of 
Terre Haute City Councilman John S. 
“Pete” Lamb, who resigned effective 
Monday, will be made by Democratic 
precinct committeemen of the sixth 
councilmatic district. 

Assistant City Attorney William K. 
Teegaurden told The TRIBUNE Mon- 
day that Democratic County Chair- 
man Leonard F. Conrad, by state 
statue, has 10 days to call a caucus 
within 30 days of Lamb's resignation 
to fill the vacant council seat. 

Persons seeking the vacant council 
seat, must file a declaration of can- 
didacy with Conrad at least 72 hours 
prior to the time fixed for the caucas, 
Teegaurden said. 

Lamb, who has served as a city 
councilman for the past seven years, 
hand delivered his letter of resigna- 
tion to City Council President Ken- 
neth Thomas Sunday night. 

Lamb said he was resigning his 
councilman’s post because of de-

bilitating illness and plans to move to 
Florida within the next few months. 

The 52-year-old councilman, in his 
letter of resignation, said, ‘I simply 
do not have the stamina or physical 
resources to continue as councilman 
from the sixth district.” 

Lamb told The TRIBUNE during a 
telephone interview Monday “that an 
elected official should give the office 
to which he or she is elected the best 
shot possible. If you can’t do the job 
justice, then it’s time to resign.” 

Lamb’s political career began in 
1956 when he was elected to the City 
Council from the first district. He 
served one term during the adminis- 
tration of the late Ralph Tucker, 

Then in 1972, Lamb led the Demo- 
cratic ticket in the city election and 
was seated as a city councilman-at- 
large. 

Lamb aiso served for a short time 
as administrative assistant to Mayor 
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Wiliam J. Brighton, but resigned 
that post to devote full time to his 
councilmanic duties. 

He was re-elected in 1976 as a 
councilman, representing .the sixth 
district. 

Lamb was largely responsible for 
the planning and development of 
Hulman Links, an 18-hole golf course. 

Lamb termed the prestige of public 
office as secondary and said he made 
every attempt to serve his constituen- 


cy. 

“I feel it is important to keep open 
the lines of communication with the 
citizens in order to educate and en- 
lighten them on matters important to 
community welfare,” Lamb said. 

During his political career Lamb 
suffered only one defeat. He lost to 
the late John Ennis in his bid for the 
post of state representative of the 
50th district in 1974. 

In announcing his resignation, 
Lamb said he has taken a disability 
leave from Massachusetts Mutual 
Life Insurance, 
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At least three persons 
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At least three people have con- 
firmed they plan to seek the sixth 
district City Council seat vacated by 
John S. “Pete” Lamb. 

Two persons who have expressed 
an interest in the office are Dr. 
James L. McDowell, associate pro- 
fessor of political science and direc- 
tor of the Center for Governmental 
Services at Indiana State University, 
and Dr. Dale G. Findley, professor of 
education in the department of gradu- 
ate education at ISU. 

Findley told the TRIBUNE 
Wednesday morning he plans to file 
as a candidate for the seat. He said he 
is in the process of contacting pre- 
cinct committeemen in the district 
and he is studying what has to be done 
to file for the position. 

McDowell said he plans to file as a 
candidate for the office and he had 
planned to run for the seat in next 
May’s primary election in the event 
Lamb did not run again. 

Another person who has been re- 
ported seeking the council seat is 
Jerry Baker, assistant business man- 
ager of Local 1393 International 
Brotherhood of Electrical Workers. 

Baker was reported out of town 
Wednesday morning, but his wife 
confirmed he intends to seek the 
vacated seat. 

The successor is to be picked by the 
Democratic precinct committeemen 
in that council district. Findley is one 
of the 14 committeemen who will be 
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Vigo County Democratic Chairman 
Leonard Conrad is the person who 
will call the caucus to pick Lamb’s 
successor. 

Conrad said he will call the meet- 
ing when he receives an offical of- 
ficial copy of the resignation. He said 
he had not received such a copy as of 
Wednesday morning, but that he un- 
derstood it was in the mail. 

By state law, Conrad has 10 days 
from the date of resignation to call a 
caucus to be held within 30 days of the 
vacancy. 

Persons seeking the vacated posi- 
tion must file a declaration of can- 
didacy at least 72 hours before pre- 
cinct committeemen meet. 

Lamb resigned from the council 
Monday because of an iliness which 
has forced him to take a disability 
leave with Massachusetts Mutual 
Life Insurance Co., a firm for which 
he worked 28 years. 

He first was elected to the council 
in 1956 and was elected again in 1972 
and 1976.

Because of a new state law, pre- 
cinct committeemen will be selecting 
successors to the city council and city 
clerk’s office this year. 

John S. ‘‘Pete” Lamb resigned as 
sixth district councilman Monday and 
Andy Atelski, at the end of the year, 
will vacate the city clerk post to 
become sheriff. 

Formerly, the mayor or city coun- 
cilmen would have picked the new 
city clerk and councilman, but state 
legislators last year changed that 
selection process. 

The new law states all vacancies in 
elective county, township, city and 
town offices — except prosecuting 
attorney, circuit court clerk or judge 
of any court — shail be filled for the 
unexpired term by a caucus of pre- 
cinct committeemen of the same 
political party as the officer who 
vacated the position. 

Chairman of the caucus, as pro- 
vided by law, shall be the chairman of 
the county central committee of the 
same political party as the person 
who vacated the office. 

In the cases of the two recent 
vacancies, Democratic Party Chair- 


man Leonard Conrad will chair the- 


caucus and he must announce a date 
for that caucus within 10 days after 
the resignation of the officeholder. 
The caucus must occur within 30 days 
after the resignation. 

Only precinct committeemen of the 
sixth councilmanie district will 
caucus to choose a successor to 
Lamb, who resigned due to illness. 
However, all Democratic precinct 
committeemen will caucus to choose 
the new city clerk. Atelski has in- 
dicated he will not resign his elected 
position until Dec. 31, consequently, a 
new city clerk will not be named until 
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A person who is a candidate for 
election to fill a vacancy must file a 
declaration of candidacy with the 
party chairman at least 72 hours 
before the time fixed for the caucus. 

Voting by the precinct commit- 
teemen will be by secret ballot and no 
member of the caucus may vote by 
proxy. The person selected to fill the 
vacancy shall be elected by a majori- 
ty vote of the precinct committeemen 
present at the caucus. Before the 
vote, members of the caucus must 
establish a procedure for breaking a 
tie vote. The chairman (Conrad) can- 
not vote to fill the vacancy. 

Since Atelski intends to wait and 
resign at the end of the year, the chief 
deputy clerk will assume the duties of 
the office until a successor is named. 
The chief deputy clerk is Helen 
Barnes. 
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3 leading contenders for job 


Three men appear to be the leading 
candidates to replace Sixth District 
Terre Haute City Councilman John S. 
“Pete” Lamb. 

The three are: 

—Dr. James L. McDowell, as- 
sociate professor of political science 
and director of the Center for Gov- 
ernmental Services at Indiana State 
University; 

—Dr. Dale Findley, professor of 
education in the department of gradu- 
ate education at ISU and a precinct 
committeeman; and 

—Ralph “Hank” Garrett, a vice 
precinct committeeman and an un- 
successful candidate for a seat on the 
county council to fill the vacancy 
created by the death of John Brentl- 
inger. 

Also mentioned as possible can- 
didates are Jerry Baker, assistant 
business manager for Local 1393, 
International Brotherhood of Elec- 
trical Workers, and Robert D. Legg, 
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husband of Eileen Legg, another pre- 
cinct committee person who will be 
voting on the replacement. 

Lamb cited ill health as the reason 
for his recent resignation. 

Precinct committee persons from 
the sixth councilmatic district will 
meet at 7°30 p.m., Friday, Dec. 8, in 
the courtroom at City Hall to select a 
successor to Lamb. 

The meeting was officially called, 
as required by law, by Leonard Con- 
rad, chairman of the Vigo County 
Democratic Central Committee. 

Persons seeking the vacant council 
seat are required to be a resident of 
the sixth councilmatic district and 
must file a declaration of candidacy 
with Conrad at least 72 hours prior to 
the meeting of the precinct commit- 
tee people. 

The sixth district includes a total of 
14 precinct committee people who 
will cast ballots for Lamb’s re- 
placement.

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City Council meeting: would be candidate conclave? 


Tough, independent Bill Jarvis was’ 
almost the only participant at last week's 
city council session without personal politi- 
cal ambition. Meeting just two days after 
the general election, which saw defeat of a 
handfull of Mayor Bill Brighton’s Demo- 
cratic cohorts, many councilmen and ob- 
servers are already maneuvering towards 
slots on next spring’s primary ballot. 

The most interesting agenda item came 
at the conclusion of the meeting, when Pete 
Chalos, councilman who is running for 
mayor, questioned Brighton's pocket veto 
of an ordinance passed by the council in 
August to extend the life of city court. 

City court will be discontinued Jan. 1, 
1980, unless a continuation bill is passed by 
the council this year, according to Chalos. 
The state legislature inadvertently deleted 
most of the court's functions last year but is 
expected to act in 1979 to reinstate its juris- 
diction. 

Brighton is less certain the jurisdiction 
will be returned, but even if it is, he thinks 
the court should be discontinued to save 
money. He says the new county courts. paid 
for by all Vigo County taxpayers, can do the 
job and save city residents more than 
$47.000, the amount budgeted for the court 
in 1979. 

According to Frank Crawford, current 
city judge, the court had revenues totalling 
$247,000 in 1977. Some of this goes to the 
state and some to the county, in addition to 
the city’s share which was about $65,000. 
Brighton received an incorrect figure, ap- 
parently, from the controller's office, and 
thought city income was limited to $3939 
collected from fines. 

No one informed the council of 
Brighton's veto when it met last summer 
following his action. Legally that is the time 
at which the council may override his veto 
with a 2/3 vote. 

The city clerk's office is responsible for 
advising the council of a veto. A spokes- 
man for City Clerk Andy Atelski said she 
called both Crawford and Ken Thomas, 
council president. and told them of the 
mayor's veto. Thomas says he doesn't 
remember being informed. 

Last week the council agreed to hold a 
special meeting so it can have the required 
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two sessions to act on the matter before the 
year ends. Chalos explained the council al- 
ways has a later option to discontinue the 
court if the legislature fails to restore juris- 
diction. 

There are political implications. 

First, there are those wishing to run for 
city court judge. Crawford is expected to 
seek another term. And local attorney Jim 
Lewis was in the audience last week; he 
told The Spectator he may run for that 
judgeship. There are sure to be several 
others interested in the $16,000 a year, part 
time position. 

Second, there is the city clerk's office to 
consider. 

Fate of city court should effect the clerk's 
office, because much of the latter's work 
load has to do with court matters. If the 
court is closed down, the clerk's office 
would only collect simple city traffic ticket 
fees and perform its jobs for the city coun- 
cil. Brighton said if the court is eliminated, 
he would expect the staff of the clerk's of- 
fice to be reduced drastically. That would 
provide another budget cut, further savings 
for city taxpayers. he said. The 1979 clerk's 
budget is set at $64,775. 

Atelski will take over as county sheriff 
Jan. 1, 1979, leaving one year to run on his 
clerk's term. Democratic precinct commit- 
teemen reportedly will elect someone to 
serve the balance of the time. 

The clerk is paid $15,000 a year and has 
four employees. Councilmen Jack 
Neaderhiser and Norma Spork have both 
evidenced interest in that position. So has 
Nick Peters, who ran a good race in his pri- 
mary compaign to unseat Ed Stapleton for 
township assessor. As a proven vote-getter, 
there are many pointing to Peters. Whoever 
is elected by the committeemen will have 
an edge in the primary election. 

To round out the political picture at last 
week's council meeting, there was Gene 
Trummel, lone Republican councilman, 
who is considering a race for the mayor's 
seat. Chalos has already been mentioned 
above as a contestant. And Brighton, who 
in an unusual move sat through the entire 
council meeting, already sounds like he’s 
fighting for a third term. 

There was Thomas, who has said in the 
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past he is interested in higher political of- 
fice, and Pete Lamb was acting like a can- 
didate. Councilman Larry Kirchner, who 
lost a primary race to Darrell Felling, was 
absent. 

Felling, a big victor last week in his race 
for a return to the legislature, dropped by 
the council meeting. He won his state seat 
in a Republican district, beating a strong, 
popular, well known opponent, and is ex- 
pected to run for a different office soon, 
possibly for mayor next year. 

In the audience also were Jim Swift, 
police chief who lost his primary campaign 
for sheriff; Richard Shagley, county at- 
torney whose law partner, Bob Wright, lost 
the prosecutor's election; attorney Fred 
Bauer, who used to hold Felling’s seat in 
Indianapolis. 

We may have missed a few. 

Jarvis, meanwhile, serving his third term 
on the council (the second consecutive 
one), says he is pretty disgusted with local 
politicians and may not even run again. 
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City court future 
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Chalds, Moar of h er fight for court 
continuation, maintains that if adequate ju- 
risdiction is not returned the council can 
discontinue the court or end it by eliminat- 
ing its budget. Thomas, however, said last 
week lawyers he talked to think that might 
not be possible. “We need to ask a legis- 
lator to request an attorney general's opi- 
nion on it, Thomas said. 

Meanwhile. interest is high in the court 
situation partially because much of the city 
clerk's responsibility centers around the 
city court. Elimination of the court could 
lead to a substantial cut back in personnel 
in the clerk's office. And that office 
becomes vacant Jan. 1, 1979 when Andy 
Atelski is sworn in as sheriff. 

Democratic precinct committeemen will 
elect a new clerk, who will serve for one 
year, until anew one is elected at the polls. 

A lot of people are seeking the one-year 
appointment. Most prominently mentioned 
is Ed Peters. who nearly defeated township

assessor Ed Stapleton in the primary. 
Others who apparently are interested in the 
job are Chuck Hanley, who lost a primary 
bid for Harrison township trustee: Dan 
Tucker, a school teacher and precinct com- 
mitteeman; Larry Thomas, son of a 
deceased politician. 

Jack Neaderhiser and Norma Spork, 
councilmen reported earlier to want the job, 
seem to have removed themselves from the 
contest. Spork wants to run for reelection 
to the city council. If she wins. rumor has it 
she will make another bid for the county 
recorder's office or possibly seek the coun- 
ty clerk position. 

Neither the mayor nor the city attorney at- 
tended last week's special meeting of the 
city council. 

The session was necessary to meet time 
requirements for passage of an ordinance 
to continue city court beyond Dec. 31, 1979. 
The ordinance is necessary because Mayor 
Bill Brighton vetoed a previously adopted 
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continuation ordinance but did not formally 
notify the council of his veto. As a result, 
the council did not have an opportunity to 
override the veto at its meeting following 
the veto. 


Only five of the city’s nine councilmen at- 
tended last week: Pete Chalos, Bill Jarvis, 
Jack Neaderhiser, Ken Thomas and Norma 
Spork. Absent were: Larry Kirchner, Asa 
Malooley, Gene Trummel and Pete Lamb. 


Because passage requires five votes, 
councilmen decided not to seek unanimous 
consent to vote on the ordinance at the 
special meeting. Several proponents said 
they could not count five sure votes among 
the five present. 


Brighton has said he vetoed the bill 
because the legislature inadvertently 
removed most city court jurisdiction. 
However, observers believe the 1979 legis- 
lature will remedy the situation by restoring 
court functions.

The TRIBUNE earlier reported at 
least seven persons were mentioned 
as a possible replacement for Lamb, 
but the deadline for declaring can- 
didacy was Tuesday evening. 

In addition to the five, who have 
filed formal declarations of can- 
didacy, others mentioned included 
Robert Legg, Jerry Baker and Bertha 
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Five seek council seat 
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Both McDowell and Findley are 
professors at Indiana State Univer- 
sity Garrett is a vice precinct com- 
mitteeman while Frye is a local 
steelworker Brown is the son of Phil 
Brown, who has been active in Demo- 
cratic political circles for several 
years. 

Lamb's resignation was made pub- 
lic Nov. 20. He cited ill health as the 
reason. 

At least three of the mentioned 
candidates have been contacting pre- 
cinct committee persons in an at- 
tempt to recuit suppor, according to 
information obtained by The TRIB-

Mayor William J. Brighton has not

He said several “little things” had 
come to his attention, but that he 
hoped to learn more about his new 
position in the coming weeks. 


Garrett worked for Shenley Dis- 
tillers for 31 years and is a veteran of 
World War II. He serves on the house 
committee for Post 972 of the Veter- 
ans of Foreign Wars and isa member 
of American Legion Post 346. 

The first major issue expected to 
come to Garrett’s attention is the 
scheduled Thursday council vote on 
the future of City Court. The issue has 
been a matter of controversy for the 
council in recent weeks. 

Garrett succeeds Lamb who re- 


signed Nov. 20 due to poor health. 
Lamb was first elected to the council 
in 1956 and was elected again in 1972 
and 1976. He played a major role in 
the planning of the Hulman Links golf 
course.

A preliminary survey of city coun- 
cilmen indicates a majority of them 
intend to vote in favor of an ordinance 
to extend the life of City Court.

Council members who said they 
plan to vote for the ordinance are 
Thomas, William Jarvis, Jack 
Neaderhiser, Norma Spork and Pete 
Chalos, author of the bill. 

Councilman Asa Malocley said tie 
intends to vote against the ordinance, 
new council member Ralph “Hank” 
Garrett said he is undecided, and 
Larry Kirchner will be unable to 
atfend the council meeting. The 
TRIBUNE was not able to contact 
councilman C, Eugene Trummel.

the council, it still would have to go 
across the desk of Mayor William J. 
Brighton who pocket vetoed another 
extension bill earlier this year. 

Should the mayor veto the current 
bill under consideration, at least four 
councilmen have thus far indicated 
they would support an effort to over- 
ride the veto. 

The issue of extending the life of 
the court has sparked a debate be- 
tween some of the councilmen and the 
mayor. Pelice Chief James L. Swift 
spoke against the measure last week 
at the council’s “sunshine” hearing. 

According to Indiana law, all city 
courts in cities of second, third, 
fourth and fifth class are to be 
abolished Dec. 31, 1979, unless the 
courts are continued by an ordinance 
passed prior to Jan. 1, 1979. 
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The council on Aug. 10 passed an 
ordinance continuing the court 
through 1983, but it failed to become 
law when Brighton refused to sign the 
bill within 10 days after its passage. 


Councilmen voting for the or- 
dinance then were Chalos, 
Neaderhiser, Jarvis, Spork, Kirchner 
and John S. “Pete” Lamb, who since 
has resigned from the council. Thom- 
as, Malooley and Trummel were 
absent from the meeting. 


Brighton said he was opposed to 
continuing the court because of its 
limited jurisdiction and because tax- 
payers already are paying for two 
county courts which have nearly the 
same jurisdiction as City Court. 

State law also will limit City Court 
to hearing cases concerning vio- 


‘lations of city ordinance. However, 


legislation proposed by State Rep.

Opposing sides in the matter have 
debated various expense incurred 
through running the court.

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City Council annexes 
Davis Garden land 


The Terre Haute City Council 
Thursday night approved an or- 
dinance -to annex the former Davis 
Garden property, a site being con- 
sidered for a retirement community 
called Westminster Village. 

The 60-acre site, located on the 
south side of the city, was approved 
for annexation by a unanimous vote of 
the seven council members present. 

In other business, the council 
passed rezoning ordinances, struck 
one from the record and okayed two 
southside traffic ordinances. All of 
the above actions were approved 7 to 
0. 

The retirement community is being 
developed by the Presbyterian Hous- 
ing Program, Inc. and it reportedly is 
to have 257 units accompanied by an 
80-bed nursing home. 

A companion ordinance to the an- 
nexation was introduced to the coun- 
cil and assigned to a committee for 
study. The new ordinance would re- 
zone the Davis Garden property: 

Among the rezoning ordinances 
passed Thursday was one that re- 
ceived criticism from residents in the 
involved neighborhood. It was for 


rezoning n, lan located near 
Fourth Street and Elizabeth Avenue 
to house multiple family dwellings. 

Residents appeared before the 
council Thursday and at a hearing 
last week to say they wanted the 
property left as a single-family area. 

Another rezoning ordinance which 
drew protest last week was struck 
from the council’s record Thursday at 
the request of the person seeking the 
rezoning. 

That ordinance was to rezone prop- 
erty at 3250 N, 22nd St. for pro- 
fessional offices. Councilman Jack 
Neaderhiser reported that the proper- 
ty owner, Raymond Fieler, had tele- 
phoned him earlier in the evening and 
asked the ordinance be struck.

A bill to extend the life of the Terre 
Haute City Court was passed Thurs- 
day night by the City Council — and 
the next move in determining the 
court’s fate is up to Mayor William J. 
Brighton, who has opposed the meas- 
ure, 

Meeting in regular monthly ses- 
sion, the council voted 5-2 to continue 
the court until 1983. According to 
state law, the court will be abolished 
Dec. 31, 1979, unless it is extended by 
an ordinance passed prior to Jan. 1, 
1979. 

Councilmen voting in favor of ex- 
tending the court were Pete Chalos, 
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sponsor of the bill, William Jarvis, 
Jack Neaderhiser, Eugene Trummel 
and Kenneth Thomas, Voting against 
the ordinance were Asa Malooley and 
Ralph “Hank” Garrett. Councilman 
Norra Spork left the meeting prior to 
the vote because she was ill, accord- 
ing to Thomas, council president. 
Councilman Larry Kirchner was 
absent from the meeting. : 

Now the ordinance will go before 
Brighton, who can sign it into law or 
veto it. Earlier this year, he “pocket” 
vetoed an identical measure by not 
Signing it. 

Prior to the vote, the council heard 
discussion on the ordinance for about 
40 minutes.

“This is an attempt by the legisla- 
ture to remove from the city any 
effectiveness the city might have in 
administration of justice,” City Court 
Judge Frank Crawford said. 

Crawford said he contacted the 
director of a state judicial organiza- 
tion who said that group has no doubt 
the legislature will restore juris- 
diction it removed from the court in 
a previous law. 

Another person speaking in favor of 
the court was State Rep. Darrell 
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Felling, D-Terre Haute. He said he is 
going to co-sponsor a bill to restore 
the stripped powers of the City Court. 

The bill abolishing City Court was 
described by Felling as an “‘inadver- 
tant oversight” during the busy last 
moments of the session. 

if the court would be continued, but 
its full powers not restored, the city 
could cut the judge's salary and ad- 
just his duties accordingly, the repre- 
sentative said. 

Voicing opposition to the extension 
measure, Brighton said the City 
Court duplicates a service offered by ` 
the county and is an extra cost to 
taxpayers. All levels of government 
face financial problems and “‘the only 
way we can reduce some of those 
costs is to reduce the duplication of 
some of those services,” he said. 

City residents pay one-half of the 
county government budget, but coun- 
ty residents do not pay “one cent” to 
the running of city court, Brighton 
Said. 

The mayor said County Court 
Judge Robert H. Brown told him if 
the city cases were moved toa county 
court, the city still would receive a 
return on fines and docket fees. In 
1977, those fees were reported at 
$69,800 and fines were 33,939. 

Brighton said the City Court han- 
died 10,530 cases in 1977 on a budget 
of $30,610. In 1978, the court has 
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handled about half that number of 
cases, he said. 

Brighton said the City Court budget 
does not reflect the full cost of run- 
ning the court. It does not include the 
cost of a full-time bailiff, a deputy 
prosecutor and patrolmen who occa- 
sionally are assigned to assist the 
court, he said. 

A spectator at the meeting said he 
thought the court did a good job and 
“its not always the amount you 
spend, it’s what you get for it.” 

In another matter Thursday, the 
council sustained (5-3) the mayor's 
veto of an ordinance to remove 14 
parking spaces on Walnut Street near 
the new Vigo County Publie Library.

Council President Kenneth Thomas 
said Saturday he intends to ask the 
City Clerk’s office to notify the nine 
council members of the special meet- 
ing. By law, Thomas is required to 
sign a ‘‘special call” letter with the 
clerk’s office 24 hours in advance of 
the special meeting. 

The council president said he will 
sign the “special call” letter Tues- 
day. Once signed written notices will 
be delivered by the Police Depart- 
ment to all council members. 

Brighton, as expected, vetoed the 
ordinance Friday which would have 
extended the life of Terre Haute City 
Court for four years. 

In an afternoon news conference 
the mayor said he was asking council 
members ‘“‘not to pass an ordinance 
on what the Indiana: General As- 
sembly may or may not do in its next 
session.” 

In his veto message, Brighton said, 
“under existing circumstances, the 
City Court is presently working only 
half days. Commencing in 1980, the 
court will be stripped of half its 
jurisdiction, reducing again the ne- 
cessity for operation of this-court.” 
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To A. HH the veto the council is 
required to have a two-thirds majori- 
ty or six votes. 

Brighton. earlier this year ‘pocket 
vetoed” an identical court bill passed 
by council members. 

Last week council members again 
passed the ordinance. 

Councilman Pete Chalos, author of 
the court bill, said Saturday he ex- 
pects the council to override the 
mayor’s veto. 

Thomas went on record Saturday 
by saying, “It’s my belief there is an 
overwhelming majority of the council 
in favor of continuing City Court.

Chalos said Tuesday he feels like 
the court “‘is an institution that 
serves the public very well.” 

“I believe in self government and 
home rule and I feel the legislature, 
when it convenes, will reinstate the 
authority” that was taken away from 
the City Court, Neaderhiser said in 
support of the court.
